Bonar Law Received by King; 
Lloyd George Back and Happy 


LONDON, Oct. 21 (Associated 
Press).—Andrew Bonar Law, the 
prospective Prime Minister, was re- 
ceived in audience by the King this 
evening. There was much specula- 
tion as to what passed, but Mr. 
Bonar Law declined to say anything 
on the subject. 

Mr. Lloyd George, arriving in Lon- 
don late this evening, received an 
ovation from a great crowd at the 
station, who demanded a speech. In 
response he said that he had had a 
tremendqus welcome, -had found 
thousands of friends in the North, 
and was \delighteu to find also thou- 
sands in. London. He then drove 
hastily to his official residence. 
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LEEDS, England, Oct. 21.—David 
Lloyd George, addressing the Coa- 
lition Liberals of Leeds today, declared 
that “‘the banner of. party strife has 
Been hoisted at the Carlton Club” and 
that the country must decide whether 
the empire or the Conservative Party 
comes first. 

The great coalition which had won 
the war and was leading the nation 
out of its troubles-in peace was ended, 
he said, not because it failed to serve 
the nation but becatise that party was 
not getting enough out of it. He was 
for the nation, he declared. 

Mr. Lioyd George then made a vig- 
orous defense of his administration, beth 
in War and in peace, declaring that 
heretofore he had nét had time to an- 
ewer his critics or to inform the public 
of its services to the nation. ‘‘ Now, 
I am going to begin to tell the story 
from day to day until the election,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ and having done this, I will 
be willing to put my record in the 
hands .of the people.” 

The retiring Premier made much of 
the support of the leading Conserva- 
tives, such as Lord Balfour, Austen 
Chamberlain, Lord Birkenhead and Sir 
Robert Horne, and pictured Andrew 
Bonar Law as in the position of hold- 
ing the horse by the tail. 


Text of Premier’s Speech. 


The full text of Mr. Lloyd George’s 
gwpeech follows: 

The banner of party strife has been 
hoisted at the Carlton Club. A great 
combination of men of all parties and 
ereeds for national purposes, a com- 
bination which led us to victory in 
war, and which was leading us, grad- 
wally but surely, out of our troubles 
in peace, has been brought to an end. 

It had been brought to an end not 
because it has ceased tosserve the 
mation, that was not the case. It has 
Been brought to an end be¢ause the 
party was not getting enough out of it, 
and it is for the people of this country 
to decide whether the party comes 
first—or the nation first. I stand for 
the people. 

[Voices, ‘“‘ You always did” 

™ God bless you.’’] 
’ The time has come for a calm, dis- 
‘pessionate and, I hope, perfectly fair 
freview of what that combination, 
which started six years ago, has ac- 
complished. If it has accomplished 
nothing, if it has done no good, if it 
has not served the nation, condemn it. 
On the other hand, if it has served the 
people well, if it helped the country to 
achieve something, treat it fairly and 
well. 

Let us examine it. It is subjected to 
criticism. from more diverse and con- 
fiicting quarters and points of view 
than almost any other Government. - It 
had one or two disadvantages in de- 
fending itself against this criticisrn. 
First of all, it had no partisan press, 
It had no Liberal, it had no Conserva- 
tive press, and, therefore, it had no 
gteady partisan press which could be 
depended upon, whatever happened, to 
defend its actions. 


Recalls Years of Hard Work. 


Its second weakness, from the point 
of view of dealing with and disposing 
of criticism, arose out of the fact that 
no Ministers in any administration 
that ever existed in this country have 
been so .continually hard worked.

Four Rob Bronx Poultry Market 
of $900, but Run Into Nest 
of Detectives. .

Four youths sauntered into the poul- 
try store of Kowalsky Brothers, at 465 
Morris Avenue, “in the heart of the 
Bronx chicken market just before 11 
o’clook last night while the Saturday 
night traffic was at its height. Once 
inside, they clapped black masks to 
faces already fairly well hidden under 
low-pulled caps, flashed big pistols from 
under their coats and ordered the pro- 
prietors to stand and deliver. 

Harry and Joseph Kowalsky, brothers, 
who run the store and who were alone 
in it, obeyed. As their hands went 
skyward, three of the men backed them 
steadily toward the rear, while a fourth 
sprang for the cash register, bundled 
up $900, stuffed it into his pocket ana 
yelled *‘ Beat it!’ to his companions. 

The four, in the act of pocketing their 
pistols, walked out and were making 
their way toward a big touring car they 
had left drawn up at the sidewalk, its 
engine running. For a second it looked 
like an easy getaway. But from nearby 
doorways, men came running and the 
robbers found themselves the centre of 
sudden and unexpected hostilities, 

Detectives who had received secret 
information that a hold-up was to be 
staged somewhere in the chicken mar- 
ket were lurking at a half dozen van- 


tage points. They had seen the men 
enter and do their quick job and were 
just converging on the run ag they 
came out.

lar Atlantic routes and of an even longer 
period witu respect to ships crossing 
the Pacific. 

Absence of formal instructions as to 
their procedure will not serve as a de- 
terrent’ on. customs and _ prohibition 
forces, it was declared, as the regula- 
tions now standing are sufficient to per- 
mit them to act in cases of suspected 
violation. 


Await Judge Hand's Decision. 


Administration officials looked to an 
early decision from Judge Hand in New 
York to clear the situation. If affirma- 
tive—granting a permanent injunction, 
which would restrain the Government 
from’ enforcing its interpretation of the 
law—the ‘dccision would act as an auto- 
matic stay pending adjudication of the 
appeal which the Department of Justice 
has indicated would be immediately 


taken. 

Should Judge Hand vacate the tempo- 
rary order, however, the Government 
would be free to proceed with ‘enforce- 
ment unless and until the lines affected 
brought some new action in the courts.

American Worker Missing in Russia; 


Found Food Theft and Foul Play Is Feared

MOSCOW, Oct. 21.—Philip J. Shields 


of Richmond, Va., an American Rellef. 


Administration worker since February 
in the town of Simbirsk on the Volza, 
has been missing since Sunday evening 
in circumstances pointing most strongly 
to foul play. 

**He walked out of the personnel 
house at 6 o'clock Sunday evening,’’ 
runs a report from District Supervisor 
Dalton, dated Wednesday, and received 
in Moscow today, ‘‘ without saying a 
word or leaving a line of explanation. 
No one. has seen him since."’ A tele- 
gram dated yesterday states: ‘At 10 
o’clock tonight there is still no trace of 
Shields.’’ 

‘What throws a sinister light on his 
disappearance is the fact that last week. 
when Shields, who had just been put in 
charge of the warehousing department, 
checked up the stocks and found there 
a deficit of 272 poods (over four tons) 
of sugar, worth in the open Russian 
market upward of $5,000. The Russian 
manager of the warehouse had been ar- 
rested in consequence—not, it appears, 








smeasures, 


owing to definite presurgption of guilt, 
but as the chief person responsible for 
the stores—only a day or two hefore 
Shields’s disappearance, 


In a country of Russia’s present pov- 
erty, especially in the famine area, the 
value of the theft is fully equivalent to 
a hundred-fold greater amount in 
America, And no American policeman 
would hesitate to admit that a robbery 
of half a million dollars was a big affair 
that would provide a sufficient motive 
for wishing to put out of the way a man 
indicted as the principal witness for the 
prosecution. Also he might imagine that 
sufficiently important interests were in- 
volved to dare and put into effect strang 
What is more, the -punish- 
ment for the theft of food destined for 
famine relief is death. 

A detailed letter from Mr, Dalton 
which Colonel Haskell read to the cor- 
respondent today shows nothing in the 
way of youthful folly, trouble with the 
police, or marked nervous depression or 
money or other trouble that would war- 
rant an alternative explanation.

‘I won't go to court with these bums,"’ 
he shouted in ‘the station, pointing to 
other beggars and motley offenders who 
were about to be crowded into the police 
wagon. Hammill was told that he could 
not drive around any longer in his sedan, 
but he was permitted to hire a taxicab 
and ride comfortably to court with De- 
tective Nathaniel Snydecker of\the Men- 
dicanhcy Squad. 





As a beggar de luxe, Hammill in every | 


way surpassed the young mendicant who 
Was lately a guest at the Hotel Marl- 
borough-on Broadway, who, tod, trav- 
eled in his own automobile. 

Hammill drives around the country 
cooking and sleeping in his car, a big 
sedan, fitted with a kitchenette and a 
small bed, in which the legless man can 
fit himself easily. 


Gets $9.50 in Half Hour. 


“I noticed Hammill first,’’ said De- 
tective Snydecker,”’ when he was begging 
at Sixth Avenue and Thirtieth Strest. 
He is a very pathetic sight and he made 
a strong appeal to passers-by. I never 
saw a beggar get money faster. I 
stayed close to him for half an hour 
and counted every cent. He made $9.50 
jin that time and I thought that was 
enough. 

‘“‘ When I arrested him he offered to 
resist and then began to shout to the 
|public to rescue him. He said that I 
{was persecuting him and that he was 
within his rights. But nobody offered 
to help him. When he saw that I was 
| about to call for the wagon he changed 
| his tone and said: 

***Don’t send for the wagon. 
with me and we'll ride.’ 

“Then he took me to Twenty-sixth 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth Avenues, 
where he had a magnificent sedan, 
which he told me cost him $3,000. 

‘‘ He told me that he traveled all over 
the country in this, driVing it i:to a 
vacant lot at night, locking it up and 
going tc sleep, then cooking his break- 
fast in the morning on his stove in the 
car.

Boasts of $20,000 Invested. 


‘‘¥7e told me that he made a good 
income by begging and that he had in- 
vested $20,000 in a ranch in North Da- 
kota, but was not prepared yet to re- 
| tire and devote himself to farming. He 
said: 

‘“(*If the Magistrate will be a good 
fellow and let me go I'll drive right 
out of New York and never come back 
again. I have only been begging here 
four days. I just came from Con- 
necticut.’ "’ 

The. sedan is black, with smart white- 
enameled wheels. Privacy is obtained 
by drop-curtains. The interior is done 
in rich cloth. : 

Hammill made no secret of his affairs 
at the West Thirtieth Street station, 
telling the Desk Lieutenant that he was 
not the sort of business man to put all 
his eggs into one basket, and that he 
carried in his pockets pass books show- 
ing deposits in five banks. 

Hammill said that he was forty-six 
years old and that he had lost his legs 
through infantile paralysis. He said 
his home was ‘‘in the South.’ 

At Night Court Hammill said that he 
wished to have his hearing postponed 
until he could engage counsel. Magis- 
trate Renaud postponed the hearing 
until this morning fixing ‘bail at $500.

Mayor Hylan again attacked~ the 
Transit Commission yesterday, asserting 
that it was playing politics in bringing 
but evidence about the profits obtained 
from bus insurance by his son-in-law’s 
brother and evidence of alleged grafting 
on bus drivers. 

Referring to’the evidence that James 
Paul Sinnott had been obtaining com- 
missions of $60 on accident policies 
issued to bus drivers since last August, 
the Mayor said that ‘‘they have 4s 
much right to get business as any other 
reputable firm.'’ The Mayor also made 
an attack on Clarence J. Shearn, counsel 
for the commission, who yesterday as- 
serted that the reason for the Mayoy’s 
great eagerness to spend $25,000,000 on 
bus lines was to provide ‘‘ choice pick- 
ings for politicians.”’ 

The Mayor defended the paving of 
Grand Concourse, which was character- 
ized by ex-Judge Shearn as the ex- 
‘enditure of nearly a million dollars in 
the interest of a bus route. The appro- 
priation of this money and the part of 
Commissioner of Public Works William 
J. Flynn were warmly defended yester- 
day by F. H. La Guardia, who was a 
Republican mémber of the Board of 
Estimate when this transaction took 
place. Mr. La Guardia characterized 
it as a much-needea public improvement 
for which he and H. H. Curran both 
voted. He denied that the vote was 
expedited in the interests of a bug line. 


Another Statement From Hylan. 


Chairman McAneny of. the Transit 
Commission, commenting oh the Mayor’s 
statement, said that ‘‘if any dereliction 
on the part of his departments or sub- 
ordinances is shown, he answers with 
fresh mud-slinging and with little else.”’ 
The Mayor's statzment was as follows: 

‘The State Transit Commission is try- 
ing to ape the discredited Meyey inves- 
tigating. committee by*giving out to the 
public, just before election, misleading 
statements in the hope of re-electing 
Governor Miller and of slipping over the 
$350,000,000 to $600,000,000 McAneny 
junk deal, and extorting about $60,000, - 
000 a year in increased carfare out of 
the pockets of the traveling public. 

‘‘They tried to create the impression 
yesterday that I am in favor of city bus 
operation so that some particular person 
or firm might be able to write the in- 
surance. The fact is that the business 
of writing bus insurance was started 
by the Republican Legislature passing 
a bill making it compulsory for all pub- 
lic hack and bus operators to insure 
against accident. 

“If the Republican-controlled trac- 
tion Legislature had granted the city’s 
repeated requests for legislation to 
enable the city to buy and operate its 
own buses, no tnsurance by the bus 
owners would have been necessary. 

“The insurance firm which Counselor 
Shearn tried so hard to scandalize in 
order to reflect on me has written about 
forty-six insurance policies out of some 
four or five hundred buses requiring in- 
surance, and that only indirectly. I 
know nothing about the business trans- 
actions of this firm. I do know that 
they have as much right to get business 
as any other reputable firm. 


Explains Concourse Repaving. 


“A misleading statement was also 
made with reference to the Concourse. 
This street had been neglected for years 


~and we had it repaved in order to give 


the benefit of, this great .thoroughfare 
to the people who have paid. millions 
of dollars for it and to insure easier 
traveling for those riding in buses.

INTENEMENT BLAZE 
ON UPPER EAST SIDE 


Rescue Parties Take Out Six 
Bodies and Search Ruins 
for Others. 


24 FAMILIES IN PERIL 


Many Badly Burned Making 
Escape Into Lexington Av. 
and 110th Street. 


CHILDREN AMONG VICTIMS 


Three of Them Are Dead and Six 
Missing—aAll City Ambulances 


Summoned. 


Six bodies had been recovered at sia! 
o'clock this morning and the policemen 
estimated that in all twenty persons had 
been burned to death in a fire that 
swept two five-story apartment houses 
at the southeast corner of Lexington 
Avenue and 110th Street. 

So rapidly did the flames, which were 
discovered just after 1 o’clock, sweep 
the two structures that nearly all of 
those of the twenty-four families who 
occupied them who escaped got out by 
jumping to the street. Many landed 
badly injured, and it was feared that 
some would die in hospitals. 

Trapped in their beds by the onrush- 
ing fire, children were heavy sufferers. 
Three were among the known dead and 
at least half a dozen others, missing 
when the firemen began to battle their 
way into gutted rooms, were expected 
to be added to the death list. 

All ‘the fire apparatus that could be 
handled. in the congested block, ambu- 
lances ordered out on a blanket emer- 
gency call from virtually every hospital 
in Greater New York and police re- 
serves from a dozen stations: did thei: 
utmost to rescue those imprisoned and, 
failing that, turned to succoring the 
injured. 

The fire, spreading through the old 
buildings at racing speed, was so hot 
that it was nearly an hour before fire- 
men, shielded by walls of water, could 
get within. Meantime, some had made 
sensational dashes up scaling laddéfs or 
had swung themselves from adjoining 
roefa to dash away with frightened and 
heipless Women afd hiidrén. 


Homes Thrown Open. 





A great crowd gathered in the street, 
and for a time broke through the police 
lines. Homes in the neighborhood were 
thrown open, and into these were car- 
ried some of those worst burt, that they 
might receive first aid treatment in 
shelter before they were rushed away 
io hospitals. 

At 2:30 this morning several hospitals 
in the neighborhood were crowded with 
injured, more than seventy of whom 
had been distributed among their wards. | 
Surgeons and nurses, working at top| 
speed, were unable then to say how 
many-of those hurt would recover. 

It was at about that same hour, when 
firemen were beginning to penetrate the | 
ruins that an official estimate of twenty 
dead was made at police headquarters, 
based on- official reports from police- 
men at the scene. 

Firemen then had carried four dead 
bodies from the fourth floor of one house 
and had taken the remains of two chil- 
dren, burned to death, from the second 
floor of the other. 

Some of the upper stories still were 
flame-filled and it looked as if it would 
be at least another hour before a com- 
plete search could be made. Meantime 
all hope had been abandoned for any 
left within. 

Many grief-stricken members of fami- 
lies were besieging the police lines beg- 
ging that missing relatives be saved. 
Others were openly mourning dear ones 
for lost; but the police hoped that in 
the great confusion some of those unac- 
counted for would prove to have es- 
caped. 





Autoist Discovers Fire. 


City Marshal Henry J. Lazarus, on 
his way home, discovered the fire when 
he noticed a glare in the hallway of 
1,777. Jumping from his automobile, 
Lazarus dashed to the door of the 
burning building, but the flames cut 
him off. Pausing only long enough to 
shout ‘‘ Fire!’’ at the top of his lungs. 
Lazarus started on a headlong run for 
the fire box at 110th Street. As soon 
as he had sent the alarm he made his 


way into a nearby house, asked the 
oy of a telephone and notified police 
headquarters that the blaze was a bad 
ene and that many ambulances would

Chicago Egg Speculators Hit 
By Big Output, Low Prices 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Egg speculators 
in Chicago and other produce centres 
are being caught today between sur- 
plus supplies of millions of dozens of 
eggs and lower prices, largely due, 
egg men said today, to the greatly 
increased laying activity of the heng. 

It is estimated that each of Chica- 
go’s approximately 3,000,000 inhabi- 
tants will have to eat an egg a day 
until next Jan. 1 to wipe out the sur- 
plus that is being increased by ar- 
rivals of 300,000 dozen weekly. 

Speculators are said to hate been 
holding eggs at a loss of 3 cents a 
dozen, with 19,000,000 dozen more 
eggs in storage than at this time last 
year. 

Storage eggs which last year 
brought 30 cents a dozen by the case 
ifi the commission district today were 
selling for 26 cents, and fresh eggs 
which sold for 55 cents last year, 
were quoted today at 37 cents.

Gloucester Schooner Leads 
Canadian by 12 Minutes, -but 
CommitteeCalls It Unofficial. 


SKIPPERS IGNORE ORDERS 


Refuse to Turn Back at Start 
and Judges Follow Them, 
but Keep No Records.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 21.—Flout- 
ing the International Fishermen’s Race 
Cémmittee in charge of the races, which 
were scheduled to begin off this port 
today for possession of the International 
Fisherman's Trophy and the champion- 
ship of the Canadian and American 
North Atlantic fishing fleets, the Cap- 
tains of challenger and defender crossed 
the starting line this morning in the 
face of the postponement signal hoisted 
on the committee boat and refused®to 
return. 

The judges, puzzled and amazed, 
sounded the recall whistle again and 
again and hoisted the recall flags, but 
neither Captain Clayton Morrissey of 
the challenger, the Henry Ford, out of 
Gloucester, nor Skipper Angus Walters 
of the defending Lunenburg schooner 
Bluenose paid the slightest heed. 

The judgés, who were using the United 
States destroyer James K. Patilding as 
the official boat, then sent a launch 
after the schooners, Captain Morrissey 
had crossed the life with a slight lead 
so that the launch. went first to the 
But Cap- 
tain Walters refused to turn back. The 
patrol then informed Captain Morrissey 
ef the decision of the Canadian skipper,

turn. 
Judges Follow the Race. 


The wind was very light, not above 
five knots, a fact which, of course, fur- 
nished the reason for the postponement. 
But the judges, completely up in the air, 
instead of then and there hoisting anchor 
and proceeding back to port, chose, after 
long delay, to steam at full speed to the 
first mark. This act of the committee, 
in effect, made the contest of the two 
schooners a race. The Paulding steamed 
ahead to each successive mark and 
stopped. No official times were taken.

Stevens Sticks te Blackmail Theory. 


At Lavallette, N. J.. Mrs. Henry H. 
Stevens gave the following statement to

Btart of the Contest. 


It was 9 o'clock when the judges 
aboard the Paulding established the 
starting line off Hastern Point, and at 
the same hour the Bluenose left the 
harbor under tow. The Henry Fora 
was half an hour late in leaving her 
wharf, for the crew had still to bend 
on,the mainsail and foretopsail, which 
the committee had ordered made 
smaller. 

Course signals were hoisted aboard 
the Paulding immediately after she es- 
tablished the line. The forty-mile route | 
as laid out by the American Sailing 
Committee before the elimination races 
last week consists of a five-mile stretch 
along Cape Ann for the first and iast 
legs. The outer mark on this stretch 
is off Milk Islahd, and this outer mark 
is the point of a. triangle, ten miles to 
the leg, to be sailed in either direc- 
tion as ordered bd the judges. As or- 
dered today, the first leg of the triangle 
was sailed south by east, one-half east, 
the second half west by north, one-quar- 
ter north, and the third lap back to 
the mark off Milk Island northeast.

TURKS TO SUBMIT 14 POINTS 


Among Demands Will Be Abolition 
of Capitulations and Autonomy 
for Western Thrace.

PARIS, Oct. 21.—According to an ar- 
ticie which will appear in the Matin to- 
morrow, the negotiations which have 
been proceeding for several days be- 
tween Paris and London and Rome con- 
cerning the forthcoming Near East con- 
ference have ended in a complete 
agreement having been reached. The 
date definitely chosen is Nov. 13 and 
the conference will take place at 
Lausanne. With regard to the procedure 
the Matin says that the invitations to 
the conference will be sent out by Pre- 
mier Poincaré. The form which the in- 
vitations will take has not. yet been 
definitely decided” upon, however, nor 
have the representatives of the various

WOMEN FOUGHT OFF TURKS. 


Joined Their Men in>Repelling Ir- 
regular Band’s Attack in Thrace. 


ADRIANOPLE, Oct. 21. (Associated 
Press).—Women carrying shotguns over. 
their shoulders were conspicuous among 
the 10,000 Christian refugees who 
trudged through the main street here to- 
day on their way to the Greek territory 
across the Maritza River. These armed 
women had joined their men folk in re- 
pelling an attack upon them by Turkish 
irregulars in the bleak hills west of 
Adrianople. 

The line of refugees extended for sev- 
éral miles along the route of flight when 
the Turkish irrgulars, who had landed at 
Media, on the Black Sea, bore down 


upon them. The fight lasted an hour, 
and two refugees were killéd. Most of 
the disconsolate exiles. who poured 
through the streets of Adrianople today 
came from Malgara, Keshan and neigh- 
boring. villages to the south. 

A report of their fight with the band 
of Turks was sent to the British mili- 
tary authorities at Rodosto, who quickly 
dispatched , platoons of ,Highlandets 
armed with rifles and machine guns into 
the hills. The*Colonel in charge said 
that the situation was well in hand. and 
that interference with the exodus of 
Greeks ani Armenvans would be dealt 
with severely. 

At Malgara 300 Greek families are 
stranded for lack of transportation. 
Among them is George Kamas, a Greek- 
American from: Chicago; who exhibited 
an American -passport and said that 
he had arrived a few months ago to 
get his fiancée and take ‘her’ to'America. 

Thomas Stephanos, a Greek-American 
with a passport showing he had lived 
in Washington, rounded up a hundred 
refugees in a burning village near Mal- 
gara and led them on a trek toward 
Macedonia. He expressed the opinion 
that if the United States’ Government 
would send the necessary ships to carry 
them across the Atlantic all of the 
exiles from Thrace would go to America 
and be good citizens. 

Two hundred Armenian survivors of a 
midnight massacre at Bigha arrived to- 
day at Dedeaghatch.

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BERLIN, Oct. 21.—This was the day 
set for the assassination of Chancellor 
Wirth, but he was still living and happy 
tonight and q young man, said by the 
police to have informed them of the plot, 
remained imprisoned at Hagen, in the 
Province of Westphalia. 

According to the information which the 
police said he gave them voluntarily, 
the murder was to have been carried 
out in the same manner as the assassina- 
tion of the late Foreign Minister Rathe- 
nau. The youth, whose identity has not 
yet been revealed, was publicly reported 
to have said that an organization sworn 
to bring about the assassination of the 
Chancellor hired him to do it, and that 
he accepted the engagement, but from 
the beginning never intended toskeep 
his word. 

He refused to give the names of the 
conspirators, and the police locked him 
up’ for further inquiry, suspecting that 
he had given them a warning just to 
Presently 
he will be brought to Berlin. 

“While the reliability of his statements 
is generally questioned, both Federal 
Secret Service agents and Berlin police 
are running down all clues and reports. 
In some circles there is a tendency to 
depreciate the alleged conspiracy, but 
it gained’ great, credence in view of ‘the 
fact that both Chancellor Wirth and 


President Loebe: of the Reichstag re- 
arded it serious enough to mention it 
befare the Reichstag. 

The press devotes considerable space 
to pointing out the foolHardiness of such 
an attempt at assassination, and calls 
attention to the damage which Germany 
suffered because of the Rathenau mur- 
der.

His 
cries had attracted several persons from | 
near-by apartment houses. Others were 
roused as glass began crashing to the 
street and clouds of smoke billowed 
over the heighborhood. 

The first little group of half-clad per- | 
sons who gathered to gaze upward as 
the flames quickly ate their way through 
the building found themselves powerless. 
They shouted encouragement as fright- 
ened faces appeared here and there ata/j| 
window, sometimes only to disappear as 
a tongue of flame licked toward those} 
trapped within. 


Drop Despite Warnings. 


Again and again those below shouted 
to the imprisonéd tenants that it would 
be only seconds before the engines got 
there and begged those hardest pressed 
not ‘to jump. Their pleas were vain as 
the blistering heat drove men, women 
and children first to the windows, then 
to perilous positions on the ledges. 

Only seconds more and some of those 
clinging to the windows let go and 
dropped. Others, to the horror of the 
spectators; burst through the flames, 


plunged clean through windows that had 
not yet given way under the heat and 
landed bruised, broken and cut in the 
street. 

The. first policemen to reath the scene 
began lifting the more seriously hurt of 
those who jumped, carrying some who 
were unconscious from the path of the 
fire apparatus just beginning to thunder 
into the street. Other patrolmen made 
vain dashes at the burning building, but 
by then the heat was insufferable and 
despite pathetic cries from some who 
were clinging in places where the flames 
had not yet reached the would-be res- 
cuers had to fall back. 

Some tenants on upper floors, aroused 
before the flames had climbed ‘to the 
higher levels, snatched up parts of their 
clothing and fled to the roof. Soon. the 
flames followed them there, - and 
of a sudden, as great pillars went 
thrusting toward the sky and sections 
of the roof crashed down, that whole 
part of Harlem was alight. 


More Apparatus Called. 


The first battalion chief who jumped 
from his car in front of the burning ten- 
ements saw that the firemen were up 
against one of the meanest jobs that 
had confronted them in a long time, and 
that instant action was n@€cessary if any 
of those within were to be saved. 

Ordering the men on hand to try to 


approach the buildings under cover of 
every available stream, the Chief sent 
calls for more apparatus. The second 
alarm was followed fast by a third, 
while telephones summoned such extra 
trucks and towers as could be used to 
advantage. 

It was twenty minutes before even 
with the utmost daring the firemen 
could begin to fight their way inside. 
Meantime they had run up ladders and 
brought down a few of those who had 
managed to hang on despite the blister- 
ing heat. Some of those badly burned 
were handed into the arms of policemen, 
who lugged them to the sidewalk and 
stretched them for the attention of am- 
bulance surgeons, who were arriving by 
the dozen. Chocsins those worst hurt,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—How the 
American Red Cross is advancing in the 
field of public health through its nurs- 
ing service, home hygiene and care of

the sick courses, its nutrition activities, 
first aid and life-saving classes, its 
health centers and numerous other 
methods designed to make for a strong- 
er and better nourished life, is dis- 
closed in the annual report of the or- 
ganization just issued. Nursfng~being 
fundamentally Red Cross work, the re- 
port for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
contains a wealth of details relating to 
the increasing establishment of services 
that broadcast among the people ap- 
proved health conservation and. disease 
prevention information. This work em- 
phasizes the necessity of continuous 
support through a world-wide response 
to the annual roll call, opening Nov. 11 
and closing Nov. 30. 

The obligation met by the American 
Red. Cross when in war time it fur- 
nished 19,877 nurses for active duty 
with the Army and Navy, the report 
shows, is being met also in .peace time 
with a reserve of nurses now aggregat- 
ing 35,855, an increase of 1,068 since 
the 1921 report. Of this reserve 102 are 
serving the Army, 117 the Navy, 162 


the Public Health Service, and 1,038 
the United States Veterans’ Bureau. :

One hundred and one nurses died dur- 
ing the year, three. from disability. in- 
curred in service in the World War. 

The Red Cross public health nurse in 
1,240 communities in the United States, 
Alaska, the Philippines, Porto Rico, 
Hawali and the Virgin Islands is in- 
forming and instructing in health es- 
sential’. In the last year.313 new pub-. 
lic nursing services were established. 
In several hundred places the public 
authorities gave theif full endorsement 
to the educational value, of the public 
health nursing work by taking them 
over as functions of the municipal gov- 
ernment.

Trio Escape With Payroll Money 
in Long Island City. 








| Three hold-up men staged the boldest 
payroll robbery in the history of Long 
Island City just before noon yestcrday 
and succeeded’ in escaping with « pay- 
roll of $4,700 belonging to The Foun- 
dation Company of 120 Liberty Street, 
| ose eity. The money was intended for | 
about 100 workmen employed by the | 
company in the erection of a factory 
| building for the Whitaker-Glessner Com- 
| Pany at Van Dam and Nelson Streets, | 





Long Island City. The money was taken 
from Fred Shutz of 203.West Seventy- 
eighth Street, Manhattan, timekeeper 


for the company. 

After the robbery the thieves dashed 
through the Hunters Point section and 
past Borough’ Hall in the busiest section 
of Long Island City and. made their 
escape in the direction of Brooklyn. 
Two independent alarms were sent out 
by the police. One was to intercept the 
drivers of .the car for their breaking 
of the speed regulations and for not 
having a license plate on the rear) of 
the automobile. (‘This alarm owas. sent 
out from reports by traffic policemen 
along Jackson Avenue and tf unters 
Point Avenue who witnessed the wilt 
drive, but who did not Know about the 
hold-up. The other alarm was sent out 
a few minutes later afger the robbery 
had been reported to the same .tation 
house. Up to late last evening weither 
alarm had resulted in the apprehension 
of the thieves. 

Shuts left the main office of the com- 
pany in Liberty Street about 11 o'clock.

Shutz admitted that he was so scared 
that he obeyed for about a minute until 
he heard the men running away.

Plans for Georges Clemernceau’s léc- 
ture tour in the United States include 
visits to New York, Boston, Chicago. 
Kansas City, New -Orleans, Washing- 
ton, and possibly Atlanta and Balti- 
more. It is expected that the ex- 
Premier of France will speak once in 
each city he visits, and he may speak 
twice here. There will be no formal 
luncheon or dinner engagements, as 
“The Tiger ’’ does \not like this form 
ef entertainment. Probably most of the 
speeches will be in the afternoon, as 
he dislikes to speak in the evening. 

Arrangeniénts for the trip, under the 
auspices of the Council on Foreign Re- 
lations, may be changed at any time. 
A definite date had been set for his 
lecture at the’ Metropolitan Opcra 
House, but when. his reluctance to 
@peak jin the evening becamé known} 
the date was left indefinite. Sevefal | 
other plans, including the possibility of | 
a visit to Montreal, await Clemenceau's 
Spproval. He will, however, visit Pres- 
ident Harding and go to unt’ Vernon, | 
Washington’s home. He probably will} 
call upon former. President ‘Wilson, his | 
associate in the.Peace Conference. 

M. Clemenceau. will sail from France 
on the Paris on Nov. 11, Armistice Day, 
end will arrive in New York on the 
morning of the 18th. After speaking at 
the Metropolitan ‘Opera’ House’ he will 
leave for Boston on the morning of 
Nov. 22. He will speak in Boston, prob- 
ably on the 28d, in the Symphony Hall, 
and leave for Chicago on the 24th. His 
visit to Montreal, if it takes places, will 
be on the way to Chicago. 

He is to arrive in Chicago on Satur- 
day, Nov. 25. * Arrangements for his 
stay in that city are being made by 
Brig. Gen. Charles G. Dawes. He will 
go to Kansas City and probably speak 
there on Nov. 28, leaving next day for 
New Orleans. Arrangements for his 
visit to that city are being made by 
Governor John Parker.

Verdict of Baltimove County Jury | 


Carries Life [Imprisonment for | 
19-Year-Old Murderer. | 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 21.—Walter | 
, Bocolow, on trial at Towson, Baltimore | 
County, for the murder of William B. | 
Morris in a daylight hold-up in Balti- 
more last May 18, was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree today, 
“without capital punishment.’ The 
Verdict automatically carries life im- 
prisonment. 

Socolow was one of five men who 
stopped Norris, a building contractor, 
and hig bookkeeper on a busy street and 
robbed them of a $7,000 payroll.

Charity Patients, He Says. 


PRESIDENT DENIES CHARGES 


Answers for Marshall Field, C. H. 
Sabin and Other Officials—Says 
a Hearing Was Promised. 


The Beekman Street, formerly the 
Volunteer, Hospital, which begins to- 
morrow a drive for $250,000 with the 
aid of a dozen committees of prominent 
business and professional men headed 
by Charles H. Sabin and Marshall Field, 
is described as ‘‘ unnecessary and of no 
public benefit ’’. by Bird S. Coler, Com- 
missioner of Public Welfare. In a state- 
ment made public yesterday in explana- 
tion of his opposition to the hospital's 
campaign for funds, Commissioner Coler 
charges that the Beekman Street Hospi- 
tal wastes money on unnecessary over- 
head, loses no time in passing along to 
city institutions its patients who are un- 
able to pay, ané that only one-third of 
its beds are occupied. 

Replying to the attack of Comsfiesioner | 
Coler, Howard S, Cullman of Cutlman | 
Brothers, tobacco dealers, President of 
the Beekman Street Hospital, issued a 
statement denying that the hospital was 
wasteful of its funds, explaining that 
overhead was heavy and the number of j 
bed patients small during the last Sum- 
mer because the institution was being | 
renovated, and alleging that Commis- 
sioner Coler had condemned the institu- 
tion in advance of a hearing he had | 
agreed to give to its Board of Directors | 
tomorrow. 

It was explained that the hospital au- 
thorities had been unable, on account of 
the Saturday half holiday, to reach Mr. 
Field, Chairman of the Board of Direct- 
ors of the hospital; Charles H. Sabin, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Guaranty Trust Company, who is 
serving as General Chairman of the 
Campaign Committee of Beekman Street 
Hospital, or any of the other Chairmen.

‘*During those two ‘months 136 |

McAneny Answers the Mayor. 


. George McAneny, Chairman of the 
Transit Commission, made the following | 
reply to Mayor Hylan: 

“The Mayor’s“increasing mental dis- 
turbance is not surprising. For the last 
two months he has been deceiving the } 
people of the city with a lot of impossi- | 
ble schemes put forward for political 
purposes. Incidentally he has viciously 
and mendaciously attacked the Transit 
Commission and all of its works.¢ The | 
commission cannot, of course, allow 
éuch attacks to go without notice. When 
they are made in the heart of a political 
campaign, they must .be answered in 
the heart of a political campaign. The 
Mayor charges that the commission, } 
and not he, is engaged in the business 
of politics. There is some humor in 
this. [I may at least assure him that 
the commission will permit none of his 
misrepresentationS’ to go unchallenged, 
and that it proposes to continue to’ 
show the. method and _ the manner ‘ 
through which in transit affairs he is 
trying to fool the people. j 

The Mayor’s statement of this morn- 
ing is typical. If, in the course of 
events, any dereliction on the part of 
his departments or subordinates ig 
Shown, he answers with fresh mud- 
slinging and with little else. The 
Transit Commissioners are pretty well | 
used to this. This morning, -however, 
for the first time, he brings in the 
commission’s counsel, Judge Shearn, 
who, he said, is ‘a tool in the propa- 
ganda campaign of the traction inter- 
ests.’ Whether the Mayor intends this 
particular charge as a joke may be left 
to the imagination; but a joke it ¢ r- 
tainly is. Judge Shearn, of course, 
needs no defense at the hands of the 
Transit Commission. His record of fine 
public | service and complete: indepen- } 
dence is pretty well'known. He headed 
and fought in movements for the ad- 
vancement of public rights and the re- 
striction of private exactions before any 
one had heard of Mr. Hylan. His se>- 
vice to the public in his present en- 
gagement has been consistently fine, 
and no cheap abuse from the Mayor 
is likely to dim it. 

“The time for this bus investigation 
was not selected by the Transit Com- 
mission. Judge Mullan’s injunction, fol- 
lowing two years of consistent court de- 
cisions of the same description, would 
have halted all the Mayor's bus oper- 
ation if the commission had not stepped 
in and secured from Judge Mullan a 
stay of proceedings under which the 
buses are still running. That stay, 
however, is temporary in character. 
Part of the argument presented to the 
Court was that if it were granted the 
commission would proceed at once to 
e@scertain the facts upon which its cer- 
tificates: of convenience and necessity 
might be granted to the bus owners, 
in case the Board of Estimate does its | 
part in granting the preliminary fran- 
chises. 

Cannot Stop the Inquiry. 


“The commission naturally does not 
propose to grant its certificates witlh- 
out complete information of the present 


situation. That information it is pro- 
ceeding to get. Some of the deve'op- 
ments of yesterday were as surprising 
to it as they could have been to the 
Mayor; but because the Mayor is dis- 
comfited by. the disclosures made, the 
commission cannot halt its inquiry. He 
must be warned, and the people as- 
sured, that as a matter of public duty 
nothing will deter the investigation in 
the slightest —- 

‘The commission has not commented 
upon the testimony presented, nor at- 
tempted to characterize the conduct of 
those who have been affectea by the 
disclosures made.

REFUSES BUS INSURANGE., 





One Company Says Risks Are Too 
Great; Says Bond: Law Is Ignored. 


Albert E. Sheridan, manager of the 
Motor Vehicle Bonding Companies, said 
yesterday that his organization had de- 
clined to furnish bonds or accident pol- 
icies for the municipal buses, because 
they considered the danger of accident 
too great. 

Big business, which was anticipated 
in the bonding of taxicabs under’ the 
new law, has not developed, Mr. Sheri- | 
dan said, for the reason that the police | 
are not enforcing the law, and that 
thousands of taxicabs aré in operation 
without having deposited bonds to pro- 
tect victims of accidents for -which 
taxicab chauffeurs’ were’ responsible. 

He asserted that less than 2,000.of the 
15,000 chauffeurs of this city had been 
bonded at all, and that many-of them 
had cancelled the bonds or defaulted 
on payments, when they' realized that 
the police were not enforcing the law, 
and that no punishment was inflicted 
on drivers who ignored the taxicab 
bonding law. .

And I am now going 
to begin to, tell the story frorn day to 
day or week to week, at any rate un- 
til the election. is over, and, having 
done so, I am willing to put my rec- 
ord in the hands of the people. 

Cheers.] I have served them well, I 

ave served them honestly, I have 
served them sincerely, I have served 
them with one dominant purpose, and 
that is to serve my native land to the 
best of my ability.. [Cheers.] 

Combination! This combination was 
formed during the war for the purpose 
of carrying on the war, in order to put 
more vigor and more thoreughness 
into the prosecution of-the war. 

Governments can win wars and Gov- 
ernments can lose wars. What do I 
mean by that? Governments can make 
it possible for our gallant soldiers and 
sailors to win victory, Governments 
can make it impossible for the most 
‘gallant soldiers and sailors ever to 
win. The only claim I put forward on 
behalf of the late Government is that 
it did everything a Government could 
do to enable our Soldiers and sailors 
to win the war. 

Governments can organize material 
resources and the resources in men of 
the nation. They can organize the 
nation at home to face its responsi- 
bilities and to sustain its responsi- 
bilities. If there is failure at home, 
it means fajlure in the field. Loss of 
morale at home is always reflected 
on the battlefield. They were closely 
related, and stories at home affected 
the soldiers inthe field. That is one 
reason why Germany broke down. 
Their soldiers were brave soldiers— 
let us recognize the courage of the 
enemy. But they heard stories of 
starvation, of privation and misery at 
home. That undermined their spirits 
and their courage. 

It was vital for the Ministers to sus- 
tain a spirit which would make the 
Toad clear .for. victory. 1 claim the 
Government did everything a Govern- 
ment could do for that purpose. We 
did otir best to promote unity at home 
and among our forces so as,;to enable 
the full strength of the Allies to be 
concentrated at the right point and at 
the right moment and, ‘as a matter of 
fact, the leading part in promoting 
that unity was taken by us. 

So much for what we did in war. I 
claim we did everything which a Gov- 
ernment could do in that great and 
trying emergency. But 1 then am told 
I might have been a very good war 
Minister, but I am no good in peace. 
[Laughter]. 

I am a sort of doctor, very good in 
a bad case when it is a matter of 
life and death for the patient, but I 
am no good to 
(Laughter. ] You 
more commonplace. [Laughter.] Some- 
body with a better bed e. manner. 
It is not for me to say ther they 
have got people of that sort. [Re- 
newed laughter. ] 

Well, war is not a bad test, even 
of statesmanship, organization, imagi- 
Mation, and resource, and you can 
somehow or other apply those quali 
tles in peace, and I have done ev: 
@ few things in peace.

The Work For Small Nations. 
What next? We also emancipated a 
mumber of races which had for centu- 
ries been under the rule of the oppres- 
sor jn Central and Southern Europe— 
the Poles, the Czechoslovaks, the peo- 
ple of Transylvania,the Slavs of Jugo- 


slavia, tre Arabs of Asia. Popula- 
tions which numbered in the agegre- 
= 100,000,000, and had for centuries 
een groaning under the rule of op- 
ression and terrorism, who had their 
fberties destroyed, their independence 
gone and the development of their na- 
tional life hindered, were freed by 
one reat act, prepared in Paris, 
signed at Versailles, and which has 
given a charter of freedom to tens of 
Ttaillions of people. 

We destroyed the 
of Central Europe which made the 
war. Conscription in Central Europe 
is gohe. The navy which was the 
greatest source of worry and menace 
to this country has disappeared, and a 
huge army, probably the largest army 
in the world, which stood intimidating 
us, which darkened the horizon in Eu- 
ope like a dense thundercloud hang- 
hg in the air above, and everybody 
gy ro to see when a flash would 
ren and destroy Europe—and i 
did. y pe—and it 

That army has gone. That is one 
thing in the treaty of Versailles ap- 
proved by everybody. Although you 
do not rid Europe of the burden: of 
armaments, that is the first act in 
the great drama of peace. I predict 
to you that the democracies of 
lands will not, continue to bear the 
burden of huge armaments when they 
eee Central Europe freed from that 
oppression. It will be the beginning, 
it will be irresistible. 

Conscription disappeared here in a 
few months after the war; it will 
disappear before many years in other 
lands as well, and that will be due 
to the fact that the Treaty of Ver 
sailles stipulated that neither in Ger- 
many nor in Austria, the two great 
countries that made the war, can you 
raise great conscript armies. 

There is another provision in the 
Treaty of Versailles. whose full value 
has not-yet been appreciated. That 
is the great labor provision which has 
been introduced in order to improve 
conditions of labor by International 
co-operation. 

As you know, the difficulty always 
was thet whenever there was any 
proposal in this country to improve 
conditions of labor, we always had to 
bear in mind the fact that we had to 
compete in the markets of the world 
with countries that had no provisions 
of that character. But when you get 
nations marching together to raise 
the standard, nations working side by 
side to improve conditions, nations 
co-operating to lift the toilers, that 
difficulty disappears, that excuse 
vanishes, and by that means you will 
greatly improve the conditions of the 
worker throughout the world—by the 
process of international confidence. 

These are only some of the provi- 
sions in that treaty. It was a great 
human charter that will be aeelaimed 
more and more as the years go by. 
There are imperfections in it, com- 
romises in it. Those are inevitable, 
ecause vou deal with so many races 
and mations, but in the main I claim 
it was a great human document, 
which will in its operation reap rich 
‘enefits, not merely to Hurope but to 


great armaments 
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the human race throughout the world. 

What .was the next task we had to 
set ourselves to do? The re-establish- 
ment of national eredit. The cost of 
the war was colossal. The figures 
were such that no one would have 
contemplated them before the war. 

I remember able men at the begin- 
ning of the war saying, “‘ This can't 
go on, but must come to an end in two 
or three months.”” But it went on and 
the expenditure mounted. up. until it 
was a pyramid that pierced the clouds. 


England’s Financial Stress. 


We spent what? I think we spent 
over ten thousand millions on the war 
more than the revenue of this country 
for fifty years—the national revenue, 


collected by the* Treasury. The debt 
at the present moment is something in 
the neighborhood of eight thousand 
millions. 

Before the war we were the financial 
centre of the world. This was a great 
market for money that brought us 
business and brought us trade. The 
money we advanced to the Dominions, 
to the Colonies, to foreign countries, 
came -back to purchase the goods, 
which we manufactured. The interest 
which was paid to us for our ad- 
vances came. back to us in food and 
raw materials which we purchased 
from other countries. 

It was vital to our position that we 
should maintain our financial status. 
We had to sell our foreign securities, 
but when tae war was over it was & 
very serious position for the future of 

s country. 
tnyhat aid. we do? (And this is not 
sufficiently understood.) There were 
two courses open to us. One was to 
follow the method adopted by every 
country on the Continent of Hurope— 
to borrow and to go on borrowing. It 
has an appearance of prosperity. You 
ean spend if you go on borrowing. 
You can keep taxation down if. you go 
on borrowing, but your credit gets 
lower and lower and lower, and in the 
end you are paying per pound an _ in- 
terest not worked out in figures. But 
with your financial position and your 
trade. it becomes more and more diffi- 
cult to recover. 

It was the easy course to go on bor- 
rowing; it was the popular course to 
go on borrowing. If we had gone on 
borrowing, there would. have been less 
unemployment for the time being, but 
there would have been more two, 
three or four years hence. And no one 
knows what would have happened. 

That was one course, the easy 
course, the popular_course, the course 
pursued by eVery country in the same 
condition as ourselves on the Conti- 
nent of Europe. 


Two Ways to Meet Expense. 


But what is the next course—the 
thoroughly unpopular course? Make 
your patriot pay. 

How can you-do it? One way is by 
ruthlessly reducing your expenditure. 
You think, perhaps, that is the popu- 
lar course, but you try it. Everybody 
said, ‘‘Cut down your expenditure,” 
and when we started on this some one 
would say he didn’t mean to cut that 
down. Then you propose to cut down 
something else and that also is ob- 
jected to. 


And men 
reduction of 


who are interested in the 
expenditure will never 
come to your rescue. If you want to 
know something about, that look up 
the division lists of the Anti-Waste 
Party. They .were always making 
cheap sp eches about economy, but 
whenever we faced the problem of cut- 
ting down some of the items and we 
got into difficulties with people inter- 
“sted in that direction, the Anti- 
Waste Party were never there. They 
wanted to be on the popular side of 
saving ‘‘ reduce taxation ’’ and left us 
the. unpopu)ar side of quarreling with 
those concerned in such reduction. 

Economy is not a popular course, 
and when we cut down the army, when 
we cut down the navy, when we cut 
down the civil service, when we cut 
jiown the supply departments every- 
where, we had no end of people who 
were affected. 

It was brought home to them. They 
knew it immediately and were writing 
articles in The Daily Mail and not con- 
cerning themselves with the particular 
item we had to deal with. 

Cutting expenditure is a difficult and 
unpopular task. We have done ft, but 
don't you make any mistake, we 

ve gained no votes out of cutting ex- 
enditure. 

What is the other alternative? If 
you cut down expenditure to the low- 
est possible limit the war debt would 
still be so enormous that, with the cost 
of everything having gone up so much, 
the expenditure for this country is 
bound to be infinitely greater than be- 
fore the war. What does that mean? 
It means that taxation is bound to be 
high whatever you do unless you 
borrow. 

Therefore, we had to do two things, 
we had to ruthlessly cut down ex- 
penditure and we had, in order to meet 
interest on the debt and with the in- 
creased cost of everything, we had to 
put up taxation. We are the only peo- 
ple in Europe who are completely bal- 
ancing our budget and receiving enough 
to meet our expenditure.

would like to know what 
been. It is a very in- 
sresting one. The great test was the 
dollar. America has practically re- 
ceived all the gold reserve of Europe 
and America was in a very prosper- 
ous position. Before the war if you 
went te America you would receive 
$4.86 for your sovereign. If you had 
gone there after the war you would 
only get $3.20. ‘ 

What does that mean? -Everything 
you bought in America cost you very 
much more because the purchasing 
power of your sovereign had gone 
down. We went on reducing expen- 
diture, balancing our budget and hav- 
ing no deficiencies. What happened? 
credit of this country rose and 
rose and then our sovereign instead 
of being $3.20 is now $4.47. We are 
just beginning to look the dollar in 
the face on equal terms. [Laughter 
and cheers.] 

We need not bow our head, we are 
very nearly where we were before the 
war. THat is because our two Chan- 
cellors of the Exchequer, Austen 
Chamberlain and Sir Robert Horne 
{[cheers] were men not merely of real 
capacity but of real courage. They 
did unpopular things because they 
knew it was right. They got the 
soundest advice and, although they 
have been abused like pickpockets 
during the whole of these years, they 
kept on steadily. The result is our 
credit has risen and risen and at 
the present moment we are recapturing 
many markets of the world. [Cheers.] 

It was a perfectly marvelous achieve- 
ment. It is a tribute to British credit, 
courage and common sense, and every 
country in the world says it but this. 
They won't say it here, because they 
know it will redound to the credit of 
the much-abused Lloyd George Gov- 
ernment. 


Credit as Good as Ever, 


We lend money abroad that comes 
back in goods. We lent a good deal 
last year; before that we had nothing 
toe lend, we were a borrowing people, 
We started lending last year. This 
year in spite of trade depression we 
lent more than comes back in orders 
for goods. It is gotfng on accumulat- 
ing and the credit of the old land is as 
good as it ever was and better—better 
because we somehow or other manage 
to make good. It is better because it 
has given more confidence throughout 
the world. They say this is a sound 
country, this is a courageous country, 
this is a steadfast country. This is 
not a country that is going to indulge 
in wild paper printing in order to get 
over our difficulty, but will face 
those difficulties manfully. 

British credit is held high, and not 
merely British -credit but ‘British 
character. {Cheers.} It would be 
worth your while my giving you fig- 
ures of how the country has pro- 
gressed. It has gone on and on and 
on. It is owed money and its securi- 
ties are going up steadily. 

It is no use talking about Germany. 
If you went to Germany eight years 
ago with a sovereign in your pocket 
you would have had twenty marks. If 
you gu there today you will get 17,000 
marks. But it is no use talking about 
yermany. . 

Take a rich country Hke France, a 
steady country like France, very in- 
dustrious people like the French, a 
very thrifty frugal race. What is the 
position there? Here you have fallen 
from 100 to 92 per cent., we-have only 
gone eight points below perfect equal- 
ty. We went down to 55 per cent., 
and we are now #2 per cent. ‘What 
about France? The French 100: per 
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cént. before the war has now gone 
down to 79.6 per cent. 

In Italy from, 300 per cent. it has 
gone down to 17. 

When you remember the difficulties 
of all countries there is not a country 
with greater difficulties than ours— 
none. We pulled through largely 
threugh the statesmanship of men like 
Austen Chamberlain and Sir Robert 
Horne, and they have smashed the 
combination that. has pulled down our 
trade, our commerce and our credit 
throughout the world—it is crime 
against the nation. In economy I 
know what has been done. [Cheers]. 
There never has been in the history of 
this country such a ruthless examina- 
nation of every item of expenditure, 
great and small. 


Tells of Efforts for Economy. 
The business of the Government has 
been a gigantic one: ‘Take any or- 
dinary business. To go through the 


whole of the accounts. and cut down 
every item in it takes a long time. 
But think of the business of a great 
country like this. You can imagine 
what it is. Every item, great and 
small, has been examined microscop- 
ically in order to see whether you can 
gave here, there or anywhere without 
damage or detriment to the efficiency 
of the service. 

Gigantic cuts have been made. As 
you know, as every business man 
knows, when you decide upon a re- 
duction and cutting down you never 
get the full benefit of it at once. It 
takes time. Last year we got a very 
considerable reduction. This year we 
have had a still more considerable 
reduction out of the changes made last 
year, and next year you will have a 
still more considerable reduction out 
of the changes made yaSt year and this 

year. 
” everything has been done with a 
very intelligent mind, assisted by ‘the 
ablest officials and aided by that com- 
mittee of business men under Sir Eric 
Geddes, which accomplished so much 
in order to reduce the expenditure of 
this country to the lowest possible 
level. 

That has been alded by the agree- 
ment about armaments effected. with 
the United States of America, by the 
destruction of the German fleet, by 
the destruction of the German Army— 
and let me say this: It has also been 
aided by the way in which Winston 
Churehill has handled Mesopotamia 
and Palestine. The cost there has 
been brought down to almost the min- 
imum and I am sure you will permit 
me, when I see him, as I hope will, 
on your behalf to wish him speedy re- 
covery from his very serious illness. 

In economy that is what we have 
done, and next year in consequence of 
these economies you will find that the 


country will be able to face its future 
with greater confidence than éver. |

Mr. Lloyd George laughingly proceeded: 
He is a very old friend of mine,

He is still a friend of mine, 
and I shall be sorry to say anything 
which might in the least put an end 
to our present friendship. [¢ heers. }.

We had also to dea) with an indus- 
trial situation full of difficulty, full 
of danger. You know how difficult 
was the period of transition between 
the time of the boom in trade, when 
wages were very high, and the time 
of depression. It is always 4 aiffi- 
cult time, There’ were two things 
that made it more difficult than ever. 
First was, of course, that the boom 
of the war was absolutely exceptional. 
There had never been anything quite 
like it, and then when the war was 
over a reaction set in. So you went 
in at an exceptionally high pitch to 
an exceptional depth, and to take 
millions of independent men with 
minds of their own and to do all 
that without a bad fall was very dif- 
ficult, but {t had to be done to save 


the country frém disaster. 

There was another thing that made 
it very difficult. There were revolu- 
tions and semi-revolutions, more or 
less, sweeping all over the world. The 
temperature was high and when the 
temperature is high people talk very 
wildly, and they think very night- 
marish things when the temperature 
is high. 

That is what happened to the revo- 
lutionaries. You had them in Russia 
and vou had them in Central Burope. 
You had a batch of them even in 
Italy, and there was a good deal of it 
here, and do not forget that this is 
the most highly industrialized country 
in the world with no great peasant 
opulation as you have in Italy and 
n France—not even as you have in 
Germany. Hf the situation had not 
been handled very carefully anything 
might have happened, We had indus- 
trial crisis after industrial crisis. 
Some of them, many of them we got 
through without trouble. We have got 
peace throughout the industrial world, 
and I do claim that the part played 
by the coalition Government ought to 
be borne in mind when you look at 
the industrial record of the last four 
years.

There again I must say Sir Robert 
Horne, Sir Eric Geddes and Dr. Mac- 
Namara were all. very helpful and I 
aid my best, and no man could be 
called upon to do better than his best. 
We have been trying to deal with 
the unemployment after the end of 
the war—unemployment that always 
happens after wars. The Napoelonic 
Wars were followed by grave unem- 
loyment, unemployment which pro- 
uced starvation on a great scale. We 
have averted that. We have made 
most liberal pfovisions for the unem- 
ployed—not merely that have ever 
been done in this country but the most 
liberal. provision that has ever been 
made in any other country. If it was 
fight from the point of view of hu- 
manity, believe me, it was right from 
the point of view of safety, and when 
I-advised the course which we have 
taken with the unemployed I had these 
things in mind. I had no doubt that 
right and sound advice was given as 
1 am sure that in the end it will be 
recognized that that was 80. 

In regard to housing we have erect- 
ed 181,000, but you might think we 
have not built any, and after the 
houses which are now fn the course 
of construction are completed, 250,- 
000 houses will have been erected. and 
further by the skillful administration 
of Sir Alfred Mond the cost has been 
very substantially reduced. 

I think it has been brought to the 
1@west figure which it is possible at 
the present moment to build houses. 

I can not go on through all the 
things we have done. I could tell you 
what we have done with regard to 
temperance by common agreement in 
the House of Commons and under the 
skillful hand of the present Lord

Then look what we have done in. the 
railway world. Instead of having near- 
ly 100 different concerns with a great 


deal of confusion, a great deal of care 
and a great deal of duplication of 
expenditure, we have by grouping and 
amalgamation made them into four 
great concerns, which will have the 
effect of saving £20,000,000 a year. 

All that will inure to the benefit of 
the consumer and of trade. 

Then there is electricity. There is 
the méasurée which has been intro- 
duced for giving more lighting and 
heating power which will tell a tale in 
the industries of this country. But I 
cannot dwell upon these, nor upon ed- 
ucation. ; 

But I must say a word about the 
great disarmament plan in the Pacific. 
If Lord Balfour had not with his great 
ability, with that consummate tact 
which he possesses, if he had not car- 
ried through that disarmament ar- 
rangement with the United States of 
America you might have had a com- 
petition in armaments with the richest 
country in the world, not with Ger- 
many, with the United States of 
America, which would have led, not 
perhaps to insolvency but to an in- 
crease of taxation which would have 
been pressing, and we owe it largely to 
him that we have been saved from this 
and that instead of pressing-taxation 
and expenditure in armaments we 
have good-will and co-operation; that 
instead of a fist we have got a hand-

most difficult races of the world (how 
difficult they are, only those who have 
been fighting them can tell), a feud 
that was costly and er as or | to 
the British Empire, a feud that 
brought no credit,’ no honor and no 
strength, has been closed by an act 
which is honorable to both sides. 
{Loud cheers.] 

I know the effect of the peace. 
There are men, great Unionist states- 
men, who took part in it.. They will 
not be forgiven by the die-hards. 
But let them: be of good cheer, for 
their names will be honored forever. 
{Loud cheers.] 

I am also glad that the firmness of 
Britain in the East has brought re- 
newed prestige and renewed confi- 
dence to the British Empire. We have 
secured the freedom of the Straits 
for which so many died. [Cheersg.] 

We prevented the war from spread- 
ing into Europe with all that means 
and we have prevented the repetition 
of scenes and spectacles and atrocities 
which would have made the world 
shudder. [Loud cheers.] That I claim 
we have done by the resolution and 
determination with which we con- 
fronted our difficulties, in spite of all 
criticism. 

I.am not going to dwell on many 
things which I could say to you, but 
I want, with your permission, to say 
one word as to how all of that has 
come to an énd. We have been har- 
assed at every turn by criticism. 
While conferences were sitting, while 
negotiations were pending, the hand 
of this country has been weakened 
and at last a combination, which. I 
think has achieved memorable things 
for the country, has been terminated. 

I have no personal reproach. I have 
received much kindness, much consid- 
eration and much Indulgence from 
men who differ from me entirely. I 
have néver concealed from them or 
from the House.of Commons, I have 
never concealed from the country, 
that my sympathies were always dem- 
ocratic and progressive. {[ Cheers. 
They know it, every one of them. 
have simply brought the contribution 
which a man of my way of thinking 
could bring to help the nation through 
its difficulties. [Cheers.}] But my up- 
bringing, my sympathies, my whole 
bent of mind is democratle [cheers] 
and they allowed me to go on. They 
did not like it and they got toe like it 
less. 

I am not complaining. 
it very long [laughter], but after all 
I was concerned for the difficulties 
of this land, education for the people, 
disarmament, peace with Ireland, Hb- 
erty to Irishmen and more liberty in 
India. These are not things that sound 
well, and they do not make an especial 
appeal to Belgravia. [Cheers. ] 

And the revolt began. You 
only got to follow out what I have 
said and you will see the revolt be- 
gan there.

Honest up to the point of simplicity, 
Mr. Bonar Law himself hesitated. He 
was reluctant. I regret al- 
lowed rushed, not 
by the party, not 
by the wiser mbers of the party, 
but by the least in experience and 
ability. He has put himself in the po- 
sition of the horseman not holding the 
reins, but holding on by the tail—not a 
particularly secure position. [{Laugh- 
ter.]

Lord 3alfour [cheers], Chamberlain 
and Sir Robert Horne. 

Take all the opinions of the men I 
have quoted to you as having taken a 
prominent part in restoring the na- 
tional credit, in getting us through the 
national troubles—they have all been 
against it. 

The Lord Chancellor, who by com- 
mon consent is tre most brilliant Lord 
Chancellor this country has seen for 
over a generation, a man whose work 
on the law of real property was one 
which for fifty vears lawyers had 
been unable to achieve, he was against 
it, but they have determined upon 
their course, because, to put it quite 
frankly, they think the opportunity 
has come for snatching pure party 
advantage.

That is diststrous In view of the dif- 
ficulties of the country.

It 
is provoking, it is a direct provocation 
to the subversive elements in society. 
The course of this country ought to be 
a steady, moderate and definite prog- 
ress. Reaction is fatal !f for even a 
moment it achieves a temporary party 
success, for in the end it will strength- 
en the subversive element to such an 
extent that payment for the atone- 
ment «will certainly come, and the 
price paid by the country will be a 
very heavy one.

That is what we want to avoid. That 
is what those great statesmen I have 


named are anxious to avoid. When 
the time’ comes for appealing to the 
people, and I do not see that it can be 
much delayed, they will have a very 
important decision to make. This re- 
actionary mutiny which culminated at 
the Carlton Club this week, if it re- 
ceives a majority of the votes of this 
country, and I am honestly apprehen- 
sive of the result once they are firmly 
in the saddle, whatever they may Say 
before the election, once they are‘firm- 
ly in the saddle they will want to 
carry out their die-hard program.

A fumble by Syracuse in the early 
part of the opening quarter resulted in 
the first score for Pittsburgh, about five 
minutes after play had started.

Albert Spalding’s Recital. 


In the years since Mr. Albert Spalding 
first “ade his appearance in New York 
48 & violin player, he has shown. the 
stuff that is in him by a Steady gain in 
the qualities that go to make up mu- 
sicianship; imaginative, intellectual, 
technical, t his concert in Carnegie 
Hall yesterday he showed again how he 
| has continued to grow. His playing was 

that of a matured and discerhing mas- 
ter; sincere, dignified and warmly sym- 
pathetic with the diverse moods of the 
music. he played, 

Mr. Spalding began with a really fine 
sonata in the pre-classical style by 
Vivaldi, an Italian whose works were 
of the greatest popularity in his life- 
time, and so'appealed to Bach that he 
made several transcriptions of . them. 
This sonata has been edited for modern 
players by Ottorino Respighi, the Italian 
composer. It would be interesting to 
know just how far he has gone in his 
editing, for there were certain passages 
that hardly seemed characteristic of the 
early eighteenth century in which Vi- 
valdi wrote. The work was set forth by 
} Mr. Spaiding with great energy, with a 
certain fervor in the largo, with fantasy 
in the last movement. 

With Mr. André Benoist, who played 
also the aécompaniments of the other 
|numbers, Mr, Spalding gave a sympa- 
thetic performance of Beethoven's sonata 
(in C minor, Op. 30, No. 2, conceived in 
the .true chamber music style, though 
} the piece itself is hardly adapted for 
the spaciousness of Carnegie Hall. To 
Wieniawski’s second concerto in D minor 
Mr. Spalding gave the brilliancy that is 
its reason for being, and that alone 
makes a performance of it tolerable. 

Among his last group of shorter pieces 
were his own “ Alabama” and his ar- 
rangement of Paganini’s Seventeenth 
Caprice.

Mrs. Marjorie Howarth First of 
Her Sex to Cross the 
Third Range.

TRAVELED WITH wan 


Covered a Wild Trail 885 Miles 
Long——-Saw No Monsters, but 
Many Snakes and Bats. 


The first white woman to cross the 
highest peaks of the third range of the 
Andes Mountains, 14,600 feet above sea 
level, and then to descend and proceed 
ever the difficult trail extending over 
land and water for 885 miles from Quito, 
Ecuador, to Iquitos, Peru, on the upper 
reaches of. the Amazon, ts Mrs. Marjorie 
Howarth, wife of a New York business 
man, of 12 Fifth Avenue. The trip be- 
gan in, March, and since ber return a 
few days ago Mrs. Howarth has re- 
ceived a letter of congratulation from 
an explorer of the same trail, Dr. Alex- 
ander Hamilton Rice of Newport, who 
said: 

“You are, in so fer as-I have any 
knowledge, the first white woman to 
make that journey, which will deserve 
of record.’ 


“TI had no idea of making such a 
trip when my husband and I left New 
York last March, planning merely for 
a pleasure outing in ‘South America,”’ 
said. Mrs. Howarth yesterday at her 
home.~ “‘ But when we decided to go 
over what is known as the Papallacta- 


Napo route, the American Chargé d’Af- 
faires at Quito, Harold Deane, gaye us 
all the assistance possible. @ per- 
mitted us to store. our baggage at the 
Legation and advised us as to guides, 
who were Indians, of course, and several 
groups of these, who were changed at 
different points for new guides, were 
the only human beings we saw during 
most of the trip. 


First Woman to Make the Trip. 


‘It was pointed out to us that the 
trip might be dangerous to any one, 
especially so to a woman because of the 
hardship, and that Iegend had not re- 


eotded that a white woman had ever 
attempted the task. That decided me 
to accompany my husband, as I thought 
it wae time an American woman should | 
venture over the trati, which follows | 
closely the line of the equator. | 
“YT want to say right here that we 
¢@ame across no monsters or any other 
ereatures of the jungles, though | 
there were plenty of animals, but they | 
did not approach us closely, and I shot | 
none, nor did I make any acientific dis- | 
coveries. That is the truth. Dr. Rice} 
wrote, asking me if I had made any} 
effort at a scientific survey or to record 
cular observations, saying they 
be -of value. I am sorry to say 
not.

Gold Not Abundant. 


** About the gold in the country | 
through which we traveled—there: have} 
been so many reports, false and exag- 


gerated, of gold hunting expeditions to} 
all parts of the world—that I do not} 
want any false hopes raised by any 
mention we make of gold,’’ asserted Mr. | 
Howarth. “‘ There is gold there, because 
the Indians had it, but I do not believe 
it is obtainable in co:nmercial quanti- 
ties. As near as I could weigh their 
stories they might get 20 cents worth 
of the precious metal by washing and | 
exploring for hours, maybe that much ; 
in a day’s work. 

“The sameé situation seems to exist 
in the oll reports and rumors. Noth- 
ing of that d has been scientifically 
examined and, of course, there have 
been no developments to show the value 
of any oll baals. Most of the oil loca- 
tions, it appeared to me, were so far 
from shipping points that it would re- 
quire extranratharily good weils to be 
worth the cost. of devsioping, and I 
was unable to verify that oil had been 
found in any large quantities.’ 

For two days Mrs. Howarth and her 
husband traveled on mules from Quito. 
From that point on to the Napo River, 
185 miles, they went on foot, as the trail 
was so Tough and through such jungles 
that progress on foot was often hazar~- 
fous and always slow and _ difficult. 
Near the end of this hard hike Mr. 
Howarth became ill with fever and Mrs. 
Howarth took command of the expedi- 
tion. The situation looked serious, she 
gaid, as they were then 200 miles from 
Quito and nearly 700 miles from their 
objective, with a trail behind-them over. 
which it was almost impossible that 
Howarth could be carried, and it was 
at his suggestion that his © wife deter- 
mined to continue. Mr. Howarth iost 
welght and got worse day by day, de- 
apite every effort with such simple rem- 
edies they happened to have taken along 
in the stores. The hike became a slow 
moving column, with frequent halts for 
the benefit of the sick man. 


Lived on Game, Fish and Fruit. 


* Our food supplies were nearly all 
gone, and we were living on what the

But we had to descend nearly 14,600 feet 
from the ice and snow clad peaks to the 
heated, ovenlike jungle, and it was due 
to these changes and the hardship which 
caused my husband’s illness. He got 
hetter when we obtained better food 
from the natives, and his improvement 
continued when we got him into a vig 
wanoe afloat’on the Napo River. a 

The Indian guides charged about 15 
cents a day for the service of each mem- 
ber, and éach carried a pack weighing 
geventy-five pounds. _Mr. and Mrs. 
Howarth always picked an open space 
in the jungle for their nightly camp, 
where they kept, protective fires going, 
with an Indian acti as guard, and 
theirécrude beds cove with heavy nets 
te protect them from snakes, insects 
and enormous bats. 

‘The largest and most terrifying bats 
Tl had ever heard of- were. encountered in 
this journey,”’ said Mrs. Howarth. “ Ac- 
cording to the stories told by the Indians 
of these birds they appeared to he a 
acert of vampire. The Indians said these 
bats: would. kill a. person quickly by 
puncturing veins in- wrists or feet an 
drawing off the blood; and we were 
warned about sleeping arrangements. At

Cigarettes Allowed in Zion 
After Voliva Is Enjoined 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Cigarettes 
now can be smoked with impunity 
on the streets of Zion City. 

Judge Claire C. Edwards of the 
Lake County Circuit Court has 
granted. a temporary injunction 
restraining Overseer.

DR. POTTER DENIES 
LIQUOR PERMIT TALE 


Admits Cashing $5,000 Check, 
but Says He Did It for 
a Debtor. 


GAVE $100 AFTER A THREAT 


Didn’t Want Publicity, He Testifies 
—Knew Nothing About Prom- 
Ise to Philadelphian. 


Dr. El. Styles Potter of 44 West Forty- 
fourth Street, now and for many years 
medical expert to the Corporation Coun- 
sel’s office, and for four years medical 
examiner to the Municipal Civil Service 
Commission, admitted, in testimony filed 
in the Supreme Court yesterday, that he 
cashed a check for $5,000, made by John 
Friedrich of Philadelphia, for which 
Friedrich said he expected to get a 
wholesale druggiat's liquor permit in 
Pennsylvania, and that he gave Fried- 
rich $100 when the latter threatened to 
take the case to the District Attorney’s 
office. Dr. Potter testified that he drew 
two checks for the $100, the first having 
been dishonored at his bank. 

The testimony of Dr. Potter was given 
before trial in a suit brought against 
him by Friedrich. The latter alleged 
that Dr. Potter promised to return the 
$5,000 to him after the promised Fed- 
eral liquor permit had failed to material- 
ize. Dr. Potter was directed to testify 
eoncerning the alleged promise to get 
the permit and the failure to do so, the 
circumstances. off cashing Friedrich's 
$5,000 check, and of drawing his own 
to Friedrich for $100.. The suit is for 
$4,900. 

Dr, Potter, who was examined by Ben- 
jamin Switky, attorney for Friedrich, 
denied that he ever had any dvlings 
with Friedrich and.said that the first 
time he met him was when he .:sked 
about money given to one Boes, 
“and wondered whether it was all right.” 
Dr. Potter said: “At the time I did 


think it was all right and I told him 
He denied that Friedrich ever 


mit. He said he had known Boes, who 
was formerly in the automobile business, 
for five years. 


Cashed Check for a Debtor. 


Testifying concerning the $5,000 check, 
Potter said that Boes telephoned 
him on June 6, 1921, that he had the 
check, but had no bank account, and 
wanted Dr. Potter sto cash it and deduct 
sums Boes owed him. Dr. Potter met 
Boes and one Martin J. Stewart at the 
Pacific Bank, Forty-ninth Street and 
Seventh Avenue, he said, and deposited 
the check in his account. He said they 
wanted $200 each for over Sunday, but 
Dr. Potter didn't know then whether the 
check was good, although it was certi- 


| fied, and gave them only $50 each. He 


said that he deducted 
him for loans, and gave Boes and 
and Mrs. Stewart the 
$5,000 in three checks. 

Dr. Potter said he was unable to pro- 
duce the canceled checks or the vouch- 
ers because he never kept them, and 
could not show any books to prove 
that Boes was indebted to him because 
Boes, gave him “I. O, U's."*. 

** Did you know that Harry? Boes had 
promised John Friedrich in» your name 
that you would procure a Federal per- 
mit?’’ asked Attorney Switky. 

‘*No,”’ replled Dr. Potter. He also 
declared that Boes did not tell him 
where he got the $5,000 check, and—de- 
nied that he ever promised personally 
or through any one else that he would 
repay the $5,000 if he did not succeed 
in getting a permit. 

Dr. Potter, when questioned about the 
$100 check to Friedrich on Aug. 17, 
1921, said he thought it was the only 
one he drew, but was not sure. Later

dishenored becuuse of insufficient funds 
and he then gave another, which was 
paid. Concerning the circumstances of 
giving the check, Dr. Potter said: 

* A’man by the name of Dorney came 
as Friedrich’s agent to my office and 
said: ‘ Friedrich is coming here and he 
is going to bring the matter before the 
District Attorney unless’ he is paid 
$1,000 at once.’ He said: ‘ You have put 
that check through for Boes and Stewart 
and.you are the man implicated in this 
thing and Friedrich has made up his 
mind to start after you in a criminal 
way.’ 


Didn’t Want Publicity. 


‘*T realized that the case was rather 
peculiar and might become a very nasty 
affair, so in order to prevent this I 
started the argument, coming down to 
a price I could pay. I did. not have 


$1,000 to give him, but only $100, which 
he accepted, and then I was after these 
boys, trying to get the money. They 
didn't have a cent, and never had a 
cent since so far as I know, and after 
making every effort I could I told them 
I did not have any money, and I made 
up my mind. I would see this thing 
through.’’ 

‘““Why did you make an ‘effort to aol- 
lect the money from Stewart and 
Bowes? ’’ 

“IT did not want to get implicated 
in the Criminal Courts and get my 
name in the papers. It would have 
been injurious to me and I. was figur- 
ing some way to get the thing straight- 
ened out. If I had had the $1, in 
the bank that day I would probably 
have given that,’’ 2

INDIAN ART SHOWN 
IN 4,800,000 RELICS 


Specimens In Heye Foundation 
Present Remarkable Study 
of the Red Man. 


STILL SEEKING HIS ORIGIN 


Collection From All Parts of World 
and All Tribes Soon to Be 
Open to Public. 


More than 1,800,000 specimens of 
American Indian culture collected by 
George G. Heye have been housed at 
Broadway and 155th Street, in the Mu- 
seum of the American Indian, Heye 
Foundation, which is soon to be opened 
to the public. 

The relics include everything from the 
highest art achieved by the Mayas, 
Incas and Aztecs to the stone impic- 
ments of the Digger Indians, and ex- 
tend geographically from the Arctic 
Circle to the southern .tip of South 
America, and cover a course of time 
from the present back thousands of 
years to an antiquity which cannot bo 
dated by the fossil remains, 

The great aim of the institution 
founded by Mr. Heye is to trace the an- 
cestry of: the American Indian. No 
progress has been made in this direc- 
tion s6 far, Mr. Heye said yesterday. 
One theory is that the Indian developed 
from a sub-human species on this con- 
tinent, and the other is that many thou- 
sand years ago, in a Stone Age state of 


culture, he entered this country from 
Asia across the Aleutian Islands, which 
may then have been connected to form 
an isthmus. 

“Tt seems very certain,” Mr. mere 
said, ‘‘ that these races belonged to the 
normal American stock, but having set- 
tled in places where the food problem 
was easily solved, they had time to 
devote to culture and so developed in- 
tellectually to a high level. 

“There is no indication of any rela- 
tionship between their culture and that 
of Europe and Asia. Their art, and 
their type of housing ‘have developed 
svsenggpi ks $ Among all races in the 
most primitive state you will find the 
ability to make fire by rubbing two 
sticks, the use of stone implements, and 
generally af the bow and arrow and 
spear, You might expect a tribe with 
human intelligence to discover these 
things independently wherever they were 
placed. But, outside of these most 
primitive inventions, there is nothing in 
common between the original American 
stock and the races of Europe and Asia.” 

Certain sculptured figures found amo 
the Maya remains in Guatemala an 
elsewhere have almond-eyed features 
and a Leer ot A of qupression which 
have suggested the portraits of Buddha, 
giving rise to the theory that Buddhist 
missionaries arrived here 1,700 or 1,800 

ears ago and pntleenced the trend of 

aya.art. On this Mr. Heye said: 


Swaatike an Ancient Symbol. ‘ 


“Tt has been suggested that there 
was a Japanese element heré, carrying 
over an Oriental culture to Central 
America, but.I think {t is more likely 


that the resemblance of these sculptures 
to Buddha or Japanese figures is acci- 
dental. The ya artists probably were 
attempting to-depict people as they saw 
them, without any influence from 


abroad,”’ 

Another ar ent.which has been put 
forward in favor of a relationship be: 
tween the American Indians and Asiatic 
and European races is the findi in 
many parts of the world of the swastika, 
or good-luck sign, a cross with the 
arms bent at right angles. This has 
been found cut In stone by late Stone 
Age men in Sweden. The symbol has 
been dug up among the rulfns of Troy, 
and reported in India and Africa, as 
well as in many parts of the American 
Continent. 

“It is probably, however, a decorative 
design, which peoples in many parts of 
the world would hit on independently,’’ 
said Mr, Heye. “ It does not constitute 
a proof of identity of culture. It is 
simple enough to have been originated 
independently in many parts of the 
world,”’ 

Regarding the theory of the Asiatic 
expedition of the American Museum of 
Natural History that the human. race 
and most of the prevailing types of anl- 
mal life were developed on the Gobi 
Desert, west of China, and north of 
India, Mr. Heye said: 

“That is one of the greatest expedi- 
tions ever sent out of any country, and 
will produce results of the utmost value. 
The study of American Indians on the 
Western hemisphere has produced no 
real evidence which either supports or 
contradicts the theory that the human 
race developed in Asia and then spread 
abroad.”’ 


Recent Discovery Proves Nothing. 


The discovery in a cave in the Middle 
West, reported a few months ago, of 
bones. and antlers with  mastodons 
carved on them, was discussed by Mr. 


Heye, but he said that he had not seen 
the specimens and could form no con- 
clusions from them as to the antiquity 
of man on this continent. This find 
was studied by Dr. W. D. Matthews, 
who came to the conclusion that this 
evidence of the association of American 
@borigines with the extinct elephant 
sroye did not prove anything about 
the anticuity of either, because the 
mastodon might have oly become ¢x- 
tinct on this continent within the last 
three or four thousand years. It might 
have become extinct much earlier, but 
the discovery did not show definitely in 


{his opinion whether human~beings were 


on this continent tens of thousands of 
years ago, or only a few thousand 
years ago. 

Mr. Heye said that while he had gath- 
ered many works in walrus ivory. by 
American Indians and Eskimos, ‘there 
was no known Indian work in elephant 
ivory, and no ivory from Asia -ever 
reached this continent in the days be- 
fore Columbus, as far as has been dis- 
covered. This is another evidence that 
there was no late migration from Asia 
and no late communication with Asia, 
because carving In ivory was one of the 
earliest expressions of the artistic in- 
stinct, and ivory work was well dis- 
tributed over Asia and Europe long be- 
fore the dawn of history. 

The collection will be open to the pub- 
lic in November. Mr. Heye, who made 
it, was born in New York in 1874, the 
son of Gustav Heye, for many years.an 
official of the Standard Oil. Company. 
He was graduated from the School of 
Mines of Columbia as an electrical én- 
ays in the class of 1896, and his first 
nterest in the problem of the American 
Indian came in 1887, when he was put 
in charge of the construction of a spur 
of a railroad which was to connect a 
mine \near Kingman, Ariz., with the 
main Mne, He used Indians on this job. 

The starting point of his study of the 
Indians, which has resulted in the col- 
lection of nearly 2,000,000 relics, was 
when he watched a Navajo laborer 
mending. a buckskin shirt by a camp- 
fire. fe bought relics from the In- 
dians, studied their arts, watched their 
rain dances and weird religious rituals, 
learned their language and began to 


collect garments, tools, rattles and other

After fin- 
ishing his work in Arizona he toured 
California collecting Indian. relics. 
Returni to New. York and. joining a 
banking firm, he began to study the 
New York tribes of Indians. Later he 
made Suipe to. various States and 
wherever Indians or their remains were 
to be found, including the W 
and Central and South America.

REFUSES NEW TRIAL 
BUT SCORES BOOK 


Chief. Magistrate McAdoo De- 
clares Prosecution of “‘Satyrl- 
con”’ Creates Public Interest. 


OBERWAGER RULING STANDS 


Suggests District Attorney Take 
Case Before Grand Jury for 
Final Action. 


Chief Oity Magistrate William McAdoo 
made public yesterday a letter to Dis- 
trict Attorney Joab H. Banton, refus- 
ing to open the “ Satyricon "’ case in the 
Magistrates’ Courts, denouncing the 
book, but criticising the Society for the 
Suppression of Vice for causing public 
interest in it by prosecuting it. Mr. 
Banton, however, will make an effort 
to revive the prosecution of the pub- 
lishers of the book by Grand Jury in- 
dictment. Claiming guiltless consciences 
the publishers have arranged to furnish 
copies to each member of the Grand 


Jury in order to facilitate their work. 

In his letter Magistrate McAdoo says 
that it would be unwise to take the case 
up again in the Magistrate’s Court after 
Martstrate Oberwager has already 
a ruling in the case, holding the book 
to be a legal publication. 

“It is an unbroken rule in the Magis- 
trates’ Courts since their foundation, so 
far aa I know,”’ wrote Chief City Mag- 
istrate McAdoo, ‘‘ that where a Magis- 
‘trate has passed upon a case at a hear- 
ing or summarily disposed. of it, that it 
is final, as far as these courts are con- 


cerned. 

“You can typ A see that to do 
otherwise would make each Magistrate, 
ag it were, a court of review over his 
fellows, and would,plant the seeds of 
bitter controversy among a body of men 
where it is essential for the public in- 
terest that there should be harmonious 
eo-operation and mutual - respect. 

“| ought to go further and say to you 
what I told Mr. Symner some time ago 
; person: that aside from the question 
of the legality of such books, one of 
which he submitted to me, that 
thought he was lessening the influence 
of his society by unde ing the prose- 
eution of these inert publications which 
are classed among booksellers as at 
once historic, classical and erotogenic 
and which are circulated, outside of 
scholars, mostly among middle-aged and 
morbidly minded and sexually perverted 
men, especially those who can afford to 
pay the high price which is generally 
asked for them. 

‘“* As to their morality, of course, there 
is much in them that would be abhor- 
rent to pure-minded people of both 
sexes, but the result of the present pro- 
ceedings has been noticeably to extend 
their circulation to people who hitherto 
had never heard of them. I have al- 
ready myself received cataldgues in 
which moderate prices are asked for 
them. Further proceedings such as you 
suggest, in my opinion, will only add 
to their advertisement. 

‘“‘On the other hand, as long ‘as this 
matter has. obtained so much publicity, 
I see no reason why you should not sub- 
mit these questians to the Grand Jury. 
In this State the Court laid down the 
rule with great clearness. The judges 
of books, Slavs and pictures alleged to 
be immoral or indecent are the ordinary 
citizens, the man in.the street, the com- 
mon people, and the evidence of writers, 
professional critics, artists, is not only 
not the criterion, but under the law it 
is that which must not be ‘submitted to

FORGED ARBITRATION 
IS CALLED A MENACE 


Proposed Legislation to That 
End Threatens Industrial Peace, 
Says A. M. Bing. 


LIVING WAGE NECESSARY 


Permanent Fact-Finding Commis- 
sions Are Needed In All Basic 
Trades, Contractor Asserts. 


Permanent fact-finding commissions 
are needed not only in the coal industry 
but in metal mining and other. basic 
j trades as well, according to Alexander 
|M. Bing, a New York contrgetor and 
author of ‘“‘ Wartime Strikes and Their 
Adjustment.”’ Proposals to Congress 
and elsewhere for legislation to estab- 
lish compulsory arbitration of industrial 
Gisputes are a threat against industrial 
peace, ond voluntary arbitration, to be 
effective, «must be based on just prin- 
ciples, including a living wage, says Mr, 
Bing in a discussion of the recent coal 
{and rail strikes appearing in a current 
number of The American Labor Legisla- 
tion Review. 

““Any effort to compel'the submission 
of industrial controversies to arbitra- 
tion will serve only to dangerously aug- 
ment unrest and will utterly fail to 
prevent strikes,’’ Mr. Bing says. 

“It should be adopted as a national 
policy,’’ he continues, ‘ that every able- 
bodied worker is to receive at least 
enough to provide a minimum Living-4n 
accordance with decent American stand- 
ards. There is no economic necessity 
nor {g there any excuse in public policy 
for the attempts which have recently 
been made to return to sub-normal pre- 
war standards. It is not only inhuman, 
but it is incredibly short-sighted to at- 
tempt to do so.”’ ’ 

Mr. Bing refers to the award by the 
Railroad Labor Board of as low as 23 


cents an. hour to laborers as ‘“‘a wage 
substantially below the lowest minimum 
standards,’’ while in the coal-mining in- 
dustry ‘‘ the intermittency of the work 
had resulted in many of the miners earn- 
ing very much leas than.a living wage ”’ 
even before the recent attempts of the 
operators to reducé their wages still 
further. 

“The reaction of both miners and 
railway men to these attempts to reduce 
wages below living standards," he says, 
‘* should teach us that the first requisite 
to better industrial relations is a general 
acceptance of the principle that no man 
shall be.asked to work for less than a 
minimum wage. Rightly or wrongly, 
labor haa felt that arbitral bodies have 
leaned toward capital and have failed 
to give labor its due. The @ dons of 
both the miners and the railroad men 
have madé it abundantly clear that 
arbitration by itself will not serve: to 
keep the peace. Suitable national and 
local machinery of a voluntary nature 
should be created for the arbitration of 
industrial disputes, but no attempt should 
be made to coerce either side into the ac- 
ceptance of arbitral processes.”

WAGES NOW SHOW 
A MARKED UPTURN 


Divers Industries In All Sec- 


tions of the Country 
Report Gains. 


HIGHER PRICES PREDICTED 


Steel Corporation’s 20 Per Cent. Ad- 
vance, Affecting 156,000 Men, 
Most Notable of Changes. 


In its eighth bi-monthly survey of in- 
dustrial conditions in the United States, 
the National Industrial Conference 


Board; 10 East Thirty-ninth Street, 
says: 


“The tendency 6f wages during the 
last two months has been distinctly up- 
ward. Labor shortages have developed 
during the past few months in’ face of 
only a moderate upward swing in in- 
dustry. This has served as a warning 
that labor is not, fo be had in sufficient 
quantities. Industrial managers have 
evidently felt the pinch and have wisely 
endeavored to provide against it.

The industries of the United States 
are undoubtedly going through a period 
of nation-wide wage adjustment. The 
high wages in the coal mining industry, 
on the railroads, in the buildi trades 
and in other favored industries have set 
a high standard. lLess-favored indus- 
tries—both the men and managers— 
realize their position. The voluntary 
wage increases that have been made 
in a large number of industries are in- 
dicative of this general leveling up. 

’ Further evidence of this tendency 
is afforded by the following record of 
we wage changes kept by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board:

of the country. Increases are reported 
from Maine to Utah and from Ohio to 
Florida, and in such widely diverse in- 
dustries as iron and steel, cotton, tex- 
tile, Paper, copper, wool and. zinc. 
Whether, ia the face of a considerably 
lower cost of living, this is the begin- 
ning of a continuously upward move- 
ment of wages is too early to determine. 
The mere- facts, however, as stated 
above should command the attention of 
every one engaged or interested in in- 
dustry. Wage increases in such basic 
industries as iron and steel, cotton, tex- 
tiles and the like, will inevitably be con- 
vere ate 2 her prices.

employes and was followed by a large 
number of strikes. Most of thea mills 
have now made adjustments based on a 
restoration of the wages to the scales in 
force prior to February and March. A 
few of the largest mills, however, have 
not reached an adjustment because the 
operatives are holding out for a 48-hour 
week in place of the previously prevail- 
ing 54-hour schedule. One mili has even 
offered a 25 per cent. increase over 
current wages, but hag so far been un-

“The most important and significant 
wage change that has taken Since in 
many months was thé increase ane 
nounced by the United States Steal Cor- 
poration. This was an increase of 20 

r cent. effective Sept. 1, affact- 
ng approximately 156,000 men employed 
by e Steel Corporation. This change 
is portant, not only ause e 
United States Stéel Corporation is such 
& large employer of labor, but because 
it has, by common agreement, become 
the accepted leader {n labor policies in 
the iron and steel industry, and to a 
considerable extent in other lines of tn- 
dustry. 

“Following close on the heels of the 
increase announced by the United States 
Steel Corporation, announcements § of 
wage increases were made by several 
other steel companies, including the 
Midvale Steel and Ordnance Company 
the Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com- 
pany, the age Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, the Brier Hill Steel Company and 
others. This hes practically resulted in 
& general increase of wages throughout 
the fron and steel industry. 

“ These wage increases indicate that 
in general the position of the wane 
earner js improving. For example, the 
wages in common, unskilled labor tn the 
iron and steel industry eS eg! 80 per 
cent. above those paid {In 1915. The cost 
of living has increased 55 per cent. over 
that of 1915. ‘Real’ wages in the iron 
and st industry are therefore 16 per 
cent. higher than {n 1915. This increase 
represents the actual gain in the rela- 
tive position of the wage earner in 1922 
over 1915.’’ 


WESTCHESTER FACES 
SERIOUS FUEL PROBLEM 


Arther W. Lawrence Advises Citi- 


zens to Use Some Form of 
Substitute for Coal. 


Residents of Westchester County will 
have to economize to’ the extent of 40 
per cent. of their usual anthracite coal 
requirements this Winter, according to 
Arthur W. Lawrence, Deputy Fuel Ad- 
ministrator in charge of the Ninth Judi- 
cial District, which includes Westches- 
ter. In comparison with 600,000 tons 
which were delivered there in 1921, no 
more than 375,000 tons are expected this 


year, he said: 

“You are facing an exceedingly se- 
rious emergency,’ he told the Westches- 
ter County Chamber of Commerce. “‘ The 
greatest trouble that the Fuel Adminis- 
tration has today is to bring home to the 
people that they are up against a stiff 
and serious problem, and one that, 
frankly, the Fuel Administration hardly 
knows how to face. If figures do not He, 
you are either going to have to econo- 
mize to the extent of 40 per cent. of your 
usual requirements in the domestic sizes 
of anthracite or you have got to use 
some form of substitute for coal. 

‘* We. have made a determined effort 
to educate the people of the county and 
district and State to the necessity of 
using some form of what we cali ‘sub- 
stitute "—that is, either the smal! sizes 
of hard coal or soft coal—and I am 
frank to say that we have not been at 
all successful. In my own home town 
and home village and in my own family 
I still find that they are waiting for 
the Lord or the coal dealer or somebody 
to take care of them, and are quite 
sure that everything is going to work 
out all right, and in our opinion it 
isn’t. I personally have advocated very 
strongly the requirement that every pur- 
chaser of a ton of the domestic sizes of 
anthracite should be compelled to. pur- 
chase a ton of substitutes until such a 
time as the consumer had in his cellar 
at least a month's supply of coal, which 
should be there for the purpose of in- 
surance, If it were fair to the people of 
my district, I would put that order into 
ettect, but I hardly feel that it is fair

TEXTILE FIRM WINS 
POINT IN LIBEL SUIT 


Appellate Division Upholds Com- 
plaint Against British 
Manufacturer. 


ACTION BASED ON LETTER 


New York Company Seeks $500,000 
Damages for Charges of Un- 
scrupulous Dealing. 


By a decision of the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court yesterday the 
New York textile importing and export- 
ing firm of Fried Mendelson & Co. 
won an important point in a suit against 
a British manufacturer for $500,000 
damages for bitter remarks made in a 
letter concerning alleged dishonesty of 
American firms. The Appellate Division 
upheld the contention of Isidor Gains- 
burg, attorney for the plaintiff, that 
the complaint stated a single cause of 
action for libellous statements. The 
defendant is Edmund Halstead, Ltd., 
of Manchester. 

The Appellate Division reversed a de~- 
cision of Supreme Court Justice Co- 
halan that the American firm must 
file a new complaint setting forth six 
causes of action for, libel arising from 
the same letter, on the ground that 
the complaint states that the letter in 
question was published to the defend- 
ant’s stenographer, to Its representa- 
tive in the United States, to merchants 
inthe United Btates and also in Eng- 
land, to others with whom Fried Men- 
delson & Co. had been dealing and 
had @ good credit, and also to the em- 
ploye who opened its mail. 

Attorney Gainsburg appealed on the 
ground that while he might not be able 
to give convincing proof of damage be- 
cause of publication of the letter to any 
one of the persons or firms involved, he 


would be able to show damage from the 
single act of writing and publishing the 
letter. The Appellate Division in up- 
holding the attorney, said: 

“If the defendant is right in its con- 
tention that there were several causes 
of action alleged in the plaintiff's com- 
plaint, there would be as many causes 
of action inst @ newspaper for pub- 
lishing a defamatory article as there 
were readers of the objectionable 
article.’’ 

The filing of the suit against the Brit- 
ish firm some months ago created great 
interest in the local textile trade be- 
cause of statements made concerning 
American firms, including the following: 

** Many — firms ‘who have had 
this kind of unscrupulous dealing to 
stand from your American firms have 
discussed their respective wrongs and 
are. determined not to tolerate them. 
Along with us they consider your case 
with us the easiest to fight, as it is 
the most flagrantly dishonest, and ghey 
desire us to fight on their backing. 

The dispute between the two artiga to 
the suit arises as the result claim 
by the New York firm that S pur- 
chased were to have been delivered fn 
July, 1920, and that samples were 
to be shipped here first, but that 
the samples did not arrive until 
September, and for that reason the New 
York firm declined to accept them. It 
was also: asserted that the goods weére 
not merchantable. 

The letter of the Fried Mendelsohn 
Company setting forth these reasons for 
refusing the goods was written Jan, 4, 
1921, and the letter of Edmund Hal: 
stead, Ltd., upon which the suit is 
based, was written in reply on Jan. 19, 
and was in part, as follows: 

‘For sheer, impertinent distortions of 
facts it would require a lot of beating. 
If le must Ile, we should at least 
hope that they would do so intelligently, 
instead of the lies being easily possttii 
of oa by the facts, We are con- 
vinced you mean to wriggle out of your 
abilities under the contract in any way 
possible—however dishonest or dishon- 
orable. We do not intend you shall.’’ 

The British firm wrote that it 
enclosing a statement of the amount of 
the claim to the date of the letter, and 
added:

The tendency toward radicalism in the 
West is being manifested mainly in the 
Republican Party. The “ protest’’ voto 
against the Republican Party in that 
section shows itself very generally in 
the nomination of Republican candi- 
dates for office who are vociferous in 
their condemnation of things by thelr 
own party representatives in Washins- 
ton and in State offices. 

In States of the Democratic South 
which have been sending intense radi- 
cals to the Senate and the House tho 
tendency appears to be the other way 
A trend toward ‘noderatism is observ- 
able, as witress the defeat of Vardaman 
in Mississippi and Cole Blease in South 
Carolina. Governor Hardwick was over- 
whelmingly beaten for ,the Senatorial 
nomination in Georgia. Hardwick has 
served in the Senate, where his tenden- 
cies were toward extremes in legisla- 
tion. But his victorious opponent, Judge

Settled at the Primaries. 


In every Southern State, with the pos- | 
sible exception of Tennessee, the con- | 
tests for the election of Untetd States 
Senators have been fought out and set- 
tled in the Democratic primaries.

The Republican Party of Texas en- 
dorsed pnecnt candidacy. Thereupon 
ensued complications, due primarily to 
the refusal of the Democratic Secretary 
of State to permit Peddy’s name to be 
rinted on the official ballot for the 
ovember tions. The question pre- 
sented to voter Is, not how May- 
field standj ‘on matters of national 
legislation Democratic Principles, but, 
Are you Ku Klux or anti-Ku Klux? The 
situation is of such a character that if 
Mayfield should present credentials to 
the Senate he may not be given a ‘seat 
on the ground that there was a denial 
of the right of the franchise to many 
citizens who desired to vote against him. 


Ku Klux Klan at Work. 


The Ku Klux is attempting to assert 
the authority of the Invisible Enipire in 
other contests for Congress. It is ex- 
tremely active in Oregon, where the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor ob- 
tained his nomination over its opposi- 
tion by a scant majority. Representa- 


tive Clifton N. McArthur, who is serving 
his fourth term in Congress, is being 
hie, wo by the Klan. In Oregon the pro- 
tection accorded to wool and other Ore- 
gon products by the new Republican 
Tariff law is having its bearing in the 
campaign for the elections of Repre- 
sentatives—no Senatorial contest is on 
there this year—but the main issue, in- 
volving every candidate, is a proposed 
Anti-Sectarian School law.

Senator Kendrick of Wyoming is a

United States Supreme Court later de- 
clared to be ufconstitutional, of spend-!

In a considerable number of instances 
where national political issues are not! 
subordinated to or complicated by local | 
issues, special groups are seeking to con- 
trol elections to. the Senate and the 
House of Representatives.

subscribe, thus. laying the foundation 
for sending to Washington Senators and | 
Representatives with explicit delegated 
instructions and not representative pow- 
ers. The Non-Partisan League seeks to 
obtain possession of the Republican | 
Party machinery and name because its | 
chief activities are in States usually 
Republican. | Its candidates, nominally 
Republican candidates, are pledged to 
principles which are Republican*in spots 
only. The bulk of its program proposes 
radical measures never sanctioned. by | 
the Republican Party as a national or- 
ganization. 

The American Federation of Labor af- 
fords another example of special group 
or class interest in politics this year. | 
The Federation, however, is more non- | 

artisan than the N@n-Partisan League. 

t has a political céMmittee which,. in 
Congressional campaigns, throws its sup- } 

rt to candidates friendly to organized | 
abor without regard to part affiliation. 
In one Congressional district it will ~~ 
port the Republican candidate, and in 
another Coagresatonal district of the 
same State it will support the Demo- 
cratic candidate. A candidate is en- 
dorsed by the Federation because he 
voted for legislation sponsored by organ- 
ized labor or pqatast legislation con- 
demned by organized labor, or promises

esires. 


For Progressive Political Action. 


The Conference for Progressive Polli- 
tical Action, successor to the defunct 
Farmer-Labor Party of 1920, is another 
special interest group managed by per- 
sons of socialistic, radical and labor 
affiliations. It is partial to Republican 
and Democratic Senators and Represen- 
tatives who voted against the Esch-s 
Cummins Transportation act and re- | 


peal of the excess profits taxes. The | 
Ku Klux Klan shows a fine discrimina- 
tion in its political activities. It tries 
to dominate the Democratic Party ma- 
chinery in some poe 3 Democratic 
Sta.es of the South, and e Republican 
Party machinery in some strong Demo- 
cratic States of the West. It is becom- 
ing expert in the gentle art of ’’ bor- 
ing from within."’ 

The tendency of Congressmen to place 
the ‘‘ interests "' of their particular dis- 
tricts above consideration for the gqoun- 
try as a whole has been manifested for 
many, many years. It is an old story. 
But in the past, omitting the period 
immediately preceding the Civil War, it 
did not weaken party solidarity to any 
marked degree, except in a few sporadic, 
ephemeral instances, such as the revolt 
against what was termed ‘‘ Cannon- 
iem'’ in the House. That, however, 
Was more of a protest against the domli- 
nation of leaders than against funda- 
mental party principles. Present-day 
tendencies, strongly manifested in the 
current campaign, are toward the crea- 
tion of intrajparty and even bipartisan 
blocs, so called, in Congress. In the 
Senate there is a bipartisan farm bloc 
composed of Republicans and Democrats 
devo.ed to legislating in the interest of 
the agricultural industry without re- 
gard to the dominating principles of 
either party. 





Opposing Factions. 


The injection of purely local issues to! 
the subordination of national issues in| 
campaigns for Congress, and the impor- | 
tance given to special sectional interests 
that may conflict with national party 
principles, are all making for two things 


in the Senate and the House. One is a 
larger number of members who feel free 
to assert independence of party purpose. 
The other is a substantial growth in the 
nunber, of members who are “ delé- 
gated’ to support specific measures. 
They are not free to act in the repre- 
sentative capacity by exercising their 
discretion in the framing of legislation 
which seems to necessitate compromise, 
or by voting for it if it is not exactly 
in accord with the specific views of the 
eelctor&te or some class group of the 
electorate to which they are pledged. 

The potential independents and those 
with delegaied authority, however, have 
—most of them—learned a lesson from 
the Third Party movement of 1912. ‘The | 
result is, that while feeling that they | 
are not strictly bound by pariy tles or} 
are delegated by their constituencies or 
strong class groups of their constitu- 
encies to vote for certain specific 
measures without regard to party con- 
siderations, their efforts to enact legis- 
lation’ beneficial to their local commu- | 
fities or States will be futile unless they 
join with other members of similar 
tendencies. The minority groups s0 
formed already have been exercising 
considerable power over Congressiona 
legislation, particularly the Republican 
farm tariff bloc which exists in both 
the House and the Senate. 


By a Reduced Majority. 


The Republican poltical leaders and 
managers feel certain of holding a party 
majority in the Senate and are hopeful 
of carrying the House in November, but 
not by anything approaching their pres- | 
ent huge majority of 166. What they 


fear most is that the House majority 
will be so reduced that the prospectys 1 
increased number of radical Republi- | 
cans and those Republicans who really | 
represent special groups or are virtu- | 
ally independent of any group or Par.y, | 
will hold the balance of power through | 
effecting a likely working combination | 
among themselves. They would thus be ; 
in a position to join with the willing |

rowth of near radicalism in the Repub- | 
ican Party in certain Western States | 
is expected to lend itself to procedure | 
of this character in thé next Congress. 
Nation@l political leaders have been 
impressed by an apparent indifference 
of the electorate in some States to na- 
tional questions, in spite of the fact that 
nearly everybody has been direcely_af- 
fected Curiae and since the World War 
by Federal taxation, as well as by an 
aroused sense, due to the war, of the in- 
timate authority of the Federal Govern- 
ment over the people. This indifference 
is said to be observable in the current 
Congfessiona, campaigns, probably on 
account of the greater importance at- 
tached to State and parochial political 
contests, Some State political leaders | 
have also been indifferent to the na- 
tional importance of this year’s elec- 
tions. 


One Striking Instance of Indifference. 


One striking instance of this, which 
has been noted In Washington, was the 
casual manner in which teh nomination 
for United States Senator was bestowed 
by the New York State Democratic con- 


vention at Syracuse: last month. There 
was no contest for the honor, and Mr. 
Murphy apparently gave no attention to 
designating the nominee until the 
eleventh hour before the convention was 
ready to act, and after the State ticket 
had en agreed upon.

This theory of arbitration Is in line with 
the genera] tendency of the diy—the 
prevention of litigation and court trials 
and the settlement of disputes by some 
agreed-upon form of arbitration. Our 
firm has recommended from time to 
time that such clauses be inserted in 
insurance policies written by foreign un- 
derwriters and, we believe, tne same 


| Suggestion should apply to thé policies 


written by domestic companies. 

As to the method of making up the 
Board of Arbitrators, various courses 
are open. In the first place, the insured 
could appoint one arbitrator and the in- 
surer could appoint a second. These two 
could then appoint a third, All policies 
written in the-banking business cou!d be 
made subject to arbitration by three ar- 
bitrators, one appointed by the Banks’ 
Association, one appointed by the in- 
surer and the third appointed by these 
two. A similar course could be fol- 
lowed in other industries. In each case, 
however, it would be wise to bring into 
the situation the most vital trade or- 
ganization tn the industry, because guch 
trade organizations would realize that 
the premiums paid by the members of 
the particular industries they represent 
were the direct reflection of {ll-foundea 
claims.

10 FILL BRONX 200 


Many Parties Seeking Wild 
Animals to Offset Heavy 
Death Toll. 


PRICES NOW VERY LOW 


Average Life of Caged Seaste Far 
Below Norma! in Natural 
Environment. 


Parties of hunters using nets, pits and 
other kinds of traps are in India, Africa, 
South America, British Columbia and 
other parts of the world seeking to cap- 
ture lions, tigers and other big cats, 
bears and other animals for the Bronx 
Zoo because old age has taken a heavy 
toll of the star animals of the Zoo in 
the past year. 

Three lions, a tiger and a biack jaguar 
have been added to the collection re- 
cently and a pigmy elephant from 
Africa, an Indian rhinoceros and five 
musk oxen from Greenland are now on 
their way here to strengthen the collec- 
tion. Death has been especially heavy 
at the Zoo in the last two years, Direc- 
tor Willlam T. Hornaday said, because 
the big animals who were charter mem- 
bers of the :Zoo when ift- was founded 
twenty-two years ago have been dying in 
considerable numbers. Twenty years Is 
the normal length of life for a caged 
lion, tiger or other type of big cat. Few 
other animals exceed this greatly In cap- 
tivity, because of lack of exercise. The 
wild elephant, for instance, lives about 
seventy years. The caged ones usually 
live about thirty years. Elephants used 
by circuses or otherwise as work ani- 
mals get a good deal of exercise and 
usually live about fifty years. A bear

in an-ordinary cage, Dr, Hornaday 

usually lives about twenty years,

* Nearly all animals/of that descrise 
tion are caught to order nowadays,’’ 
said Dr. Hornaday, ‘ We off red that 
price for it and it was a sufficient Ia- 
centive for hunters in Panama. It was 
a bargain for us, but it was a fair 
price for it; considering everything. Our 


outlay,.for animals during the last six}, 


months of this year will be about $26.000, 
which’ is an exceptionally large amount, 
caused by the fact that so many of the 
originel inhabitants of the svo have 
be n dying at nearl the same ~time 
through old age. ur two new lions 
are splendid specimens and the pur- 
chases of the last year have , added 
greatly to the value of the animal cel- 
ection.’’ 

One of the animals recently lost was 
an old leopard who had lost all his teeth. 
His meat had to be cut up fine for him. 
Finally the animal became so decrepit 
and suffered so much that it was neces- 
sary to put it tao a painless death. 
Tooth trouble brings about the end of 
many of the cats and other animals 
when they get old. They decay and 
drop out and, unlike a human being, a 
wild animal.can outlive itp teeth ouly 
by a.very brief .period. _In_ their 
natural environment; old tigers become 
man-eaters when their teeth and legs 

o back on them, because they can’ la 
n wait for a man outside a village, kill 
him easily and dine without much diffi- 
culty, in spite of imperfect teeth. Aftor 
tecoming toothless at the zoo, however, 
they Hve by swallowing small pieces) 
of meat without chewing, but their lives 
cannot be greatly prolonged ‘in. this) 
fashion. ¥ 

The lions produce a few offspring, but | 
there fs not sufficient room at the 200! 
for family life for most of the mémbers 
of the cat tribe and the new ones are 
mainly acquired by purchase.

WHAT WILLIAM HAS TOLD. 

Whatever else may be thought of the 
memoirs of the ex-Kaiser, whose final 
instalment we publish tomorrow, they 
are the best piece of propaganda for the 
German Republic that has ever been 
written. The man who for thirty years 


ruled irresponsibly, and in effect auto- | 


cratically, the most: powerful empire of 
the modern world has betrayed himself 
as one of whom nothing better can be 
gaid than that perhaps he is more to be 
pitied than scorned. Of the brilliant 
qualities which he sometimes showed 
during the earlier part of his reign 
there is no sign in his dull and trivial 
book, which, nevertheless, seems to em- 
hody his idea ‘of all that it is necessary 
or advisable to say in exculpation of 
himself. To what particular psycho- 
pathic type he may belong only alien- 
ists can decide, but from his own work 
one would judge that he is not only ab- 
normal but subnormal. And yet this 
man held in his hand the fate of the 
most powerful of empires and the wel- 
fare of jthe.sworld, _It needs no argu- 
ment to convince a reader of his apologia

It has 
shown us what sort of man was, or at 
eny rate is, this Wim.L1am HOoHENZOL- 
LERN, who rattled his saber and stood 
forth in shining armor. and held himself 
the chosen instrument of the Lord until 
the great. day..when at last. one. of. the 
frequent German thréats failed to make 
the usual impression, and the “ incom- 
parable ” German Army was let loose to 
hack its. way to that place in the sun 
which could no longer be won by mere 
bluster: The mind which directed the 
German Empire was shallow and trashy; 
the will’: which in the lagt resort was 
absolute, which could dismiss a Bismarck 
ms easily as a footman, Was alternately 
weak ahd wildly ferocious; the con- 
wcience of this true believer was nicely 
g@ophisticated. and able to’ render a good 
moral reason for everything that seemed 
gmaterially desirable. This is the fine 
flower of autocracy, the ultimate product

example, betray a madness of suspicion 
and jealousy which HALDANE did not no- 
tice at the time. Either WmuiAM had 
more craft of concealment than the world 
supposed or he was actually a saner 
man in 1912 than he is today. Yet all 
through his life he at times displayed 
these qualities of irrationality, megalo- 
mania and frantic suspicion which now 
seem to have become a settled habit. He 
always had delusions of grandeur; to 
them he has now added delusions of per- 
secution. It must be left to the physi- 


cian to determine what influence his an- 


cestry, his education and the circum- 
stances of his fall have had on a reason- 
ing power whose efforts are now nothing 
but absurd. 

It is, to be sure, tragic as well as ri- 
diculous that the holder of the most im- 
portant political position in the modern 
world should have understood«so little 
of what was going on around him. To 
Americans the most interesting, and 
most revealing, of his many misconcep- 
tions will be his unwavering faith in 
the Anglo- French- American “ gentle- 
men’s agreement” of 1897, on which*he 
bases so much of his interpretation of 
world politics. But he has displayed 
many other misunderstandings quite as 
amazing. His scanty, disjointed and in 
many points grossly inaccurate account 
of the outbreak of the war may seem 
to be a misrepresentation of more serious 
character, especially read in the light of 
his later assertion that all the evidence 
as to what actually happened in July, 
1914, must be disregarded, and the ques- 
tion of war guilt studied on a more 
general and vaguer basis. : But it seems 
probable that all these misstatements 
have the same explanation. Though the 
ex-Kaiser has said many things that are 
absolutely false and has been guilty of 
many more instances of suppression of 
truth and suggestion of falsehood, he 
is not a liar in the ordinary sense. His 
failing is what PLaTo called “the lie in 
the soul’”-—~a total inability to distin- 
guish between what is so and what is 
not, a complete misunderstanding of the 
import of the phenomena which he has 
observed; and the usual if not inevitable 
consequence of that failing, the “ ration- 
alization ” of all his actions and experi- 
ences, the assignment of a plausible but 
incorrect motive for something the true 
reason of which could not safely be 
avowed, the ascription to every happen- 
ing of the explanation most flattering, or 
least unsatisfactory, to his own self- 
esteem. 

This was the man who was master of 
the mightiest empire of our day, whose 
decisions had their reaction and echo 
the world over. Because he was deter- 
mined in 1914 that “this time they 
should not say he was irresolute,” black 
men fought each other in Central Af- 


rica and red men were called from their | 


reservations in the Rockies to the 
trenches in France. The Hohenzollerns 
run true to type, yet it took this book 
to show us how completely their last 
imperial representative shared most of 
the weaknesses of his ancestors, with 
few of their merits. 

It can hardly be that the book was 
written in an effort to bring its author 
back to his throne. Whatever WILLIAM’S 
own feelings, his advisers, who undoubt- 


| edly read his reminiscences, and appar- 


ently expurgated them in one or two pas- 
sages, must realize that the publication 
of the volume will finish him as a factor 
in German politics. Clearly the motive 
is the stirring of an uneasy conscience, 
the determination to prove to the world 
that he did not will the war. That the 
Hohenzollern family would profit by his 
argument he must have expected, though 
one is hardly inclined to agree with him; 
but at any rate he has earned himself 
a life residence in Doorn. There, dressed 
in the uniform of Grand Admiral of 
that fleet which now lies under water 
at Scapa Flow, offering to his new bride 
the title of Queen of Prussia though he 
has abdicated his royal as well as his 
imperial throne, he will end his days, 
and most probably without the realiza- 
tion that the fear and hatred which the 
non-German world once felt for him have 
degenerated into a mixture of pity and 
contempt. 

As for his people, whom he alternately 
praises and berates, they are likely to 
profit by this amazingly revelatory pub- 
lication. Certainly the Kaiser was not 
alone to blame for the tendencies which 
brought the Germans to Iet loose the 
war, but most of the great personalities 
of the old shining-armor days have been 
shoved into the background, and the dan- 
gerously pushing classes which then 
ruled Germany have deteriorated into a 
not very hopeful opposition, which can 
have its way with the German Govern- 
mient only by means of bluster and black- 
mail, and even. that with increasing in- 
frequency. 

Wooprow WILSON was right when he 
set down as the chief purpose of the 
war.waged by America and the Allies 
“to deliver the free peoples of the world 
“ from the menace and the actual power 
“of a vast military establishment con- 


“trolled by an irresponsible Govern- 
“ment.” That military establishment 
has been shattered _and that Government 
overthrown. _ Concededly, the millennium 


which we expected in 1918 is still a long 


way off. There are still military estab- 
lishments, though none so formidable as 
that of prewar Germany; there are still 
one or two irresponsible Governments, 
but none with such power to menace the 


rest of the world. There is no system any- 


where which interlaces autocracy, mili- 
tarism and grasping economic imperia!- 
ism so completely as did that which was 
governed by Wiiuram II. Our postwar 
Governments are mostly incompetent and 


ineffective; imperialism and militarism 


are not extinct. But the great focus of 
poison has been cleaned out and disin- 
fected, and the fate of the most power- 
ful -military, political and economic or- 
ganization of modern times has provided 
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a terrible warning against that over- 
weening arrogance which the great 
Greek writers regarded as the worst of 
sins and sure to bring its retribution. 

WILLIAM HOHENZOLLERN is in himself 
a personality of no great consequence, 
but the position which was his by acci- 
dent of birth gave him unlimited power 
to do good or evil. Whether through 
incompetence or malignant purpose, he 
eventually did or permitted such evil as 
our time had never seen. His book has 
shown the sort of man to whom the 
monarchical system may entrust the 
highest interests of nations. Democracy 
is far from perfection; its inefficiency 
and stupidity often make us groan; but 
it is an immense step forward from such 
a@ government as that of imperial Ger- 
many, and there is enormous benefit to 
the whole world in the fact that the 
great people which was led astray by 
the lust for power in the last half cen- 
tury is now so organized that its saner 
and better elements can speak with the 
deciding voice. 


A PRECARIOUS PROFESSION. 


A dispatch from Chicago states that, 
by the will of his father, Henry Kircu- 
BLL WessTER, the novelist, is to receive 
double the amount bequeathed to each 
of his five brothers and sisters. So far 
as Mr. WEBSTER personally is concerned, 
such tender consideration may have been 
unnecessary. He is a fairly popular 
writer, but his father was apparently 
not ignorant of the woes of cultivators 
of literature. “ Look at the biography 
of authors,” wrote CARLYLE; “ except the 
“ Newgate Calendar it is the most sick- 
“ ening chapter in the history of man.” 

The story of starveling authors is an- 
cient. CERVANTES languished in jail be- 


cause he could not pay his debts, and | 


Dr. JOHNSON walked the streets of Lon- 
don at night because he lacked the price 
of a bed. The recent revival of interest 
in HERMAN MELVILLE served to bring to 
light the fact that the author of “ Moby 
Dick” died in New York, only a genera- 
tion ago, in poverty and virtually for- 
gotten. A recent volume vouchsafes the 
information that WALT WHITMAN, but 
ten years before his death, was forced to 
beg a meal at the door of a stranger. 
BERNARD SHAW has confessed that dur- 
ing the first nine years of his literary 
career he earned only a five-pound note 
and lived at the expense of his mother. 

The successful author of our time is 
doubtless to be envied. But it is a ques- 
tion whether the unsuccessful author’s 
lot is not frequently harsher than for- 
merly. Once he might seek a patron. 
It was not considered particularly dis- 
graceful if he resorted to begging. To- 
day a privilege of that sort is not readily 
granted. The unsuccessful author is 
told that the proper course for him to 
pursue is to seek an occupation which 
will pay him for his labor. That is sound 
advice, of course. Yet it leads one to 
wonder whether: there is not inherent in 
it an indication that respect for author- 
ship is diminishing rather than growing. 
Perhaps the greatest authorship has al- 
ways found a more congenial atmosphere 
in aristocratic societies than it is ever 
likely to discover in industrial democ- 
racies. 


STATUTE AND TRE ATY. 


A Washington dispatch states that “ it 
“jis taken for granted that the Supreme 
“Court will maintain its former stand 
“and sustain the Attorney General” in 
his application for extension of the Vol- 
stead act to foreign ships. Without haz- 
arding any surmise as to the decision 
of the Supreme Court, it may be worth 
while to say that that tribunal invaria- 
bly and properly strives to sustain every 
act of Congress the constitutionality of 
which comes before it. It questions 
neither the motives of Congress nor the 
wisdom of the particular act. If the in- 
tention of Congress is clearly expressed, 
was it within its constitutional powers in 
passing the law? In the nearly 120 years 
since Marbury v. Madison only some 
thirty Federal laws have been held, un- 
constitutional. 

An opinion by the Attorney General 
stands on very different ground. It is 
merely a personal interpretation of the 
law, provisional. It is often said that 


an Attorney General’s duty is to furnish. 


the President with the law he wants. 
Mr. DAUGHERTY’s law naturally puzzles 
and alarms foreign nations. This the 
French Government is said to be getting 
ready to appeal to international law; 
but how are the principles of municipal 
law to be applied to a contract between 
two sovereign States? Municipal law 
may override the positions of the treaty. 
The modern doctrine is that, when a 
treaty and a statute are inconsistent, 
the latest in date will control if the stip- 
ulation of a treaty be self-executing. In 
Whitney v. Robinson, in 1888, Justice 
Fienp,.. delivering the opinion of the 
court, said: 


If the country with which the treaty Is 
made is dissatisfied with the action of the 
legislative department, it may present its 
complaint to the executive head of the 
Government and take such other meas- 
ures as it may deem essential for the pro- 
tection of its interests. The courts can 
afford no redress. 


The classic on this subject is the Chi- 
nese exclusion case of 1899. By the 


treaty of 1880 China and the United 


States agreed that the Government of 
the latter could regulate, limit or sus- 
pend, but not prohibit, the immigration. 
of Chinese laborers; and those here were 


to go and come as they chose, and have 


all the rights, privileges, and so on, of 
citizens and subjects of the most favored 
nation. Congress passed acts for the 
execution of these agreements. Certifi- 
cates were issued to Chinese laborers 


leaving the United States, giving them 


the right to come back under the treaty. 
The on¢e famous Scott act of 1888 for- 
bade the. further issue of certificates; 
voided every certificate that had been 
issued and ordered that no Chinese lIa-

“It was held,” writes Mr. JonNn Bas- 
SETT Moorz, “that the act of Oct. 1, 
“ 1888, was a constitutional exercise of 
“legislative power, and that, so far as 
“it conflicted with existing treaties, it 
‘operated to that extent to abrogate 
“them as part of the municipal law of 
“the United States, though it could not 
“have the effect of destroying their in- 
“ternational obligation.” It is curious 
to recall that the commercial treaty of 
1815 between Great Britain and fhe 
United States, which has been cited by 
counsel for some British steamship com- 
panies, opened to American vessels cer- 
tain ports previously closed to them. 
One was the Island of St. Helena. The 
treaty was ratified by the Senate. In 
the interval Waterloo was fought and 
NAPOLEON’S imprisonment at St. Helena 
was decided upon. Whereupon, without 
asking the consent of the United States, 
the British'Minister notified-it that, “in 
“consequence of events which had hap- 
“pened in Europe subsequent to the 
“signaturé of the convention,” St. Hel- 
ena would nat be included in the effect 
of the treaty. 

On the death of NAPOLEON, in 1821, the 


Minister gave notice that the agreement | 


in regard to St. Helena\would now take 
effect. Thus one party:to the contract 
suspended a treaty clause without asking 
the assent of the other. The power of 
Congress to legislate in conflict with 
treaties is undoubted. When the great 
Daugherty imbroglio is settled, we shall 
know whether the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was meant, among other things, to 
plunge us into disputes with foreign na- 
tions and to invite reprisals.

(81,000,000 acres) is idle land, devas- 
tated and growing nothing worth while. 
To make the statistical story complete 
it is necessary to add that while our 
wood consumption amounts to 25,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet yearly, yet even the 
Supreme Maker of trees is adding, be- 
cause of the lack of man’s assistance, 
only 6,000,000,000 cubic feet—one-féurth 
of the amount consumed. If this goes 
on, the old saying about not being able 
to see the forest for the trees will have 
no meaning to future generations. 

This would be a dismal picture in- 
deed if the Secretary had stopped here. 
Fortunately, there are human forces con- 
spiring with the natural forces to pre- 
vent utter deforestation—notably, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, which looks upon timber not as a 
mine to be exhausted as rapidly as pos- 
sible, but as a crop to be cultivated and 
harvested when ripe, though in such a 
way that other trees will grow to be 
harvested in the future. In the first 
place, there are 156,000,000 acres of 
Government forests that are being 
treated in this way, and the methods 
employed in their cropping and preser- 
vation are being extended to private for- 
ests and wood lots. More and more pri- 
vate owners are adopting the depart- 
ment’s policies of fire protection, insect 
and disease control, and cutting in such 
a@ way as to provide for renewed growth. 
Until this practice becomes universal] 
and citizens generally are as careful to 
avoid setting on fire a forest as a wheat- 
field, and have as much reverence for a

Sumner of the Vice Society, but that tindus- 
trious person ts never weary in well-doing, 
if you care to call it that. Not discouraged 
by the failure of one Magistrate to see evil 
in Petronius, Mr. Sumner is at it again. 
He has sent a copy to the District Attorney’s 
office, where it is said to have brought 
blushes to the cheek of an assistant who 
handles these obscenity cases, and conse- 
quently may be regarded as a professional 
blusher. 


This translation is called “‘idiomatic.”’ As 
@ matter of fact-it is not much more idiom- 
atic than the poems of John Keats. Ring 
Lardner, for instance, could have done @ 
really idiomatic translation of -Petronius. 
But however idiomatic it may or may not 
be, Mr. Sumner is after it. Now if’ the 
courts find the translation obacene, It be- 
comes a question if all extant copies In the 
original Latin are not equally vile and ob- 
noxious. Obscenity is certainly not confined 
to the English language, and courts have 
often held in times past that the erudite and 
cultured are just as open to naughty sug- 
gestion as the simple analpheabets. . Mere ac- 
quaintance with the Latin language is. no 
guarantee of invincible. purity. We do not 
see that Mr. Sumner can do any less than 
to abolish Petronius in the original, and 
with him Suetonius, Tacitus, Catullus and 
Aristophanes—to say nothing of a good 
many Fathers of the Church. We must be 
shut off from temptation, for our custodians 
seem to feel that once tempted every man Is 
bound to fall. 


Mr. Sumner is also trying to get something 
done about the works of the Reverend Rob- 
ert Keable. Mr. Keable comes from South 
Africa, a country traditionally hot and ex-~- 
citable, at least in literature. His books 
deal rather freely with phenomena which 
are not exactly news to most of the reading 
“public, but may have some novelty in the 
clerical eye freshly turned on thé.profane 
world. - One characteristic of his writings is 
that blend of religion, morality and erot- 
iclam which is frequently found in the hell- 
fire sermons of evangelists, but rarely 
passes the censor elsewhere. Being @ 
clergyman, Mr. Keable knows that the one 
sure seller is pornegraphy with a moral 
purpose. 

It so happened that his latest book at- 
tracted the attention of a wayward Jersey 
clergyman and the ledy who was in love 
with- him, and we have just been privileged 
to read thelr literary judgment of “ The 
Mother of All Living.” Not unnaturelly, 
what pleased and interested this pair was 
not ,the erotic part of the book, but its 
moral lesson. It was a great advertisement 
for morality, and unless Mr. Sumner heads 
him off thé Reverend Mr. Keable will prob- 
ably gain many thousand more readers, be- 
cause two of his readers: were found under 
the apple tree with their throats cut. 


A professor's wife at the University of 
California has dared to pretest against a 
‘“‘budget for household’ expenses of facuity 
members”? which was published by the Re- 
gents of the university, apparently as @ 
sort of unrealizable platonic ideal, an ex- 
ample in thé skies. It happened that a 
teacher of home economics in San Francisco 
had also published a working girl's budget, 
which set $200 a year as the necessary al- 
lowance for clothes. What a professor’s 
wife would say to this unexampled opulence 
may be itmagined. This particular lady 
dared to assert that a college teacher needed 
$350 a month for bare necessities, if he had 
a wife and three children. But this gives 
the dase away. Professors have no business 
having any children at all, and é¢ven wives 
are reprehensible luxuries. Isn't the pur- 
suit of an honorable calling a = sufficient 
reward? 

It is pretty hard to get the better of these 
Turks.

The local wineries 
also consume large quantities, 

More than one-half of the total re- 
eeipts of 2,300 carloads of fresh fruits 
last week were grapes. About 80 per 
cent. or 1,025 cars came from California. 
This means that approximately 1,v25,000 
crates, containing about eighteen pounds 
each, or a total of about 158,450,000 
Pounds of grapes came from across the 
continent. Most of these grapes were | 
blue and black wine grapes of the Zin- 
fandel, Alicante and Petil Syrah va-] 
rieties. The popular Tokay and Ma-} 
laga table grapes were also received 

large quantities. 

New York State shipped to this city 
about 240,000 twelve quirt baskets of 
grapes, containing about 4 $20 000 
pounds.

ITH the advent of Fall has

The deflation period of so 
“ Many months’ ‘duration has changed 
into one of secondary inflation, such 
aS was apprehended, and its manifes- 
tations are unmistakable. One of the 
truisms about the stock market is that 
the bulk of the operators buy most on 
a rising market. The same ts hap- 
pening in ‘business at. the present, 
~when ach advance in the levels of 
value seems to be accompanied by ac- 
celerated purchases. But there is the 
same drawback to the inflation just 
now that there was to the reverse con- 
dition that prevailed a short time ago. 
This is the unevenness of it. ~ Ratios 
of commodities, one to ahother, are 
not preserved. While the market 
values of many things have risen, 
those of others have either fallen or 
have remained constant. The result 
fis a hardship on certain “classes of the 
community which find their incomes 
and, consequent purchasing power, re- 
duced, while, at the same time, the 
cost of what they have to buy is in- 
creased. In the. nature of things, 
there is no promise of permanence in 
such conditions. They represent 
merely a passing phase, the duration 
of which is. dependent on circum- 
stances. While they continue, how- 
ever, they have a marked influence on 
the volume and course of business ac- 
tivity.

Perhaps the most no- 
table feature about the 
recent public sales of 
wool abroad has been

American buyers have been operating. 
Tariff or no tariff, more than one- 
half of the wool needed for operating 
domestic mills must come from abroad. 
Under no circumstances will this 
country ever be independent of other 
countries in the matter of wool if the 
diversified fabrics now made here are 
to continue to be turned out. The ex- 
| perience of a century or so, moreover, 
| shows that the number of sheep in this 
country is in no wise dependent on the 
amount of duty on the wool they 
carry. It may also be remarked, in 
passing, that not too much reliance 
should be placed on certain of the of- 
ficia] figures of sheep and wool pro- 
duction,. the number . of -sheep and 
|quantity of wool being now estimated 
| differently to what they used to be. 
This discloses the phenomenon that 
each sheep bears more wool under a 
Republican than under a Democratic 
Administration. But the imports of 
wool are‘a matter of more exact meas- 
urement. In the last calendar year 
320,665,751 pounds were imported, 
which was 60,000,000 pounds: more 
than in the year preceding, despite the 
duty imposed by the Emergency ‘Tariff 


act.. In eight months of the present 
year’ the wool imports’ footed up 250,- 
635,953 pounds, which. shows that the 
process -is continuing on no lessened 
scale. The only change noticeable 
since the passage of the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber act is that. wool prices have 
continued to rise.

Sampling of buttons, clasps and orna- 
ments by ready-to-wear manufacturers 
for Spring has bégun, according to the 
executive of a prominent button firm, 
and the indications are that the business 
in these articles will be good.

Nor does it tell the 
whole story. It is true that 
Huneker sopped up the 
substance of each new en- 
thusiasm until he was filled 
to the smallest pore. His 
reading was omnivorous, 
his energy tireless in mak- 
ing acquaintance with the 
objects of his enthusiasm, 
and his memory retentive 
to the least detail. Every 
fibre of an organism tremu- 
lously sensitive became im- 
bued with the new aliment. 
And, in order to live and 
grow, he found it even- 
tually needful to eject what 
he fed on.

sane act, Harry [Krehbiel]. 
I know it spells dullness,

ONE NOGUCHI has followed | 
his ‘* Hiroshige ’’ of last) 
year with a new essay on a! 
Japanese artist, Korin. Oga- 
ta Korin (1661-1716) stands 
supreme as an artist in lacquer, 
and as a painter has been called the 
impressionist paramount in Japanese 
art. With Koyetsu (1557-1637) and 
Sotatsu (seventeenth century), Ko- 
rin’s name is linked in the great 
school represented by the three and 
their followers, which bears his 
mame, a school of art expression 
which went back to the traditions of 
mative Japanese art (Yamato-ye) 
and, breaking from the tutelage of 
Chinese art influence, endowed this 
native art with a new and refreshing 
spirit. The result gave to the world 
an extraordinary series of works 
which have had a tremendous in- 
fluence on modern art. This influ- 
ence of Korin and of the Korin 
school on our own present-day art 
would be interesting to trace and to 
study, and is an influence which has, 
strangely enough, received but little 
notice in this connection. Of this 
influence Noguchi’s essay says noth- 
ing. 

We of the Western World should 
not approach Oriental art from the 
external viewpoint of Occidental 
canons. Our art is one which bas 
always concerned itself mainly with | 
an idealism that is objective, while | 
that of Japan, like that of China, Is; 
definitely subjective. We nearly al-/ 
ways measure the works of the Jap-| 
anese artist by our Western concept 
of the “naturai,’’ the “ realistic” 
and the ‘* decorative,’’ and find our- 
selves always classing Japanese art | 
as decorative. This is because we 
do not study Japanese art from a} 
Japanese viewpoint in relation to our | 
own, and it is because of this that} 
practically every object of Japanese; 
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The Art of Korin

English is, perhaps, not the most 
successful mode of conveying No- 
guchi’s statement, which still re- 
mains, as in his “‘ Hiroshige,"’ some- 
what abstract and certainly more 
quaint than literary in form.

But more that this, 
his genius seizes and expresses the 
force of their growth, the force of 
the straight-shooting iris blades, of 
the bamboo shoots which burst up 
even through the frozen sod. * * *

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Anatole France Experiences 
Calf-Love 


A Review by

LA VIE EN FLEUR. By Anatole 
France of the French Academy. 
Paris: Calmana-Levy. 

HEN Anatole France, emi- 
nent writer, septuagena- 
rian and member of that 
most august body, the 
French Academy, sets out 

to describe Anatole France, school- 

boy, and Anatole France, callow vic- 
tim of that dreadful malady, calf- 
love, he is a source of unending de- 
light to those who love the qualities 
that have brought him literary glory. 
For here we have those qualities in 
perfection; irony inspired not by 
hate for mankind but affection for 
it; thoughts couched in the language 
of playful nonsense, yet based on the 
deepest insight; reflections uttered 

in paradoxes, yet grounded on a 

mathematical certainty of vision. 

There is nothing sentimental about 
Anatole France, septuagenarian, 
when he turns to the vivisection of 
the child that he used to be; every 
bud of sentimentality is nipped by 
that charming worldly wise irony 
which, in him, has found its most 
triumphant expression. The veteran 
writer of today yses the innocent 
boy of sixty years ago as the target 
for those typical shafts with which 
his quiver has always been plenti- 
fully supplied. And yet—how light 
they are, how light their sting! How 
tender, after all, irony can be, how 
childlike sophistication can remain, 
when united in an Anatole France! 
May the blessings of all who would 
know, yet, at the same time, smile, 
be upon his heed! 

Anatole France‘s latest volume is 
a sort of sequel to those other works 
of his—*‘ Le Petit Pierre,"’ ‘* Le 
Livre de Mon Ami'"’ and ‘‘ Pierre 
Moziére '’"—in which he has already 
harked back to the days of his boy- 
hood. Again he calls himself Pierre 
and veils most of those of whom he 
speaks with fictitious names; again, 
in this recent book from his 
pen, the great French writer intro- 
duces those same characters, drawn 
from originals whom he knew in his 
actual boyhood, who played promi- 
nent rdéles in e earlier volumes 
which ‘‘ La Vie en Fieur serves to 
round out into a whole. Mme. La- 
roque reappears, likewise M. Dubois 
and others of pleasant memory to all 
who, in the preceding volumes, have 
been led by Anatole France back into 
the enchanted years of his early 
youth. 

And, amid this charming company 
of old friends and an equally at- 
tractive reinforcement of new ones, 
moves little Pierre — the Anatole 
France of sixty years ago—dreamy, 
yet perspicacious, growing every day 
wiser, yet every day more wistful be- 
cause of the loss of that which wis- 
dom supplants in him. He speaks 
of a friend of his family, a little dark 
man, who seemed him ‘* sur- 
rounded by syliphs, gnomes, sprites, 
angels, demons, fairies."’ So was 
Anatole France when he was a boy— 
like many another boy. But the 
sylphs and the sprites and the rest 
of them were kinder to him than 
to other children of men, for when

Sir Arthur 
imtroduces some matter relative to 
mediums, and, while this will be 
scoffed at by those hard-headed per- 
sonages who desire actual proots 
only, these arguments will probably 
be taken with some seriousness by 
spiritists. For instance, there is the 
chaper devoted to the observations 
of a ciairvoyant in the Cottingiey 
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and a brownie. The description of 
the brownie is too delightful not to 
reprint. Evidently Palmer Cox had 
the right idea when he drew his 
} little figures for the delight of chil- 
| dren. The clairvoyant states:

| Of course there is much argument 
and exposition in Sir Arthur’s book

should go to the book and read it 
and one does not necessarily have 
to believe in fairies to enjoy it. Sir 
| Arthur possesses a pleasant enough 
method of narration, and-the various 
incidents appertaining to the pic- 
; tures are engrossing in themselves. 
One might wish that Sir Arthur him- 
self had entered a bit more into the 
various aspects of the question and 
not left so much of the actual inves- 
tigation to E. L. Gardner. But Sir 
Arthur’s atttude is well known, and 
it is possibly true that he would be 
just as anxious to prove his thesis 
as the professional theosophist is.

ROM the point of view of most 
KF people, the dangers and perils 
of the sea are particularly 
fearsome, far more so than the dan- 
gers and perils of the land. The 
courage of the typical sailorman has 
become—and justifiably become—all 
but proverbial. And when, during 
the great war, the stealthy terror 
of the mine and the submarine was 
added to the always present dan- 
gers, estimate of the sailorman’s 
bravery rose higher and higher. It 
is with this period of extremest test- 
ing that Mr. McFee’s new novel has 
to do. Its leading character—one

For a long 
time Cambay in India was the centre 
of the business of making and sup- 
plying bead money, but other coun- 
tries, including China, Venice and 
France, entered into competition by 
manufacturing giass counterfeits,

from Africa that the North Amert- 
can Indians derived the use of wam- 


to prove that the French traders 
had reached America from the 
Guinea Coast, where they were 
found already at the end of the 
fourteenth century, the first con- 
tact of Africa and America may 
be set back another half a century. 
Here we enter a field of specula- 
tion only and must patiently wait 
fot further evidence before the 
final judgment can be passed. 

When we look at the map andi 
note that the distance between the 
Guinea Coast of Africa, which the 
Mandingos inhabited, and the near- 
est point on the South American 
Continent—Cape 8t. Roque, Brazil— 
is considerably less than the distance 
between the British Isies or Portu- 
gal and North America, and also leas 
than the distance traversed by Co- 
lumbus on his first voyage, there ap- 
pears to be little reason why ven 
turesome negro traders shouk? not 
have crossed the Atlantic. Although 
Professor Wiener does not refer to 
the fact In the volume under re- 
view, it is not without significance 
from his standpoint that the Man- 
dingos were one of the most pro- 
gressive and enterprising of all the 
Degro peoples. In the twelfth cen 
tury they founded a great West Afri- 
can empire, usually called after Mali, 
its capital, which remained a great 
commercial centre till the beginning 
of the sixteenth century. Not only 
were the Mandingos keen traders 
and pushful in extending their mar- 
kets, but they were also for the 
time well advanced in industry and 
agriculture. And they were mostly 
Mohammedans, which circumstance 
brought them into contact with 
Arabic science. 


| The Portuguese, on settling in 
} Guinea in the middle of the fifteenth 
| century—about five decades before 
Columbus made his first voyare— 
employed negro traders, whom they 
} called pombeiros, to carry on busi- 
ness in the interior. African pom- 
beiros, Professor Wiener says, were 
also known in the West Indies be- 
fore “the so-called discovery of 
America by Columbus." King John 
Mh. of Portugal, who was deeply in- 
terested in the work of the naviga- 
tors of the period, was much im- 
preased by the reports that canoes 
had been found which started from 
the coast of Guinea and navigated 
to the west with merchandise, and 
that black people who had the tops 
of their spears maile of a metal 
which they called guanin had come 
to the West Indies from the south 
and southeast. Guani, Professor 
Wiener points out, is a Mandingo 
word, and the alloy (18 parts of gold, 
6 of silver and 8 of copper) was of 
| African origin. 


Now that the presence of pom- 
beiros in America before Columbus 
is made certain, we can at once 
gee why tobacco should have been 
introduced by them before Colum- 
bus, and the passages in all the 
early writers on America receive a 
new interpretation. The African— 
slaves, who swarmed in Spain and 
Portugal ever since the discovery 
of the Guinea Coast by the Portu- 
guese—that Is, since 1440—had 
_ become acquainted with the cus- 
toms and vices of their surround- 
ings and had carried these back to 
Guigea, where they, as pombeiros, 
spread the new ideas into the in 
terior, and simultaneously into the 
New World, which their masters, 
the traders, kept from the knowl 
edge of the authorities in order to 
carry on their illicit and profitabie 
trade without molestation from the 
Portuguese Government. Just as 
they had learned in Portugal and 
Spain of the use of wine and 
sweetmeats from children and 
nurses, so they had become ac- 
quainted with the practice of 
smoking from quacks and bufarin 
heiros [originally peddlers who 
corrupted the people’s manners 
with ilfcit fumigations; that is, 
smoking), even though ‘the medi- 
cal property of fumigation had 
reached them long before through 
the Arabic medical science.

HE cuckoo, as is well known, or

HE grasping claws of environ- 

ment are difficult to, unloose 

Perhaps the greatest number of 
tragedies in the world tay be traced 
directly to the results of surround- 
ings. Despair, uneasiness, passion, 
mounting aggravations that culmi- 
nate in great unhappiness, all find 
their genesis in the heart of the man 
or woman who is born into an an- 
tagonistic ménage. The idea has 
captivated novelists for years, and 
they have attempted in a dozen dif- 
ferent ways to picture thé results 
of environment on individuals and 
the consequences of characters | 
struggling against their surroundings | 
and sometimes fighting clear. et 
erally it is the ancient tale of the 
Man of woman born above his or her | 
station. Again it is the emancipated | 
person who can put up no longer 
with the smug hypocrisies of his 
circle and who is unconventional 
enough to break all the petty laws 
and conventions of the bourgeosie. 
In Jeffery E. Jeffery's ** Estape "’ 
we have such a woman. 

Emily Sinnock’s struggle against 
her environment and mental sur- 
roundings is rather inconclusive, ft 
must be admitted. And the man- 
ner in which the question is selved 
is one which she might have adopt- 
ed at the very beginning of her 
story had the right man come along. 
For Emmy’s salvation is reached 
in a happy marriage. This, it 
would appear, is begging the whole 
question. She emancipiated her- 
self, yes; she defied her smug hate- 
ful mother and smali-minded brother 
and sister. She even gave herself 
te a man she thought herself in 
love with only to find it a miistake. 
The very fact that this latter episode 
is but a small moment ift her life 
and one to which she can look back 
quite calmiy shows how far the 
-Emglish novel has traveled since 
Victorian days. One can but think 
of Hardy's Tess and shake one’s 
head and mutter, “‘ Poor Tess, you 
were born forty years too sdon."’ 

Emmy is her father’s child. He 
teaches her the moral value of re- 
volt before he dies, and that phrase 
might be taken for the text of 
*“* Escape.’’ That it is a book with 
a thesis and therefore one with a 
text should be evident te the most 
easual reader.

Mr. Jeffery puts Emmy into busi- 
ness and makes her economically 
independent. This would seem to 
answer the question, except that it 
doesn’t make much of a_ story. 
Therefore, the author introduces a 
three-cornered love affair. Two men 
are swept away by Emmy, and with 
one of them, the more passionate 
lover, she goes away for a few days. 
Immediately her love for him, gay, 
rather, her infatuation, cools. 

From that point on Mr. Jeffery 
loses sight of his thesia, although 
he attempts once or twice in a half- 
hearted manner to haul it in again. 
The book becomes sentimental. 
Emmy’s little boy is taken seriously 
il; Emmy immediately wires the 
other lover; he rushes to her side. 
Tableau. One puts the book down 
with a keen sense of disappointmenty 
In the first place it possesses 50 
many marks of sound value, a good, 
easily flowing prose style, an adejt 
hand at characterization, an engag- 
ing frankness and perception of 
modern ethical values. Really, more 
was expected from Mr. Jeffery than 
this begging of the question and 
treacly finish. The author is ap- 
parently a young man who knows 
life. He should put his knowledge 
to better use. 

Nothing is answered by this mar- 
riage with Scammell. And, in the 
first place, Scammell seems to be «a 
sort of socialistic prig anyway. As 
long as Emmy had achieved eco- 
nomic freedom and was well on the 
road toward an excellent profes- 
sional career she should have 
been permitted to follow it.

She hasn't escaped at all, although 
the writer would seem to assert that 
she had It is true that she had 
gotten away from her hopeless fam- 
ily environment, but Scammell did 
not help her to do that. She was free 
before ever she met him. How dif- 
ferently May Sinclair would have 
ordered Emmy’s life. She would not 
have been content with matrimony 
as the great solver of all questions. 
Quite the opposite. 

It should be pointed out that 
* Escape *’ is, as a story, an excel- 
lent novel. It ts well ordered and 
the reader will follow Emmy's jour- 
ney through the undergrowth of life 
with the utmost interest A per- 
vading sense of actuality hovers over 
the book. The characters live. It 
is only in his premise that Emmy 
has escaped that Mr. Jeffory fails. 
And yet it can be observe-.! in an- 
other way. Perhaps Emmi. is not 
the rare intelligence that the read- 
er imagines. Perhaps it is merely 
a happy marriage that makes her 
escape from a thwarted sense of un- 
rest and unfulfiliment possible. But 
what has that to do with ‘* the moral 
value of revolt’'? And, again, an- 
other ‘‘perhaps’’ crops up. Perhaps 
the author picked the wrong text 
for his tale. 


THE MIRACLE 
THE MIRACLE. By EE. Temple 
Thurston. D. Appleton £ Co. $2. 
T is an old and settled conviction, 
I at least among Irishmen, that 
only an Irishman can write 
about Ireland. And even then it is 
often impossible, adds the Irish- 
man. This is probably true. One 
must be of the blood to know -the 


blood. Now, by this reasoning, 
which, of course, is manifestly 
theoretical, E. Temple Thurston 


should be an Irishman, for ‘* The 
Miracle ” certainly arouses a feeling 
that the genuine atmosphere of the 
wild west coast of the Emerald Isle 
has been captured. No one has as- 
serted that Mr. Thurston is not an 
Irishman, although he has lived in 
Kent, England, for many years. He 
has also written books, which have 
their scenes in Ireland, for many 
years. So we may let it go with the 
statement that if he is not an Irish- 
man he ought to be one. 

‘* The Miracle" is delightful from 
beginning to end, although it is 
patent from the very first that the 
author is in no séfise of the word a 
great writer. He has his limitations; 
but they hardly affect the course of 
a story that is poignant from be- 
ginning to end and which ends in

true modern Irish fashion—with a 
death. Added to the poignancy of 
theme is an admirable capturing of 
the West Irish dialect. There are 
moments when the reader will think 
of Synge. Quaint twista of phras- 
ecology, a vivid disposal of words, 
the emphatic rhythm of a sentence, 
these things betoken a _ careful 
study of and familiarity with Irish 
territory and natives. And the 
characters stand out in that eery, 
impalpable manner that is so much 
the art of the true Irish writer. 
Mary Kirwan, for instance, is a 
heroine that will hardly be forgotten 
in a hurry. She is strange and 
lovely and lonely. Her portion is 
tragedy as she moves through a lit- 
tle fishing community where folk- 
lore and pagan superstitions are 
still vainly fought by Roman Cath- 
olic priests. 

Around Mary Kirwan gather the 
naive beliefs of the villagers. When 
she disappears they have no doubt 
ut what she is living somewhere 
with the fairies. The two men who 
come into Mary’s life and the 
tragedy which results are affected by 
this belief in the supernatural. Mr. 
Thurston has attempted a theme 
here which could be easily spoiled, 
but somehow, perhaps it is in the 
method of narration, he has suc- 
ceeded admirably in convincing the 
reader of the various situations and 
states of mind of the character. 
There are moments when the story 
moves Uke the tale of an Irish rann- 
teller seated by a peat fire. Here 
are the magic elements that Donn 
Byrne handles so well in his stories 
—elements that suggest an old story 
being retold by some ald ballad 
singer who believes implicitly in the 
strange imbrogiio that he is unfold- 
ing.

FAIR HARBOR. By Joseph C. Lin-

Cod stories with which Mr. 

Lincoln infinitely delights so 
many thousands of readers. The 
resource, the ingenuity, the variety 
of him are amazing. He must have 
written at least a score of tales about 
Cape Cod people, but each new one 
is as fresh, as spontaneous, as in- 
dividual as if it were the first, while 
in craftsmanship they have steadily 
improved. Those authors are rare 
indeed who can thus follow the same 
line of fiction year after year and 
mot become Isbored, imitative of 
their own past successes, shopworn 
in ideas, scenes, characters. But 
with Mr. Lincoln each new story is 
a fresh adventure and he plunges 
Inte it with an apparent pleasure 
and pursues it to the end with zest. 
He seems always to have had such 
an exceedingly good time writing a 
novel, any of his novels, that even 
the most downhearted of readers 
must find entertainment and lhugh- 
ter In its pages. Perhaps hi rich 
and genfal and warm-hearted frumor 
is one of the most important fac- 
tors in his hold upon his readers. In 
the spirit of that bumor there is 
something akin to the humor of 
Diekens. For when he likes he can 
make you laugh at his characters 
and love them at the same moment, 
make you see their faults and foibles 
even while you feel, as he does, very 
tender and tolerant toward them. 

In this story, for instance, there is 
Judah Cahoon, lumbering ex-sea- 
cook landlubberitig im a job ashore, 
with his grotesque appetirance and 
ludicrous characteristics, always 
singing some sea chantey in his 
raucous voice, unless he is engaged 
in yarning about some ¢ruise that 
took him to the ends of the earth. 
In less capable hands Judah Cahoon 
would be a great bore, and in hands 
less lovingly human he would be a 
stupid, tiresome creature toward 
whom the reader’s reaction would be 
derision and dislike. But in Mr. 
Lincoln's hands he becomes an 
amusing, lovable person for whom 
one feels tenderness, sympathy and 
understanding and whom one re- 
gards with respect because of—if for 
no other reason—his loyalty and de- 
votion to Cap’n Sears Kendrick. 

Cap’n Kendrick is the centre of the 
story's interest and action. At the 
beginning he is recovering from a 
railroad accident which had broken 
both legs and is able barely to imp 
about a little. He longs to sail away 
to sea again, master of the quarter 
deck, but fedrs he will never again 
be seaworthy. The time of the story 
is away back in the early "70s, when 
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Cape Cod was still Cape Cod, and 
Rayport, the little village where the 
story is scened, 
inhabited by the families of men who 
were had been officers of ships 
that sailed the world over. There 
were social distinctions among them, 
we are told, for Captain Peasley 
** was not quite of the aristocracy, as 
he commanded a schooner instead of 
a square-rigger."" Bayport was by 
the sea and of the sea and most of 
its homes were ‘‘ two-thirds home 
and one-third museum,” for they 
were well stored with treasures 
brought from long sea voyages— 
“lacquered cabinets and whales’ 
teeth and alabaster images and 
earved chessmen and curious shells 
and scented fans and heaven knows 
what, brought from heaven knows 
where, but all brought in sailing 
ships over one or more of the seas 
of the world.” 

In this salty, sea-made, sea-sup- 
ported town, where he had grown 
up and whence he had run away to 
sea, to become master of ships, 
Cap’n Kendrick finds himself cast 
up high and dry, a derelict, at 38, 
and he very sombre over the 
outlook. Then, suddenly and quite 
against his previous intention, he 
becomes director of Fair Harbor, a 
home *‘ mariners’ women,’’ in- 
habited a number of cantanker- 
ous, and determined 
old ladies Any one familiar with 
Mr Lincoln's work will quickly 
perceive with what quaint charac- 
terization, rich and genial humor 
and variety of incident he will de- 
velop this situation. But, entertain- 
ing as this is, it is only a small part 
of the structure the story. For 
there is a villain, one of the smooth- 
est and most talking of villains, a 
man of cordial speech and 
manner, such ingratiating person- 
ality that he is able to get most 
things that he wants from whom- 
soever he pleases, and this villain 
reappears in Bayport soon after 
Cap'n Kendrick becomes the skip- 
per of Fair Harbor. His wife, who 
had founded and supported Fair 
Harbor, is lately dead and he, hav- 
ing spent most of her money, comes 
back to see what pickings are left. 
The troubie he makes, the entangle- 
ments, financial and sentimental, 
into which he gets a number of the 
characters, the battle of wits and 
wills between him and Cap’n Ken- 
drick, the rich haul he finally makes, 
Mr. Lincoin weaves into a very suc- 
cessful story, even without the bit 
of romance that finally makes the 
Cap’n feel that it been quite 
worthwhile to had his legs 
broken.

The 
first bars of the introduction were 
heard softly beating trioles, played 
by muted violins, pizzicato of the 
other strings, and a clap of thun- 
der on the cymbals. I looked at 
my father and he at me at the 
same instant. The tempo was half 
as quickly as I had played the 
plece on the piano. The heroic, 
passionate chief theme begins an 
entirely different measure to what 
I had written! The middle move- 
ment was taken much too quickly, 
the development (Durchftiring) of 
the themes full of unexpected, sur- 
prising changes of measure. I 
grew more and more surprised, 
gave myself more and more to 
Nikisch’s fascinating art of inter- 
pretation. I completely forgot 
that he was conducting one of my 
pieces. After the end there was 
great and lasting applause, which 
was unusual for Vienna. But the 
curious part was, that Nikisch had 
ma the course of the performance 
entirely convinced me of the abso- 
lute correctness of his measures 
and his conception, so that even 
to this day, ten years later, I con- 
duct the piece myself more accord- 
ing to Nikisch’s conception than 
after my own and former ideas.

UITE the most 

work on the war, from a 

bookmaking point of view 

and as an example of indi- 

vidual expression, is the 

story of the Fourth British Army’s 

last hundred days It is from the 

pen of a staff officer and with a 

preface by the commander, now a 

peer of the empire, but then known 

as General Sir Henry Rawlinson, and 
more familiarly as ‘‘ Rawiie.” 

The purpose of a book is always 
interesting to discern, and the pur- 
pose of this book is clearly not one 
of revelations for military experts, 
but rather a spirited narrative de- 
scribing the adventures of the Fourth 
Army for the benefit of its members 
and their friends. At the same time 
the comprehensive historian of the 
war is certain to pass from his bud- 
get of official dispatches and orders 
with renewed inspiration for his 
work, to a perusal of this narrative, 
so full of color and individuality. 
Nor can he ignore the accompanying 
map case, whose contents, either ex- 
act reproductions of the offictal | 
originals or conventionalizations of 
expert sketches, can, we believe, be 
found nowhere else. While to those 
personally interested in the Fourth! 
Army. the marginal titles, to say 
nothing of the many drawings and 
photographs, will be found to em. 
phasize the individual character oj 
the book—in the broadest sense in- | 
dividual—as an importent unit on 
allied front when the first two 
counter-offensives of Foch were!

The whole Thirty-third Division, 
we are told, had been training with 
the Fourth Army for several months 
prior to July 4, and “ from its com- 
mander downward the officers ana) 
men who composed it had gained the 
respect and admiration ofall by their 
gallantry in action, their keenness 
and their determination to miss 
nothing during their training that 
would help them beat the Germans.” 
Etsewhere in the book the work of

On relief, the Second American

severe, but the spirit and keen- 
ness of all ranks had been main- 
tained to the end, and it had thor- 
oughly earned the praise it received 
from Sir Dougias Haig and Sir 
Henry Rawlinson. 

And then we have a couple of sig- 
nificant footnotes; the first tells us 
that the American Corps had re- 
ceived practically no reinforcements 
since it had joined the Fourth Army, 
and the second that its casualties 
amounted to 11,500 men. 

In a final chapter the author dis- 
cusses the many tactical questions 
which arose during the operations of 
the Fourth Army covered by his 
book, concerning which no elabora- 
tion had been made in the course 
of the story—co-operation of units 
of different antecedents, training 
and equipment, airplanes, gas, 
tanks, the Stokes mortar and the 
Lewis gun, éc.—questions which will 
be found of first importance to 
military men. Of more popular in- 
terest will be found the exposition 
of the difference between a strategi- 
cai and e tactical surprise, as these 
surprises were often mentioned in 
the reports from the front and are 
in histories, often 
without differentiation. 
writes: 

One may gain a strategical but 
not a tactical surprise, as was, 
for instance, the case of the Third 
Corps front on the morning of 
Aug. 8. Here the Germans ex- 
pected us to attack, in order to 
recover the ground lost on the 6th, 
but had no idea of the scope 
of the offensive that had been 
prepared. Or a tactical but not 
a strategical surprise may be 
gained, as on the front of the 
Ninth Corps on Sept. 29, when, 
although a genera) attack was ex- 
pected, the date and hour of the 
attack were unknown to the ene- 
my. Or, again, it is possible to 
gain both a strategical and a tac- 
tical surprise, as was done on the 
fronts of the Australian and Cana- 
dian Corps on Aug. 8, when the 
offensive was entirely unexpected 
and found the enemy completely 
unprepared both strategically and 
tactically. 


This Britiah distinction, which may 
appear to many a distinction without 
a difference, is interesting, for with 
us, as tactics refers to material, 
training and transportation and 
strategy to manoeuvre, there can be 
no tactical surprise except as prepa- 
ration for a strategic In other 
words, a tactical surprise would 
amount to nothing if initiated and 
ending im itself, for, as Foch him- 
self has written, although probably 
the distinction is not original with 
him: “Tactics is the science of! 
placing an army; strategy is the art 
of operating it after it has been 
pilaced.’’ j 

The comprehensive appendices of 
the book, aside from the expected 
data on the formation of the Fourth | 
Army, contain a lot of biographical 
matter chiefly in regard to indi- | 
viduai citations; still, the American | 
reader would very likely find inter-/ 
esting, as well as valuable, some- 
thing about the career and person- | 
ality of Lord Rawitnson, who ts the 
son of that famous Orientalist first 
to decipher the cuneiform inscrip- 
tions of the Assyrians. Concerning 
the gifted organizer and inspiring | 
spirit of the Fourth Army the reader | 
must look elsewhere, although the 


author himself becomes pretty well 
known to his readers through his 
gift to portray others—ali save his 
chief, the indomitable and romantic

Literary Paris 


PARIS, Oct. 1. 
N French literary circles they 
haye a word—“ inédit “—-which 
is getting to be highly important 
and impressive. Its English 
equivalent is ‘‘ hitherto unpub- 
lished.” 

During the last few months France 
has had a regular epidemic of 
‘hitherto unpublished” works by 
great writers. Apparently, a pack of 
such extraardinarily able sleuths is 
at work that nothing ever put on 
paper by a literary celebrity is safe 
from publication. Not a month 
elapses without the appearance of 
some French magazine containing a 
choice “ inédit '' fragment by a great 
prose writer or poet. Scarcely a 
week goes by without something 
similar bobbing up in the columns of 
a French newspaper. In fact, so 
iarge is the present output of this 
sort of material in France that one 
wonders whether the published 
works of great Frenchmen, vast in 
volume though they be, are as vast 
as the “ inédit” treasures which, 
hidden in writing desks and garrets 
afl over France, have remained un- 
known until the iiterary sleuths of 
today tracked them to their lairs. 

A short time ago the “ inédit " 
correspondence of George Sand and 
Gustave Fiaubert was dragged forth 
from where it had lain many years 
and poured into print, filling with 


joy all devotees of the amorous 
Frenchwoman and her friend, the 
gioomy author of ‘‘ Madame Bo- 
vary.” Also, there was a hitherto | 


unknown novelette by Guy de Mau- 
passant, produced by a magazine 
with quite a flourish of literary 
trumpets, and there were letters by 
Lafayette and other ‘‘ inédit”’ tit- 
bits. And now somebody has dug 
up a fragment, quite unknown be- 
fore, of the diary of Rémy de Gour- 
mont, and last, but far from least, 
a letter from no less a literary per- 
sonage than Goethe, warranted 
strictly “ inédit,” has just been dis- 
covered by another enthusiastic lit- 
erary sleuth, who lost no time in 
rushing off with it to the nearest 
printing office 

The tetter in question was written 
by Goethe to his friend, Madame de 
Sta#il, the famous French writer. It 
was discovered among a lot of her 
papers by her great-grandson, the 
Count d’Haussonville, who had tt 
published recently in a newspaper of 
Geneva, Switzerland 

Goethe wrote it in 1808. It was in 
answer to a letter from Madame de 
Stal, who had gone to Germany for 
the purpose of preparing a book, 
which, printed in 1810, was promptly 
placed under the ban by the German 
police Having arrived at Dresden, 
she decided that it would be a good 
thing, for the sake of her book, if 
she had some talks with Goethe, who 
was at Carisbad, not far away. So 
she wrote him informing him of her 
desire that they meet in Dresden. 
But Goethe replied 

‘3 wish to speak to you with all 
sincerity. If you had invited me to 
gome solitary castle in the moun- 
tains, where I might have found you 
in quiet retirement among a few in- 
timates, and where I might have 
spent a few days with you, nothing 
would have prevented me from going 
to you and living over again the 
happy hours which I have already | 
had by your side. But when I think |} 
of the great city, ornamented by so 
many precious works of art, sur- 
rounded by magnificent bits of na- 
ture, when I think of the importu- 
nate society in the midst of which 
you are, I feel already—without rea- 
son, perhaps—that the object of my 
journey will become fost in the pur- 
suit of amusement. I foresee what 
obstacies will be placed in the path 
of mutual confidences, what oppor- 
tunities for unpleasantness will arise. 
Therefore, even were I to derive 
some advantage from carrying out 
my plan, these misgivings would 
prevent me. 

** Allow me, therefore, my excel- 
lent friend, to remain in my solitude, 
where I devote so many hours to my 
memories of you.” 

The reason adduced by the great 
poet for not calling upon Madame de 
ftael were not deemed sufficient A 
one Parisian writer, who advanced 
the very human hypothesis that 
perhaps Goetue was drinking the! 
renowned tealth-giving waters of 
Carisbad and was unwilling to in- 
terrupt his ‘‘ cure” by running up 
to the gay city of Dresden. 

* Perhaps, also,” the same writer 
adds, “he may have tkheuaht that 
Madame de Sta#l might very well 





have gone to the trouble of traveling 
to Carlsbad herself, if she really 
felt so great a desire to see him. He 
was a man of the world, and, hence, 
could not say this outright; but his 
fame and his age permitted him to 
think it.” 

Or there may have been another 
reason, it is hinted: Madame de 
Staél was a brilliant talker, but she 
was also indefatigable when once she 
started talking. Goethe knew this— 
he had met and hstened to her at 
Weimar a few years before. So had 
Schiller. Both, it seems, had been 
rather fatigued; the quality of the 
famous Frenchwoman’'s conversation 
had been rather dimmed, in their 
estimation, by its quantity. It may 
well be, therefore, that Goethe, re- 
membering only too vividly her con- 
versational prowess, decided that 
Carisbad without Madame de Sta#l 
was better than Dresden with her. 
Anyhow, he didn’t go to see her—of 
that his potite “ inédit”’ letter is 
conclusive proof. 

Russia’s great writers have always 
shown an extraordinary ability to 
analyze the Russian soul, and in 
these days. when tragic Russia has 
obtruded itself upon the attention of 
every one, what her writers have 
brought back from their soul-explo- 
rations becomes very helpful to these 
groping for clues that may help 
them to understand the why and/ 
wherefore of Russian thoughts andi} 
actions. Here is something from 
Maxim Gorky, published in La Revue | 
Bleue of Paris, which may do its veal 
in this direction: 


The man of Western Europe, 
from his infancy, from the mo- 
ment when he begins to stand on 
his feet, sees around him the im- 
posing products of the work of his 
ancestors. From the dikes of Hol- 
land to the vineyards of Vesuvius, 
from the great workshops of Eng- 
land to the mighty factories of 
Silesia, the entire surface of Eu- 
rope is covered with the grandiose 
incarnations of the organized will 
power of men, a will power which 
has set before itself the daring 
task of subjecting the elementary 
forces of nature to the wise uses 
of man ‘* Earth belongs to the 
hands of man and man is the true 
master.’" This thought is im- 
pressed upon the little western 
child and teaches him to esteem 
the worth of man, to respect his 
work, while giving him at the 
same time a consciousness of his 
own importance as the heir to the 
marvelous creations of his fore- 
fathers. 

No such feelings can arise in the 
soul of the Russian peasant. The 
vast plain, upon which rise wooden 
villages with thatch roofs, has 
the mischievous power of desolat- 
ing man and robbing him of all 
his aspirations. Now and then the 
peasant passes beyond the limits 
of his village; he gazes into the 
solitude surrounding him and soon 
feels how this solitude filis his 
whole being. Nowhere around him 
does he see durable signs of 
labor and creation. The great es- 
tates of the nobles? But they are 
rare and inhabited by enemies! 
The towns? But they are far away 
and are no more civilized than the 
villages! 

Everywhere there is nothing but 
a vast plain without end, and, in 
the middle of it, a little insignifi- 
cant man, thrown upon this lu- 
gubrious soli for the purpose of 
working there like a convict. So 
he feels himself overwhelmed by a 
feeling of indifference which kills 
the power of thought in him and 
the power of remembering the past 
and of deriving ideas from his ex- 
perience. 


The historian of Ruasian civili- 
zation has sald, in characterizing 
the Russian peasant: ‘‘ Many 
superstitions and no ideas.*’ That 
painful judgment finds confirma- 
tion all through our folk-lore. 
Gloomy, indeed, like nine-tenths 
of what Russia’s writers give us. 
But it has the ring of truth.

ME 
the first time between book 
covers in Mr. William 
Armstrong's “The Ro- 
mantic World of Music,” mainly 
about people of the opera house. 
Indeed, among a score of per- 
sonalities here treated, almost the 
only exception Mr. 
whose return this year to the con- 
cert stage gives timely interest to 
his name. There are prima donnas 
from Patti to Melba, Galli-Curci, 
Hempel, Garden, Bori; double al- 
lowance both of chapters and charm- 
ing portraits for the radiant and la- 
mented Lillian Nordica, life studies 
from the forty years’ singing of 
Schumana-Heink, happily not ended, 
and from the careers of Caruso, Mc- 
Cormack and Amato, and the débuts 
of Gordon, Ponselle, Gates, Easton 
and more of the artists of the pres- 
ent day. 

Mr. Armstrong's most interesting 
anecdote of Jeritza, late in his vol- 
ume, is not of her sensational Metro- 
politan triumph in ‘* Tosca,’’ but 
rather one that recalls the remark- 
able head of light hair—dramatical- 
ly detachable, in part—wherewith 
last season she made her début here 
in ‘‘ Tote Stadt.”’ 
it appears, the future opera singer 
was immured by her mother in a 
convent, supposedly for life, in ful- 
fillment of a pious vow made for the 
recovery of her sister lying at the 
point of death. The Mme. Jeritza 
of today told the author smilingly 
of a ccnsoling factor—‘' I 
found out that the nun’s habit of 
dark blue, with its coif of white, 
was most becoming.”’ 

It was ‘‘ in the still of night ’’ that 
a new phase of the situation flashed 
upon her. The novices slept in a 
dormitory, where she lay that night 
picturing the time when she should 
take the veil. ‘' Dressed in white, 
with a sweeping train, and crowned 
with myrtle, she would advance to 
the altar As she knelt there, her 
father at the one side, her mother 
at the other, her hair would be cut 
close. One long half of its glory 
would be given to her father, one 
half to her mother.’’ The spun gold 
of her hair cut short? She cried out 
at the thought.

fall hack on such news- 

paper reading and rumi- 
nation as I have found possible in a 
relaxed state of mind and body. Last 
week I mentioned the curious and 
growing revival of interest in things 
Victorian, both in literature and art. 
In its own way nothing could be 
more drenched in Victorlanism than 
the “Private Diaries of the Right 
Hon. Sir Algernon West, G. C. B."' 
(so many years Gladstone's confi- 
dant and secretary), edited by 
Horace G. Hutchinsan and pub- 
lished by John Murray. . Two fig- 
ures, of all others, emerge, those of 
Queen Victoria and Mr. Gladstone. 
Neither can ever lose its interest 
for those who came under the spell 
of their great and peculiar qualities 
and their overwhelming prestige. I 
saw them both very often in my 
youth, and can recall the singular 
awe they inspired—a feeling to which 
we are now strangers in England. 
My friend, Mr. Hannen Swaffer, 
who is “ Mr. London ”’ of The Daily 
Graphic, has the same impreasion of 
the change. He records a conversa- 
tion he has just had with a friend 
who reminded him of the late days 
of Queen Victoria’s reign, when we 
had ‘‘ a sense of reverence strangely 
missing from our lives today,’ and 
his corhpanion recalled the emotional 
verse which in the year of the Dia- 
mond Jubilee was added to Frances 
Allisten’s song, *‘ There's a Land,” 
when it was betng sung at all the 
City of London banquets. A _ so- 
prano would take the platform and 
pour forth the ecstatic chords: 


Blest reign! Bitest reign! 
Longest! strongest! 

This year, of all years, 
We sing and we'll pray. 
Glorious! Victorious! 
Thy Queen! My Queen! 
God bless and keep her 
This night, and for aye. 


That is imtensely late-Victorian, 
and I have not the slightest doubt 
that it is true that venerable City 
Aldermen “ would join in the words, 
and the tears would run down their 
faces in their patriotic fervor."' 

“Mr. London” recalls an incident 
now almost entirely forgotten when 
he writes: 


Such was the reverence with 
which Queen Victoria was held 
that when, in March, 1900, dur- 
ing the Boer War, she drove 
along the Embankment to the 
City, Alfred Newton, then Lord 
Mayor, knelt down in the road op- 
posite the west end of the Tem- 
ple railing, a cloak having been 
put, Walter-Raleigh-wise, in the 
mud for the purpose. ‘‘ We thank 
you for all that our city has done,” 
said the adered Queen. And the 


shall ever be treasured 
hearts!” The next morning he 
was a Baronet. 


Yet the august lady, who, as the 
song says, ‘governed by love,” 
could snub and discomfort with com- 
plete self-possession the next most 
venerated personage in her realm, 
Mr. Gladstone. When at the end of 
his last unhappy premiership the old 
man went to Osborne to kiss hands 
he said afterward that ‘‘ the inter- 
view had been such as took place 
between Marie Antoinette and her 
executioners. She was civil and 
courteous, but not one word more, 
even when Mr. Gladstone alluded 
to his own growing infirmities.” 
When Sir Algernon went down, in 
company with Gladstone’s son, Her- 
bert, to receive his own reward, a 
Privy Councilorship, he felt the at- 
mosphere of Gladstonian estrange- 
ment hanging about the place— 


Any picture of Mr. Gladstone, 
four times Prime Minister, was 
conspicuous by its absence. Dizzy, 
Northcote (bust) and Salisbury— 
no Mr. Gladstone. Then into a lit- 
tle room, where the Queen was 
sitting on the end of 2 sofa, with 
a writing table in front of her, 
looking very old; an immovable 
face; no smile of welcome or con- 
gratulation whatever, knelt and 
kissed her hand, and swore. Her- 
bert Gladstone followed. She 
never asked after his father or 
said a word to either of us. 


All this is not new in substance, 
but it is curious reading for those 
who remember these great person- 
ages. It is difficult to convey the 
feelings of affectionate and enthual- 
astic reverence which Gladstone in- 
gpired throughout the nation in his 
best periods.

the G. O. M., whose handshake was 
far more to a British workingman 
than would have been the personal 
blessing of the Archbishop ef Can- 
terbury. Oddly enough, I first saw 
Gladstone when he was seated on 
the Treasury bench itself in the 
House of Commons. I was a boy of 
fifteen and looked dewn from the 
strangers’ gallery, to which I had, 
even at that age, been admitted alone 
on a member’s ticket. Gladstone sat 
next to John Bright, to whom he 
eceasionally passed a remark while 
Lard Randolph Churchill, in his mest 
aggressive and cock-fighting mead, 
was tearing some part of hia policy 
to tatters. I remember the tiger- 
bound with which the eld man 
sprang to his feet the moment his 
opponent sat down. His reply was 
extraordinarily fluent, and more 
winning than fierce. An hour later 
I gave up my seat and came down- 
stairs. Gladstone himself was at 
that moment passing out of the 
House and I followed him in a rap- 
ture of stealthy adoration. He 
turned along Abingdon Street and I 
marked every spot where his foat- 
steps fell en the pavement, and trod 
each after him until he vanished into 
one of the old Geargian houses— 
probably some kind of political head- 
quarters. I doubt whether the most 
sensitive Engliah boy has received 
impressions of any living statesman 
which would impel him te do such @ 
thing today. 

Years later, after I had become @& 
Londoner, I was walking up Port- 
land Place te Regent’s Park on @ 
bright but drowsy Summer after- 
noon. That broad Georgian avenue 
of embaasies and aristocratic resi- 
dences was almost deserted. An 
empty hansom-cab or two moved in 
slow quest of fares. Suddenly, be- 
fore me, I saw the figure of an old, 
erect man advancing with lifted face, 
walking toward me—tall hat, black 
flowing frock coat, a shawl over one 
arm and about as many books or pa- 
pers under the other as he could 
carry, It was Gladstone, and I real- 
ized that I had him all to myself. 
He hac doubtless just arrived at 
Baker Street Station from Dollis 
Hill in Middlesex, and he was clearly 
walking down to St. Stephens. A 
wild impulse came to me to stop and 
ask him to allow me to shake his 
hand, and to tell him, in excuse, that 
he had several times written post- 
cards to my father. But as the old 
lion drew nearer this became impos- 
sible, and I think it flashed acrose 
my mind that, after all, he wrote 
postcards to everybody. But this re- 
maing the most impressive of my 
human encounters in a London 
street—such was that lost spirit of 
reverence. 

It prevailed, too, in literature. As 
“Mr. London” says, two lines in 
the morning paper stating that Lord 
Tennyson had waiked along the 
cliffs of the Isle of Wight sent 4 
thriil through the country. No poet 
has thus impressed me since, Kip- 
ling, when at his zenith, was an ob- 
ject of the greatest interest and curi- 
osity, but hardly of reverence. Swin- 
burne took his regular morning walk 
for years over Putney Common, at- 
tracting attention by his strange 
‘ooks, but unrecognized except by @ 
few people of the neighborhood, and 
sought by none. He certainly did 
not inspire public reverence. A Iit- 
erary friend of mine who spent some 
years in Canada met there a little 
English governess who had come 
from Putney when she had been at 
school. “‘ Ah! " she said, wistfully 
and ingeniously, ‘‘ many’s the time 
I've thrown a stone at the poet 
Swinburne! ” Other times, other at- 
titudes, but no Victorian looks buck 
to Victorianism as to a land of cap- 
tivity. Today we have not the time 
to get into the kneeling position, 
even if we had the impulse.

The pic- 
ture of the comfortlessness of mod- 
ern comforts, the homelessness of 
the lodger in the perfectly equipped 
home, makes even Zenith feel a little 
sorry for itself. Inventors hardly 
keep up with our passionate haste to 
improve our appliances. We are all 
vacuum-cieaned, frigid-aired, radio- 
connected, eiectric-toothwashed. Can 
it be that some one implies that we 
are not up to our equipment, that 
our sleek mechanical houses are too 


on every subject, for- 


smooth for us, that we have educated ! 


our plumbing above ourselves? 

But who has put all this zip into 
Zenith? Who has pushed out of the 
spotlight all our queer fish—all our 
rich non-conformists and poor poets, 
our Sisters of Charity and visiting 
nurses, our apologetic successes and 
our cheerful failures, our unbusi- 
ness-like preachers and our lIeft- 
handed givers?

He was capable of 
fusing influences and producing an 
art of new tendency, strictly con- 
trolled by his excellent .taste. Un- 
fortunately, he lived to come under 
the sway of black walnut and the so- 
called butcher furniture in the sec- 
ond quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. At that moment we begin to 
forget his work. 

The installation of the exhibition at 
the museum is excellent The large 
gallery is divided by partitions, and 


the glorious mahogany is scen, with 
silver and glass and porcelains to 
intensify its delicate richness. Ola 


portraits are on the walls, a printed 
coverlid is on the four-poster bed; 
a silver service capped by the pine- 
apple of hospitality stands on the 
long dining table; an ancient set of 
chessmen is on the game table, a 
pack of ancient cards lies on a card 
table. It is not so much the atmos- 
phere of the period thus created that 
counts as the look of the furniture 
in surroundings implying human in- 
terests. Without these it might as

The team work is wonderful—the most 
remarkable feature of the Stanislawsky 
show. Even those cast for thinking 
parts act with every muscle. The stage 
result is a highly concentrated extract 
of The individual acting is 
liantly stellar, but is not suffered to 
outshine the whole constellation. Mosk- 
win, the idol of Russian theatre fans, 
plays the soft, weak Czar, 
he flutters his eyelids, fingers 
beard, bites his finger nails, wavers his 
little finger, runs the whole gamut of 
neurasthenic emotions and bursts - into 
brief spasms of Ivanesque terribility— 
a great living portrait. 

Here’s how Stanislawsky and company 
affected gentle German critics. The 
scribe of the reactionary Der Tag and 
Lokalanzeiger was overcome. into ex- 
claiming: “God greet Art! With no 
better welcome can we greet you, great 
Master Stanislawsky. More than ever 
do we today need as model the unsel- 
fish priesthood with which you and your 
troupe, in inspired devotion, serve Art, 
and have no other gods besides.”

To the Dramatic Editor: 7 
Few plays within recent years: have 
been showered with as many encemilme 
iby our dramatic critics as Galsworthy'’s 
** Loyalties.’’ Even so exacting a. critie 
as Ludwig Lewisohn waxed enthusiastic 
over it and acclaimed it ‘‘ an impeccable 
masterpiece.’’ “John Galsworthy,” 
| says Mr. Lewisohn, *‘is driving his ra- 
searches deeper and deeper into the 
ideas and urges by which men live.” 
Viewed objectively, as any connoisseur 
| would upon a well-wrought work of art, 
the play well merits the warm praise ft 
| received. It is Ibsenesque in construction. 
| It is impossible to add or take from ‘the 
play a line, a word, nay evén a dash, 
| without marring its harmonious whole. 
But>I am not concerned with drama- 
| turgy and its technical complexities, I 
am not a critic. I am one of the mob 
who goes to the theatre to be emotion- 
|} ally aroused. I want to respond to the 
ordeals of the dramatis personae set 
| before me upon the stage. And I am 
| sorry to say thag as a spectator, from 
}a' vantage place in the gallery, ** Loyal+ 
| ties’’ left: me cold. 
| Why make De Levis a Jew? Any man

De Levias’s call 
on Dancy is an act of bravado—a bit of 
theatrical artifice to heighten the ef- 
fect by bringing the two enemies face 
to face, hurling invectives at each 
other. 

So long as there are De Levises, So 
long will there be ‘ Loyalties * among: 
people of the same “kind.” And no 
one woyld want it to be otherwise, If 
that was Mr. Galsworthy’s intention; 
he succeeded. But was it?

The Sulgrave 
Institution, which has been mbkking an 
effort to collect the money to acquire 
it, planned to create there a centre for 
Pan-American activities, in honor of 
the doctrine which Monroe enunciated. 
This may be done, and if it is the house 
will be the repository: forall sorts of 
documents bearing on the ‘times and the 
world situation that led to the doctrine. | 
Whatever is done, it may be hoped that 
December, 1923, the 100th anniversary of | 
the promulgation of the doctrine, will

Message to Wilson. 

This refers to the Kaiser’s message to 
President Wilson on sept. 4, 1914, ad-

Germany Was Not ‘“ Intact.” 

The Entente would never, says Wil- 
liam, have dared offer such peace terms 
to an intact German Empire in 
the monarchical Government had 
been deprived of the control of the army 
and navy; but, in the first place, the 
German Empire was not “‘intact’”’ in 
the Fall of 1918. It was losing the war. 
An ‘intact’? German Empire would 


naturally have insisted on a victorious | 


peace, such as was implied in the Ger- 
man terms privately announced te Pres- 
ident Wilson at the end of January, 
1917. And as for not daring to

Tirpitz could not always get all 
he wanted for the navy, just as Luden- 
dorff could not get all he wanted in the 
army bill of 1913; but William always 
did his best for the services. And, as 
he complacently observes in that same 
twenty-first instalment, despite all the 
shortcomings of the Reichstag the Ger~ 
man army that went to war in 1914 
was ‘“‘an instrument of warfare with- 
out equal.’* 

‘‘ Germany did not take advantage of 
a single one of the opportunities that 
arose for waging war with a sure pros- 
pect of success.’’ This is true only with 
| notable qualifications. For instance, the 
Germans evidently thought that in July, 
1914, they had such a ‘‘ sure prospect of 
success ’' in case of war that nobody 
would dare oppose them, Russia and 
France, thé Kaiser believed, were un- 
ready for war; England, preoccupied 
with Irish troubles, would certainly stay 
out. It was doubtless a temptation, to 
}fall on France while Russia was busy 
with the Japanese War; so great 4 
| temptation, indeed, that Germany did 
intrude into Moreccan affairs and take 
such a vigorous anti-French attitude 
that Delcassé was driven from office. 
Thus was obtained a great diplomatic 
triumph, a demonstration of the power 
of the mailed fist, without a war; as 
William puts it, ‘‘ we set aside the idea 
of going to war” because up to the 
actual deliberations‘ of the Algeciras 
conference Germany had got all she 
wanted without going to war. 

That conference showed that only 
Austria supported the German policy in 
Morocco; the rest of the world was more 
or less outspokenly against her. Faced 
with this plain indication that every- 
| body was on the other side, William 
|.quite reasonably “‘ renounced the idea "’ 
of challenging the world. And in the 
second Morocco crisis of 1911 the prompt | 
notification that England would stand | 
by France made the Germans draw back 
and decide to settle things peaceably. 

As for claiming credit In that he did}

War, William ought to remember that} 
ithe German fleet of 1900 was hopelessly 
inadequate to a war with England,

Grey had given notice ten days before 
the declaration of war that a general 
continental conflict could not leave 
England indifferent; but thereafter he 
set himself to trying to prevent a gen- 
eral war, and this apparently led the 
Germans to infer that England would 
remain neutral. Obviously it was to the 
interest of Germany to make the war as 
much of an Eastern affair as possible; 
even so unfriendly a critic of Sir kd-} 
ward Grey as Bernard Shaw has in- 
sisted on that. And, so long as there 
was a hope that England might stay 
out, there can be no apology for the | 
criminal folly of the invasion of Bel- 
gium, a direct menace to British inter- 
est which made the entrance of Eng- 
land into the war a certainty. 

William quotes the old Moltke as say- 
ing: ‘‘ Woe to him who hurls the fire- 
brand of war upon Burope!” This. Is 
rather difficult to reconcile with 
Moltke’s disappointment in July, 1970, 
when it seemed as if the dispute with 
France would be settled peacefully, a 
misfortune which Bismarck ayerted by 
the forgery of the Ems telegram after 
he had learned that Moltke was all 
ready for a fight; it is also hard to 
understand Moltke’s hopeful anticipa- 
tion of a preventive war against Russia 
in the later eighties if he felt so strongly 
about the hurling of firebrands. How- 
ever, William insists that Moltke said 
it; and if Moltke did say it, he was 
right. The fall of William Hohenzol- 
lern has proved that.

Whatever medium you select for writ- 
fmg your will, don’t make use of @ 
printed will-form.

Almost all suffer from the 
defect that the blank spaces are not of 
the right size to contain the matter 
which you wish to insert. 
this leads to disagtrous rasuk ane 
statutes of New York, lffe those of 
many other States, provide that a will, 
fn order to be valid, must be signed by 
the testator ‘“‘at the end ‘thereof. In 
a celebrated case which arose in this 
State the testator wrote his will on a 
sheet of foolscap, the formal printed 
beginning being on the first page and 
the printed’conciusion being at the foot 
of the third page.

Be very 
definite in describing these so that there 
can be no possible doubt as to what 
property you mean, for more bitter 
quarrels and. heartburnings have arisen 
over the question of who shall have an 
Oriental rug or a Chippendale chair 
than over the distribution of thousands 
of dollars in money.

Whatever may be your views on this | 
question, there are two rules—the one} 
a rule of law and the other a rule of| 
experience—which should be considered. 
The rule of law is this: that in many 
States you cannot tie up your property 
for a longer period than the lifetime 
of some person who is living when you 
die, plus the minority of some other 
person. 

For example, you may leave your 
property.to a trustee with instructions 
to pay the income from it to your wife 
during her lifetime, and after her death 
to pay such income in equal shares to 
your children until the youngest child 
is 21, but when that time comes 
the property itself must be dis- 
tributed by your trustee among those 
whom you wish ultimately to receive it. 
Although in no States is it permitted to 
tie up your property indefinitely, in 
some States you may restrict the dis- 
posal of it during the lives of two per- 
sons, plus the minority of a third. This 
rule is by no means universal, however, 
and if you wish to deal with your 
property in this way it will be necessary 
first to make sure that your State laws 
pérmit it. 

The rule of experience, which every 
lawyer knows} is this: that not one per- 
son in a thousand is qualified, on reach-

ing the age of 21, to have the manage- 
ment and control of property. Most 
people are not so qualified until they 
reach 80 or 35; some, of course, never 
acquire the necessary ability. If the per- 
son whose welfare and prosperity you 
wish to safeguard is a woman, this can 
often be accomplished best by leaving 
your property to a trustee for her ben- 
efit to pay the income to her, and also 
authorizing the trustee to make ad- 
vancements to her out of the principal of 
the trust fund frdém time to time—but 
not exceeding a specified sum In any one 
year—whenever he may deem it neces- 
sary or advisable to do so, 

Limitations .on the tying-up of prop- 
erty do not generally apply to bequests 
for benevolent or educational purposes. 
As a result, many of our greatest in- 
stitutions, of learning and chaffty can 
trace their inception to the will of some 
wealthy man. The wills of the creators 


of some of these enterprises contain the 


most minute details as to their nature, 


| organization and management. Notable 
| among such wills was that of Stephen 
| Girard, who died in 1831. His immense

that a trust company is preferable, 
particularly if a trustee is required. 
Few persons like to be burdened with 


duties of this sort, and still fewer know 
just the nature of such duties and the 


proper way to discharge them. They 
must therefore incur expense for your 
estate in employing'a lawyer to instruct 
them on many points which the trust 
company knows without consulting an 
attorney. Moreover, the indivdual ex- 
ecutor may die or may be unfaithful to 
his trust. 

True, the trust cémpany, although _it 
cannot die, may likewise be dishonest, 
but the cases reported in the law books 
show that this happens far less fre- 
quently with the latter than with the 
former. The fees allowed to your ex- 
ecutor will -be the same in either ase. 
If you feel that a trust company would 
be too coldly impersonal and would not 
take that sympathetic interest in the 
welfare of your legatees which you de- 
sire, appoint two executors, one an in- 
dividual and the other a trust company. 


Witnesses for the Signature. 

The final step is to sign the wiil. It 
should, of course, be signed at the end 
and in the same way in which your 
name. appears at the .beginning.- This 
means that if at the beginning you de- 
scribe yourself as James William Smith, 
you should not-sign the will J. W. 
Smith. In most States a seal is not 
recessary.

He regarded me with a gleam of sin- 
cerity In his,eyes, and I knew he meant 
it when he answered: 

‘* I'm trying to be.’’ 

He had caused a lot of trouble. Never- 
theless, his mind and ‘his character were 
still in the making. With patience and 
kindness he will grow into an honored, 
useful citizen of the community. With 
harsh treatment or neglect he might sink 
into the criminal class. 

The average man unfamiliar with con- 
ditions might think it unnecessary to 
throw elaborate safeguards around chil- 
dren, but the fact i® that there has been 
a noticeable increase {n the pércentage 
of atrocious crimes against children. 
Many of these are:so revolting as to be 
unbelievable, They are largely commit- 
ted against young girls and young boys 
of the unfortunate class, whose condi- 
tion and environment are such as to give 
them little or no home protection and 
training. 

It was only a few weeks ago that a 
farmer caught a boy stealing apples and 
threw him-into a sty with a vicious sow. 
The child died a horrible death as a re- 
sult of the man’s cruelty. Right here 
in New York the authorities recently 
found a boy who had been kept im- 
prisoned in one room by his father four 
years. He had been almost driven into 
imbecility. Another boy was found about 
the same time who had been kept 
chained week after week to a fire escape 
to prevent his playing in the street. 

These things bring home to us the im-

Isn’t the contention of the New York 
Vice Society in the matter of Petronius 
getting to ‘be more than a little absurd? 
There isn’t the slightest danger of any 
intelligent person confounding the 
Satyricon of Petronius with the work of 
John Barclay, unless that person is en- 
tirely ignorant of Latin literature 
general and Petronius in particular. 

My own copy of the Satyricon as 
published by Garnier contains the Latin 
text and a French translation by Heguin 


de Guerle, with critical commentaries 
by J. N. M. de Guerle. I haye had it 
fo® more than fourteen years, yet it has 
never occurred to me that’ it was a 
nasty book. I have been able to glean 
from its pages a much better under- 
stand of how people actually lived in 
Imperial Rome than could be had from 
the pages of Momnisen, Thne or even 
Duruy. Of course the Satyricon is a 
classic in both senses of the word; and 
ash classic it should be better known. 

Some years ago Professor . Harry 
Thurston Peck of Columbia University 
published a translation of a portion of 
it under the title of ‘' Trimalchio’s 
Feast.’’  (Coena Trimalchiornis). This 
translation was remarkable for the fi- 
delity with which the linguistic flavor of 
the Latin original was reproduced in 
English. Every bit of Latin slang was 
represented by an equivalent plece of 
English argot. In short, it was one of 
the finest. bits of American classical 
scholarship that has appeared in our pe- 
riod. Yet the New York Public Library 
people have put it on their disingenuous 
Index Expurgatorius, 

After all, are the people of the United 
States less worthy to exercise freedom 
of choice ‘in literature than the people 
of Spain, Brazil or France? Publie lf 
brary officials as.well. as the self-con- 
stituted censors of literary and artistic 
morals seem to assume that the only 
proper answer is a violent affirmative.

In my 
i young days as a doctor the usual ma- 
ternal death rate was five out of every 
hundred mothers, sometimes even micre, 
and in epidemics at the rate of more 
than 50 per cent., or over one-half of 
the mothers. Pasteur’s researches re- 
| vealed the fact that the cause was the 
streptococcus carried on the hands, in- 
struments and dressing of the ob- 
stetrician and the hands of the nurse. 
| Instead of this frightful mortility there 
have lately been published data show- 
ing 8,373 successive births without the 
| death of even one mother from puerperal 
fever! 

And yet Dr. Hadwen, who is now tour- 
| ing in Colorado and California in favor 
of bills to prohibit all such researches, 
declares that no disease is caused by 
any germ and that no benefits have been 
derived from experimental research. The 
figures and the facts above tell the real 
truth. 

I submit that, no matter what the 
cost of animal life was—and though I 
can give no figures I am persuaded that 
it was very small—such a result was 
eminently worth achieving and such ex- 
periments should be encouraged and not 
hampered.

Longevity, as a rule, is attained by 
people of a positive nature—althouch 
they may themselves be quite uncon- 
scious of it.

SINGER AS MOTHER 


Exceptional Woman Who Can 
Bring Up Family and Be 
Great, Artist. 


FEW SCHUMANN - HEINKS 


“if 1 Had Had Children, | Am

HO can imagine an infirm, 
palsied Carmen? That Gar- 
men can never grow old is 
the firm conviction of all 
who have seen that fiery- 

eyed maiden with the stamping feet, the 
red carnation held between gleaming 
teeth, heard the haunting cry of the se- 
ductive voice. And it is so with the 
greatest exponent of that great rdle— 
Mme. Calvé. She cannot grow old, can- 
not lose the fire, the sparkle, the jole 
de vivre, the indefinable spirit which 
brought, years ago, the greatest musical 
critics in the land to her feet. When 
Calvé sang at tke opera in the old days 
it was an event—an event to be taken 
note of. And while many other rdles 
have been as admirably sung, some say, 
by the great artist. it is still Carmen 
which ig coupled inevitably with Calvé’s 
name. 

“* Why is it,’’ said the singer recently, 
“that people speak only of Carmen to 
me? I have sung many other réles. And 
I have studied as hard—all of them— 
have sung as well—all of them—as Car- 
men. But it is only of Carmen they 
speak.”’ 

And at a recent concert on board one 
of the large Atlantic liners (given for 
the benefit of seamen’s families) at 
which Calvé sang, the one question 
heard on all sides as she sang beautiful 
erias and bewitching folk songs, was: 

“Why not Carmen? Why not Car- 
men? "’ 

Why not? 

Whether or not Calvé divined the ques- 
tion, she sang the song. The one we all 
try to whistle and sometimes hum. Sang 
it as she must have sung it twenty, 
thirty years ago, with the finger casta- 
nets, the stamping feet, the fluttering 
hands. Arms akimbo and swaggering 
hips, haughty glances and beckoning 
smiles. What is time, after all, to a 
spirit such as this? 

What mattered it that the waist was 
less slender than the waist of that Car- 
men twenty, thirty years ago? What 
mattered it that that other Carmen wore 
a shorter skirt, a higher heel? Heels 
and waist lines, after all, have little to 
do with the joy of living, the spirit of 
song. What great singing artist worthy 
the name “artist '’ moves the hearts 
of her listeners with the flourish of a 
high-heeled slipper? And from _ the 
cheers and applause of that ship’s com- 
pany there could be no doubt that Calvé 
still was, as she has always been, the 
great artist. They did not even remem- 
ber that high-heeled slipper of yester- 
year. Other Carmens might need it, 
but not Calvé. 

When it #vas finished—that song they 
hed all been waiting for—finished amid 
“braves ’’ and stampings, an impulsive 
American jumped to a chair and 
shouted: 

‘““Now, all you Americans, 
cheers for Mme. Calvé!’’ 

And she had them, fine, lusty ones, 
not only from the Americans, but from 
all other nationals on that boat. There 
Was none of the much-maligned Anglo- 
Saxon reserve in the hurrahs of those 
Anglo-Saxon hearers, none at all. They 
had waited dubiously and doubtingly for 
that Carmen song. They had had it— 
had it with all the old fire and splen- 
dor. Carmen was still their Carmen, 
end that Carmen was Calvé. 

The checring was dving down, eyes 
were being brushed, when the irre- 
pressible prima donna sprang to her feet 
with: 

‘‘ And now three cheers for America 
—Hurrah! Hurrah! Hurrah!" 

Talking later in her cabin of the recent 
controversy over woman's proper place-- 
whether or not she could be a good 
mother and also follow a profession, 
e@bout which Mr. Hutchinson in his new 
book, *‘ This Freedom,"’ argues so dex- 
terously, the energetic singer said: 

“It tg the exceptional woman who can 
@o it, Schumann-Heink, yes; ahe was & 
great artist and a good, a capable 
mother. J cannot now think of ancther 
ene.. It can be done, of course, But it 
fe difficult, very difficult. I have no 
children. If I had had, I am not sure 
that I would have become a singer." 
Mme, Calvé paused, evidently thinking 
about that imaginary family. 

“I might have been just a mother, 
she added smiling. And one felt, looking 
into her merry, kindly eyes, that she 
would have been a mighty fine mother, 
Perhaps, after all, she is doing her share 
fm mothering the young American girls 
who have been studying with her the 
past Summer at her castle in Southern 
France. She was enthusiastic about the 
girl from America. To Mme, Calvé she 
is a fine product. Perhaps her voice is 
@ little cold, but that can be changed if 
the temperament is there and the will te 
ging. 

“If the temperament is not there? 
Ah, well that is another matter," and 
the swiftly moving artist shrugs her 
shoulders and shakes her head. It would 
geem that this actress singer is rarely 
quict. Her energy appears to be ex-~ 
haustleas. 

“Your American men and women are 
@ fine lot, So frank, so open-hearted. 

i No intrigue. I have many friends in 
your country. I am! always’ happy to go 
there, And the independence of your 
women-—it is great. The only thing. I 
much admire that spirit. It goes with 
your big, free.country. Yes, I like them, 
the American men,’’ added Mme. Calvé 
slowly, 

One of her pupils who was returning 
to America with her told of the jolly 
days at Cambriéres, Mme. Calvé's castle 
in France, Here during the Summer 
months she manages*‘her farm and 
coaches the young singers whe are for~ 
tunate enough to be invited to join the 
castic family. As this pupil said: 

“‘3é was amazing to all of us te see 


how deftly Madame managed her big 
estate, She is the m2ci energetic per-

RECENT SUICIDE STATISTICS. 
Direct the aff¥ance of -modern 


medicine arid psychology, the 

causes of suicide are believed to 
be no better understood today than two 
centuries ago. It comes as a surprise to 
find that in America, where education is 
generally diffused and religious influ- 
ences are active, the rate of suicides is 
half again as high as in Great Britain. 
The proportion of suicides to the popu- 
lation, again, is considerably higher at 
present in the cities than in the country 
sections, The distribution of suicides 
throughout the United States, besides, is 
at variance with the general, ideas on 
the subject. The highest rate of suicides 
is on the Pacific Coast and the lowest 
in the South. In New England and the 
Northern Central States the proportion 
is about the same, while the Rocky 
Mountain States have a much higher 
rate, 

The effect of alcohol on suicide is gen- 
erally misunderstood, It has been found 
that alcohol only leads to suicide by 
producing acute hallucinations. Hysteria 
is a less common cause of suicide than 
is generally supposed. In analyzing the 
causes of suicide, the specialists agree 
that mere intelligence has little to do 
with self-destruction. 

More than three times,as many men 
commit suicide as women. For several 
years past there has been an alarming 
increase in the number. of suicides 
among children and young people. Chil- 
dren of from 10 to 14 years figure prom- 
inently in these tables. The highest rate 
comes between the years of 45 and &, 
after which it falls off. The total num- 
ber of suicides for the entire country is 
on the increase. Twenty years ago the.| 
rate was about 11 per 100,000, while to 
day it is about 40 per cent. greater. 

By far the greater number of suicides 
oceur at night. This fact is taken to in- 
dicate that the “* exciting cause "’ comes 
from within, or from mental conditions. 
The seasons have a considerable effect. 
The Spring and Summer are more hope- 
ful seasons, when the number of sul- 
cides fall, only to increase in the Fall 
and Winter months. By far the largest 
number of men committing sulcide em- | 
ploy firearms, while women use poison. 

The average person would probably be | 
far from correct in estimating the com- 
monest causes of suicide. The most fre- 
quent cause is mental oppression and 
the unwillingness to endure it. In every 
100 suicides 22 are attributed to this | 
cause, The next commonest cause is 
physical suffering, which accounts for 
about the same number of self-inflicted [ 
deaths. Domestic troubies are the cause 
of 11 per cent. Next in turn comes mis- 
conduct and then poverty, each with less 
than 10 per cent. It is surprising to} 
find that but 5 per cent. of all suicides 


are due to drunkenness. Those who kill 
themselves because of financial losses } 
would seem to be very common, but as] 
a rule only about 2 per cent. of suicides | 
} 
} 








are traceable to this cause. It will be 
seen that most of these causes are likely 
to be common in a highly civilized so- | 
ciety. It is significant that there are| 
few suicides among savages. {

Many means have been established in 


| our city to help those who cannot afford 


to pay private physicians. Eye and 
ear, dental, neurological, nose and 
throat, prenatal and baby health clinics 
have been established, and the list 
assumes a gratifying length. It would 
seem to make the problem of preventive 
medical aid a simple one for those who 
cannot pay for health. But there are 
two formidable obstacles in the way of 
the free and intelligent use of these 
facilities. 

The first difficulty is the ignorance 
of the people; ignorance of the ex- 
istence of the clinics, ignorance of what 
clinic to use for what symptom, and 
chiefly ignorance of the importance of 


going to a doctor until you are so sick | 


that you can’t do anything else. This 
ignorance can best be combated by 
trained social workers. Here we come 
to our second problem. Social service 
agencies cannot afford to let their 
workers take the time from the ever- 
present emergency work to take chil- 
dren all over New York, first to one 
clinic and then to another to find out 
just what preventive health work is 
needed. At the same time very few 
workers have the requisite knowledge to 
diagnose a child's listlessness as due to 


malnutrition or anemia, or his frequent | 


colds as due to diseased tonsils. 

For the last year the Charity Organ- 
ization Society has been evolving the 
following solution to this double 
problem: ° 

First—A committee of Junior Leaguers 
was formed to make thenecessary ex- 
planations to the families and to accom- 
pany the children to the health centres, 
where they were also to arrange for 
appointments. As one of the features of 
the plan was to relieve the regular 
workers of all responsibility, the volun- 
teers were required to attend weekly 
conferences, where they were instructed 
as to the health facilities of the city, 
intelligence quotients, educational diffi- 


culties and individual and family health 
problems.

88, and only 12 being 100 or over. 
Using these tests as a guide, the doctor 
gave invaluable advice as to pret. ad- 
justments to make in the individual 
educations, counseling manual training 
where the low mentality indicated that 
Tony’s hands and not his mind would 
have to support him; high school and 
commercial courses for Anna who rated 
117,.and ungraded class for Frank who 
played truant because, with an intel- 
ligent quotient of 66, he could not un- 
derstand what the teacher was talking 
about. \

MEXICAN LANDLORDS UNITE 


WHI Hold Convention to Plan De- 
fense Against Tenants. 


Driven to common action by what 
their representatives. call the abuses 
practiced. by the various Tenants’ 
Leagues existing in Mexico, the organ- 
ized landlords of the republic are plan- 
ning to hold a national convention in 
Mexico City next January for the pur- 
pose of forming a confederation em- 
bracing all the local landlords’ organiza- 
tions now in existence. 

In the call for the convention, which 
is sent out by the Liga de Propietarios 
of Tacubaya, a suburb of Mexico City, 
reference is made to the difficulties be- 
tween tenants and landlords that in 
some cities of the republic have led to 
bloodshed, and’ it is stated that ‘‘ these 
outrages must be prevented at all costs 
if we do not wish to see our interests 
lost.”’ 

In the State of Yucatan, where the 
aded by Governor 
Felipe Carrillo, is decidedly Socialistic, 
the landlords are protesting bitterly 
against the tenancy laws which they. al- 
lege make it possible for tenants to live 
four months in a house without paying 
any rent and then move into another 
dwelling and repeat the same trick ad 
infinitum.

EFFECT ON HOUSING 


United Real Estate Association 
Claims That Municipal Courts 
Ignore Recent Decisions. 


OLD RENTS AND NEW RENTS 


President of Association Says It’s 
Not Safe for Landlord to 
Appear in Court. 


Claiming that Justices of the Mu- 
nicipal Courts are ignoring the Appel- 
late Division’s two~decisions that ten- 
ants who went into possession after 
Oct. 1, 1920, are not under the rent 
laws, and that a Muniéipal Court has 
not the legal right to allow a counter- 
claim for. unremedied tenement house 
violations or tell a tenant not to pay 
rent until such violations are remedied, 
the United Real Estate Owners’ As- 
sociation, of which Stewart Browne is 
President, has issued the following sum- 
mary of thé common law and its effect 
on existing housing conditions: 

‘* Except as modified by statutory law 
or by specific agreement the common 
law applies to the relation between land- 
lord and tenant. 

‘The rent laws have not modified the 
common law, except as to ‘ unreasonable 
rent’ and dispossess. 

**No landlord can be compelled to 
make repairs or redecorate unless he 
has agreed to-do so. 

‘“*No Municipal Court Justice can le- 
gally allow an offset for repairs unless 
previously agreed upon or tell a tenant 
not to pay rent unless certain repairs are 
made, even where the Tenement House 
Department has ordered same. They do 
so, but do it in violation of law. The 
United is prepared to make a test case 
of this. 

‘‘ A landlord is legally entitled to $3 
disbursements in all dispossess non- 
payment rent cases. Both the Justice 
and the Clerks’ of some courts illegally 
try to prevent such collection. 

“Tenants who went into possession on 
or after Oct. 1, 1920, are not under the 
Some Justices illegally ig- 
nore this, others ‘wink at it,’ unless 
the landlord is represented by counsel 
who knows the law and won't be 
bluffed. 

“It isn’t safe for the average land- | 
lord to appear in certain courts, as the 
Justice will ride rougnshod over him. 
The words law and justice have no 
meaning for him. f 

‘“‘ Any iandlord is a fool who permits 
la new tenant to take possession before 
| he signs a United month-to-month or 
| yearly lease, or Who does not serve on 
month-to-month tenants in possession a 
United's tenancy agreement, which con+ 
tains the same conditions as the United s 
lease. (The clause about steam heat 
and hot water, if objected to, can be 
stri¢ken, as the Penal Code probably 
negatives it.) Pay no attention to what 
lawyers tell you otherwise. These agree- 
ments -are legaliy binding and _ the 
United is prepared to go up t¢@ the Court 
of Appeals on their legaiity. The com- 
mon law always did and still gives the 
landlord the legal right to say on what 
conditions (except rent) the tenant shall 
occupy the landlord’s property. The rent 
laws have not modified or repealed that 
right. 

‘*“Oct. 1 has come and gone. (1) A 
tenant in possession prior to Oct. 1, 
1920, and whose lease expired Sept. 30, | 
| 1922, whether a new lease has been 
signed or not, can in October, November 
and December question the reasonable- 
ness of the rent, whether it be the old 
rent, a reduced or increased rent. (2) 
If such tenant be a common law hold- 
over Oct. 1, 1921, and the landlord has 
done nothing to change the common law 
holdover status and the tenant has con- | 
tinued in possessioh after Oct. 1, 1922, 
we belleve (but may be wrong, but are 
willing to make a test case) that such 
tenant cannot question the reasonable- 
ness of the rent. As we had a doubt 
on this we advised all landlords who| 
| were satisfied with the old rent to serve | 
on their tenants the United’s special | 
|notice that tenants holding over did so 
) as a twelve-month tenant. But if land- 
lords considered the old rent too iow 
and believed they could get higher rent, 
to serve such tenants with the United's 
notice making the tenant a month-to- 
month tenant. | 

‘““We now advise landlords who are 
not satisfied with the old rent, before 
| accepting it for October, to ascertain 
from the United what acceptance of the 
old rent legally means. 

** Landlords who have month-to-month | 
tenants at a satisfactory rent and want | 
to legally change them: from month-to- | 
month tenants to tenants until Sept. 50. | 
1923, should serve such tenants with | 
tenancy notice to such effect. 

‘‘The ordinary netices of increase of | 
rent are not legal. The United claimed | 
this last year and had proper legal no- 
tices. Justices are so deciding now. 
Thirty days’ notice of increase of rent 
where lease expires tnay not be legally 
necessary, but it is safer to give it." 

















Recent Legal Decisions. 
Under Rev. St. 1908, Sec. 4029, pro- 
viding that any building constructed

Whether the use and enjoyment of 
one's premises is prejudicial to the rights 
of others as matter of law or fact, de- 
pends upon the circumstances in each 
case, the locality, the particular sur- 
roundings, the status of the complaining 
party, and the degree of danger to be 
apprehended. Evidence held not to 
sustain a finding that a valve on a 
water pipe located in the basement of 
an apartment house near a window 
where it could be seen was a private 
nuisance, even though the wheel for 
adrogg 3 the valve had been removed, so 
as to leave the stem projecting, so that 
a verdict allowing damages to the in- 
fant son of a janitor who struck his eve 
against the projecting. stem cannot be 
sustained.—133 N. E. (N. Y.) 836.

THE COMMON LAW | Rockefeller Purchase Recalls 


Early East River Rural Days| AS MORTGAGE FIELD 


Schermerhorn Farmhouse and Grecian Chapel on Site Now Oc- 
cupied by Medical Research Buildings—Grounds Long 


Used by Pastime Athletes. 


With the purchase last week of one of 
the George Ehret Brewery blocks, front- 
ing the East River, between Sixty-third 
and Sixty-fourth Streets and Avenue A, 
as a site for future enlargement of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search, the Rockefeller interests now 
control five entire blocks on the Hast 
River frontage. ‘The entire property, 
with the hospital, laboratories and other 
buildings, is assessed at practically 
2,000,000. The sales value would rep- 
resent considerably more, as-it was re- 
ported that the block recently pur- 
chased by the Empire Mortgage Com- 
pany, which acts as a holding company 
for John D. Rockefeller Jr., was held 
at about $1,000,000. More than half of 
the property, being that portion occu- 
pied by the medical buildings, is exempt 


from city taxation. 

The sale is of interest from the medi- 
cal standpoint, as it indicates that the 
Rockefellers are preparing for future ex- 
pansion and are willing to provide every 
necessary facility for making the in- 
stitution one of the greatest research 
medical organizations in the world, a 
osition which it already rightfully oc- 
cue From the realty side, in re- 
spect to occupational changes, it is of 
interest not only in the passing of an- 
ether big brewing property as a result 
of the Volstead act ban on old-time 
beer with a modicum of alcohol, but 
also as it places in the Rockefeller con- 
trol another slice of the famous Scher- 
merhorn farm, which a century ago and 
more was one of oe great landed es- 

es on the Hast River. 

"peters the Schermerhorn family ac- 
quired their farm holdings, that portion, 
with much additional land north and 
south of the Sixties, was included in the 
big David Provost farm. — Before 1800 
the tract was cut up, the Schermerhorns 
obtaining a large portion, while the well- 
known Jones family had the portion 
north of Seventieth Street.

Clinton, who became the first Governor 
of the State and afterward Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, and tradition 
also says that Washington visited Clin- 
ton at the house and enjoyeu the peace- 
ful river view from beneath one of the 
ancient trees. Many residents in the 
neighborhood still remember the old 
house, as it was not torn down until 
several years after the completion of 
=e main buildings of the Medical Insti- 
ute 

Just north of this quaint landmark 
was a curious building with a row of 
wooden Ionic columns adorning the en- 
trance. It was the old family church, 
having been erected some time after the 
Revolution for the convenience of the 
families residing there, most of whom 
were Summer sojourners. The church 
at the time the Rockefellers bought the 
property was used as the clubhouse of 
the Pastime Athletic Club. This club, 
whick in its palmy days was one of the 
most active of the city’s athletic organi- 
zations, had occupied under lease from 
the Schermerhorn family the plot from 
Sixty-fourth to Sixty-sevent Street 
from the time the club was organized in 
1877. During the first few years the 
lease was valued at $180 a year, but 
when the club received notice to vacate 
it was paying $1,250. The Greek church 
edifice was used as the club and a 
wooden gymnasium structure’ was built 
close by. <A_twelve-lap track, later 
changed to a six-lap track, was laid out 
on the grounds, and for more than a 
qparter of a century the place was a 
live athletic centre. Late in 1903 the club 
left the property and the cornerstone of 
the laboratory, the first structure of the 
Medical Institute, was laid in December, 
1904, by Dr. Simon Flexner, Chairman 
of the-Governing Board. 

Remnants of a family burying ground 
were also to be seen as late as 1903, 
several broken tombstones .remaining 
in the little patch of land set apart in 
a level section near Avenue A, between 
what would be Sixty-fifth and Sixty- 
sixth Streéts. Members of the Scher- 
merhorn, Hardenbrook, Bassett and 
Adams families were buried there. One 
old stone that survived for a long time 
was erected to the memory. of John Har- 
denbrook, with the date of his death, 
Aug. 6, 1805, and near by waa one to 
his wife, who died in 1817. 

Just north of the old house and the 
chapel was another frame house of 
later date, probably seventy-five years 
old in 1903, which bad been erected by 
later members of the Schermerhorn fam- 
fly. The old Schermerhorn farm orig- | 
inally extended westward to Third Ave- 
nue and northward to the Eighties. 

The first street cut through to the 
river east of Avenue A north of Sixty- 
fourth Street is Sixty-seventh Street, 





and Sixty-eighth Street, between the 
avenue and the river, is also owned by 
interests for future de- 
velopment by the Medical Institute. This 
was the plot originally purchased as a/ 
new site for the Presbyterian Hospital, 
but with the development of the larger | 
plan associating the hospital with the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Columbia University, the splendid tract 
on upper Washington Heights was ac 
quired which is now awaiting means for 
improvement.

These of- 
ficers will serve until the next annual 
election, Mr. Edwards and Mr. Dolson 
each having served one year as Presi- 
dent and Secretary respectively and Mr.

Active- 
Associate Governors to represent the 
Sustaining, Contributing, Active-Asso- 
ciate and Associate Mersabers on the 
board of Goyernors, and the following 
were re-elected, each to serve for a term 
of three years: William C. Demarest, 
John M. Stoddard and Clarke G. Dailey.

“The attention of_members is called 
to the provisions of Sec. 442 and 442-L 
of Chapter 672 of the Laws of 1922, 
licensing real estate brokers and sales- 
men, which forbid the splitting of com- 
missions by a real estate broker or a 
real estate salesman with a person not 
duly licensed as such broker or sales- 
man, 

‘The Real Estate Board of New York 
is opposed to the publication, on the 
part of its members, of a sale or lease, 
or of any real estate transaction, 
whether concluded privately or by auc- 
tion, at any price other than the correct 
price.”’

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ARBITRATION LAW 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Agreements for Arbitration Out- 
live the Makers of Them 
and Are Binding. 


AGREE WITH PUBLIC POLICY

The long controversy over an agree- 
ment entered into by the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company, since merged with the 
Columbia Trust Company, and the late 
Mrs. Mary Burton Harrison, setting 
forth the conditions by which the trust 
company could evade litigation for ex- 
tending its structure on the northwest 
corner of Thirty-fourth Street and Fifth 
Avenue, beyond the Fifth Avenue line, 
has been settled by a unanimous de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals. This 


opinion sustains the decisions of the 
lower courts. 

The decision of the highest court in 
the State means that all persons have 
the right to settle controversies over 
real estate by arbitration, that agree- 
ments of this character outlive the lives 
of those making them, and that the 
settling of vexed questions over real 
estate arbitration as provided by law 
is not contrary to public policy. 

Litigation over the rights involved in 
the agreement began early in 1921, when 
Frank M. Patterson, counsel for Henry 
T. Scott and Francis Burton Harrison 
as trustee for Virginia Randolph Harri- 
son and Barbara.Marrison, and for Mr. 
Harrison individually, asked the Su- 
preme Court to issue an order compell- 
ing the trust company to adhere to the 
provisions of the agreement. The cir- 
cumstances that led to the making of 
the agreement were thus explained: 

At that time the structure of the trust 
company was only two stories in height 
and was a very ornate affair. Mrs. 
Harrison owned the ten-story ‘ apart- 
ment house which adjoined the building 
on the north. It was claimed that the 
encroachment of the pillars of the trust 
company building on the Fifth Avenue 
sidewalk obstructed a view of Mrs. Har- 
rison’s property to those approaching it 
from the south. After considerable dis- 
cussion it was agreed that Mrs. Harri- 
son would make no further objections 
to the encroaching pillars as long asthe 
trust company’s building remained only 
two stories high, thus giving the tenants 
in Mrs. Harrison’s apartment house 
above the second floor free air and 
light. _{f the trust company increased 
height of its building proper dam- 


be paid to Mrs. Harrison. 

In 1920 the encroaching pillars of the 
trust company’s building were removed 
and additional stories added to the 
structure which shut off air and light 
from those occupying the upper floors 
of Mrs. Harrison’s building. At first 
the trust company agreed to the carry- 
ing out of ‘the provisions of the agree- 
ment. John J. Pulleyn, William L. Du 
Bois and Juan W. Mooyer were named 
as arbitrators to fix the damages which 
should be paid to the estate of Mrs. 
Harrison. Later, counsel for the trust 
company objected and wrote to Mr, 
Patterson an expianation for, this re- 
fusal. Part of the letter read: 

‘The claim you are making on behalf 
of your clients involves questions.of law 
which it was never the intention of the 
parties to submit to arbitration. As we 
informed you it is our desire te secure 
speedy and inexpensive method of 
determining these questions. 

** Your suggestion that they might be 
determined by submission on an agreed

National Body Would Give tn- 
formation atid Counsel on 
Real Estate Matters. 


LOCAL BOARDS CO-OPERATE| 


Needed to} 
Recommend New Laws and 


Legislative Committee 


Study- Taxation. 


A bureau of research and counsel, na- 
tional in character, to distribute infor- | 
mation and advice on all matters per- 
taining to real estate, and organized in} 
the manner of national associations in} 
other professions, was suggested at an | 
executive meeting of the National As- | 
sociation of Real Estate Boards at the 
Hotel. Commodore last- week. 

The new bureau was advocated by 
William E. Shannon, director of the Na- 
tional’ ‘Association of Real Estate 
Boards, and manager of the Real Hs- 
tate and Commandeering Division of the 
United States Department of- Labor. He 
said: 

“The time when any local community 
can handle its own affairs entirely in- 
dependently of the rest of the country is | 
long past. Changes in conditions in| 
different parts of the country or abroad | 
or in different industries affect every 
community and every business. Every 
important business and profession has 
its national organization, so that all 
members can keep in touch with all con- 
ditions affecting their interests, and so 
that they can work together for their 
mutual benefit. Individually they may 
be, and usually are, competitors, but 
they know that the better service tiiey 
can render as a whole the better for 
them all. 

‘This may tend to the more vigilant 
and active organizations profiting at 
the expense of the unorganized or poor- 
ly organized industry or profession. The 
power of the labor unions to disturb 


national conditions at will is but one 
iliustration. / : 

‘In the real estate business the time 
of ‘every man for himseif’ has passed. 
The value and necessity for local real 
estate boards hasbeen proved beyond 
question. The unethical broker is not 
merely .&@ menace to society, but he 
causes real damage to every honest 
and ‘honesty is the best pol- 
icy’ in real estate as in every other 
business or profession: Likewise the 
local real estate board by working as a 
body can improve Housing and gencial 
city conditions for the best interests of 
all in a way that they could not do if 

faual real estate owner or 
broker should strive solely to benefit 
his selfish interests. 

“The real estate interests of this 
country are face to face today with real 
dangers which can be averted only by 
national association. 

‘The tendency away from home own- 
ership is one of the contributing causes 
of danger. Underlying ali is the com- 
munist and socialist propaganda, which 
is far more powerful and insidious than 
many realize. One of their chief objects 
is to destroy property ownership. In 
times of stress it is easy for them to 
arouse tenants against alleged ‘ profit- 
eering landlords,’ as was done so ef- 
fectively in several cities in recent 
years. The profits of the landlords as a 
whole may be less than profits in any 
other business, but the tenants have 
possession of the property, they usually 
are the majority in the community, and 
the unorganized, unvigilant landlords 
are practically at their mercy. The real 
facts are not known, and_ counter- 
propaganda is nearly negligible. 

‘One of the greatest problems of to- 
day in real estate circles is in the utter | 
disregard to, or the ignorance or lack of | 
understanding of the individual home 
owner in matters pertaining to real es- 
tate. It is a matter of imperative 
necessity that this home owner should 
in some manner, through a qualified and 
reputable organization, be educated und 
both brought and kept in close touch 
with all matters, particularly those af- 
fecting his home along the lines of com- 
munity owneréhip, taxation, unjust ieg- 
islation, civie improvements, &c. This 
could best be done through a local teal 
estate board having an affiliation with | 
a national organization through which 
could be supplied data covering all mat~ } 
ters pertaining to real estate | 

‘* Rental conditions are less dangerous 
today, due to economic causes, but iney 
may be stirred up at any time and rent 
legislation is a constant menace. ' 

“ Well-intentioned civic reformers wish 
to beautify the city, to improve the | 
traffic conditions, to improve housing | 
conditions, to provide, better facilities | 
for recreation, &c. All these matters | 
done intelligently and practically with 
equal justice to all real estate owners 
affected are for the good of the com- 
munity and so for the general good of | 
the real estate interests. The trouble} 
is that those who are active in their 
promotion are often entirely or largely 
ignorant or indifferent to the effect on 
real estate interests both individually 
and at large. cxpert realtors by co- 
operation and forceful presentation of 
facts could bring about the desired re- 
sults with far greater justice to all con- 
cerned. Locally, however, they would 
often be suspected, and perhaps some- 
times justly, of prejudice. Therefore 
a knowledge of how things have been 
done elsewhere with the best results 
would not only help the community, but 
help the local real estate interests. 

“The great ignorance of the public re- 
garding taxation and the love of indirect 
taxation from the individual viewpoint 
is another menace to real estate in- 
terests, both’ locally and_ nationally, 
which needs constant attention. 

‘“‘The result is that the Natignal As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards needs 
a legislative research bureau and coun- 
sel. It needs to collect and put in 
useful form information regarding all 
national economic conditions affecting 
real estate interests, and all legislation 
regarding real estate interests and the 
results of such legislation. It ne&®ds to 
watch and, so far as possible, to meet 
and counteract propaganda dangerous 
to real estate interests, to educate’ the 
public, and to advocate measures that 
will help to promote and benefit real 
estate interests by giving the best public 
service. Sound economics and justice 
are the !mportant elements that must 
be studied and fought for. and if home 
ownershiv is developed, then when we 
speak of ‘real estate ’ we mean not only 
the. landlords and wealthy proprietors, 
but even more so the man who has been 
educated through this organization to 
own his home,”’ 





Broadway Standards. 

Among the highly important commft- 
tees now being organized by the Broad- 
way Association is the Committee on 
Trade Standards. It will be the func- 
tion of this committee to consider and 
recommend means for maintaining the 
dignity and prestige of Broadway as a 
business street, and for eliminating ques- 
tionable methods of advertising and 
merchandising. 

This is a highly important task and 
one that will commend itself to the favor 
of the many high type merchants on the 


big thoroughfare who appreciate the im-~- 
portance of building up good-will by 
thaintaining public confidence in the 
business institutions of Broadway. 

It may be said that ‘it will be the 
function of the Committee on Trade 
Standards to evolve a sort of code of 
ethics which the merchants who asso- 
ciate themselves in this organization will 
be peers to subscribe to and live 
up to. 

It will consider and devise means for 
reducing the forms of cheap display ad- 
vertising that now disfigure oertain sec- 
tions of the street, and will put a ban 
upon fake advertising in all of its forms. 
It will put a premium upon_the tasteful 
arrangement and display of merchandise 
and establish means for , effective co- 
operation ag the merchants who 
have a common hiterest in the develop- 
ment of Broadway, 
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PREHISTORIC DWELLINGS 


From Pit Houses to the Modern 
Apartment Bullding. 


In this day of handsome, modern, com- 
fortable apartments and dwelling houses 
rented at prices which appear to be 
going higher every day, we may derive 
a grain of comfort. from the knowledge 
that our ancient forefathers were obliged 


to put up with leaky roofs, primitive {l- 
lumination and no elevator service at all. 

The earliest human dwellings were 
probably natural shelter places such as 
caves, overhanging rocks and densely in- 
terwoven foligge. But a form of human 
architecture had been developed by the 
time the progress of man reached the 
Neolithic period, and these most primi- 
tive dwellings had much iti common with 
the homes of burrowing animals. 

The primitive man went into the earth 
and sought warmth and protection from 
the elements in pit dwellings following 
an instinct which today P aypns ceed recon- 
ciles us to underground railways and 
basements homes, but the habit of liv- 
ing In pits must have been developed 
after the disappearance of those huge 
animals which in earlier times would 
have broken through the roof of such 
a place, 

In each case, the home was round in 
shape and went downward for seven feet 
and sometimes ten. Over the top of the 
pit was pjaced a firm cover of interlaced 
branches well daubed with clay and mud 
and from the bottom a tunnel ran diag- 
onally upward toward the surface. 

This tunnel was the entrance and exit 
to the apartment. Such dwellings were 
found in Germany as late as the first 
century of the Christian era. 

In all this long period from the 
Neolithic time to our own, this first 
idea of man, his instinctive liking for 
round shapes, has ever been noticeable 
so that we find it in prehistoric funeral 
mounds, in the beehive houses of Ire- 
land, in the great wheel windows of 
Gothic architécture, cathedral domes, 
the Roman temples dedicated to Vesta, 
and even many of the French chateaux 
of comparatively modern times. 

Eventually, however, this round form 
of architecture became subordinate to a 
Shape never found in ~.nature’s own 
work, that is to say, a square or an 
oblong. These rectangular forms were 
developed in the search for larger and 
more commodious homes. 

Bo 7 as the diameter of a round 
house did not exceed eighteen or twenty 
feet the old method would suffice. 

Rounded stakes were driven into the 
earth to form a circle and plaster was 
inserted between the poles to make an 
air-tight wall. Such a structure was 
sufficiently strong to support a good 
thatched roof which would be rainproof 
and offer adequate resistance to high 
winds, 

But this was only practical in a small 
house. There was only room for one 
family and with the development of the 
tribe spirit, which included a great chief 
or king, it was necessary to build a 
sort of a palace where the supreme 
leader would dwell surrounded by his 
servants and retainers. 

Experiments showed that a building 
with corners offered the best resistance 
to the wind, and divided into apart« 
ments could be made very much stronger 
and extended to any size desired with- 
out risk of bein 
sure of the roof. 

It probably required many centuries 
of experiment before the Saxons evolved 
their system of living with retainers 
in great oblong homes. 

Then the Saxon chieftain who had 
ambitions to maintain a court could not 
keep his servants and retainers at the 
proper distance. When he learned to 
construct a square or oblong hall he 
could maintain his throne at one end 
of the building, and the rank 
retainer was acknowledged by the posi-

It does not require much reflection to 
discover how things have improved 
since those anclent days. 

Today, if he can afford it, the mas- 
ter has a comfortable six-room apart-

PROPOSES BARK AS FUEL. 


Properly Prepared, Says Mr. Bearce, 
it Could Be Substituted for Coal. 


In a report to the Technical Associa- 


tion of the Pulp and Paper Industry, 
which has been holding its annual 
meeting at Detroit, George D. Bearce, 
engineer, for the News Print Service 
Bureau, *described experiments on 
substitution of wood bark, properly pre- 
pared, for coal, stating that the 
‘““enormous quantity of pulpwood which 
is used in the paper business is evidence 
of its potential fuel value to the in- 
dustry.”’ 

The quantity of bark in 
said Mr. Bearce, amounts to approxi- 
mately 10 per cent. of the volume and 
weight of the rough wood, or 250 pounds 
of dry bark per cord of pulpwood. One 
hundred cords of pulpwood represents 


pulpwood, 


| approximately 25,000 pounds of dry bark 


that has a fuel value equal to eight tons 
of coal, if the moisture of the bark 
is reduced by ne-half. The heating 
value, Mr. Bearce stated, increases 
greatly if the moisture content of the 
bark is lessened. 

A large number of mills using pulp- 
wood were visited or questioned by Mr. 
Bearce and the committee which he 
headed. Many stated that they consid- 
ered the bark as of little value. 


made for the committee showed that 


two types of presses were able to reduce | 


the moisture content to about “U per 
cent., but that it would be necessary to 
have at least 50 per cent. of the moisture 
removed if the bark were to serve as a 
suitable substitute for coal. Special 
draft conditions, a grate surface giving 
correct combustion, and refractory walls 
to dry out the molsture are required, 
said Mr. Bearce. 


Under these conditions it was held by | 


the committee that the bark could be 
used as fuel and thus effect a saving 
of a large amount of coal. 


INSECT MENACE CHECKED. 


Destruction of Grand Canyon Forests 
Averted, Says Forest Service. 


Ravages of the barkbeetle which 
threaten the destruction of the yellow 
pine forests about the Grand Canyon 


have been temporarily checked, accord- 
ing to an announement issued by tie 
United States Forest Service. 

Two thousand trees within the Grand 
Canyon National Park and nearly 4,000 
on the Kaibab National Forest have 
been felled and peeled as a preventive 
measure against the spread of this de- 
structive insect, “it is stated. 

At the request ofthe National Park 
Service and of the Forest Service, con- 
tinues the announcement, field agents 
were sent by the Bureau of Entomology 
last Summer to examine large patches 
of ‘‘red-top’’ trees on both sides ef the 
Grand Canyon Highway running north 
from. the park through the ibab 
National Forest. They reported that 
the trees were infested with the Black 
Hills barkbeetle and advised that im- 
mediate measures be taken to cut the 
reqpired percentage of infested trees 
and peel the bark in order to destroy 
a sufficient amount of the eggs and 
larvae of the insect which are found be- 
tween the inner and outer bark. 

It is estimated that by the cutting of 
6,000 of the larger and more heayily in- 
fested trees, which was done ata cost 
of $9,000, between 50 and 60 per cent, 
of the insects were ‘killed within. the 
patches treated. In order to prevent 
effectively further depredations an 
equal amount must be spent next 
Spring, says the statement.

FURNITURE 


Czechoslovakia during the. first three 
months of 1922 exported 294,351 tons of 
coal and 916,532 tons of Ignite to Jugo- 
slavia, France, Austria, Germany, Po- 
land, Italy, Rumania, Switzerland, Den- 
mark and Holland, and during the same 
period the country imported 203,524 tons 
from Germany, according to figures is- 
sued by the Ministry of Public Works. 

The output of pit coal during the first 
quarter of 1922, the report shows, 
amounted to 2,679,863 metric tons, which 
were produced by 74,357 workmen in 149 
concerns. The output of lignite for the 
same period was 4,/10,723 tons, produced 
by 49,226 workmen in 228 concerns. 

The individual output per workman 
was 6.35 metric quintals, in the case of 
pit coal, an increase of 0.62 quintals as 
compared with the same period in 1921, 
and 15.78 quintals in the case of lignite, 
an increase of 1.66 quintals. 

Owing to the strike in February, which 
lasted nearly a fortnight, the total out- 
put shows a decrease of 347,441 tons of 
coal and 696,183 tong of lignite. The 
loss in wages represented more than 
26,000,000 crowns, in the case-of coal, 
and more than 20,000,000 in the case of 
lignite,

TRAFFIC PROBLEM, 
IN SHOPPING ZONE 


Thirty-Fourth Street Board of 
Trade Advocates Removal of 
Sidewalk Encroachments. 


VARIOUS PLANS PRESENTED 


Removal of Elevated Railroad Col- 
umns One of the Propositions 
for Relief Presented. 


Discussing the traffic problem in the 
retail shopping zone, W. B. Gibbs of the 
Thirty-fourth Street Board of Trade 
says in a statement issued last week: 
“Transportation is the very life, the 
pulse of the city; without it the: city | 
cannot progress. The problem which 
confronts us today is how to relieve the 
sidewalks of encroachments to provide 
more space for pedestrian traffi¢, at the 
same time maintaining all the present 
transportation facilities and provide for 
future expansion, keeping pace with the 
ever-increasing population and the in- 
creasing multitude of transient visitors 
who daily come to this city bent on busi- 
ness or pleasure. 

‘“‘The acquisition of the Saks Building 
by Gimbel Brothers as an addition to 
their already large establishment has 
given us a ray of hope that a plan 
can be devised whereby the sidewalk 
encroachments at this intersection will 
be eliminated and the necessary en- 


trances to the transportation lines and 
exits can be secured. 
‘It is thought that arrangements can 


| be made ao that the stairs to the ele- 
| vated station can be placed inside the 
| Gimbel Building and also inside raf 


Saks Building. 

‘There already is an entrance to the 
Hudson and Manhattan Tubes through 
the Gimbel Building on the south side 
of Thirty-third Street at a point 60 feet 
west of the corner, and also an en- 
rance to the tubes on the Sixth Ave- 
ding at a point about 
150 feet south of the corner. 

‘‘If the owners of*the buildings can 
now be persuaded to provide room for 
the elevated stairs they will be doing a 
great service to the community. 

“The escalator, which only conveys 
passengers to the overhead bridge and 
which is there with no legal authority, 
can be entirely eliminated or removed to 
the east side of the street and located 
in the triangular plaza north of Thirty- |

They piloted 
their craft along the Sheepscot River 
until they came to Wiscasset, where they 
stopped at 6:20 o’clock, having flown the 
distance of 185 miles in a little better 
than an average rate of 100 miles an 
hour, They spent the night there, visit- 
ing Lieut. Commander Fuller’s mother in 
a short side trip. 

Thursday. they left Wiscasset and flew 
to Bear Island, soaring over Penobscot 
Bay, Owl’s Head, Rockland and _ the 
Mount Desert mountain range. ‘They 
based at Bear Island for three days, 
going up from there every day and af- 
fording to Lieut. Commander Fuller an 
opportunity of viewing from the air the 
waters he had patroled during the war 
as commander of a patrol boat manned 
by a Harvard University crew before 
he went to London.

'BUY SWEET POTATOES 


NOW, OFFICIALS URGE 


Up, as Prices Are Low and 


They Will Keep. 


Heusewives, especially those of New 
Jersey, have been advised by the State 


| Bureau of Markets of that State to pur- 


chase at once their Winter supply of 
sweet potatoes, as this crop is now sell- 
ing by the bushel or basket at the low- 
est price that can be expected this year. 
Great quantities of these potatoes are 
arriving in the.markets from New Jer- 
sey farms, which for years have fur- 
nished a large percenage of the supply 
for Eastern and Western trade, 
‘‘Sweet potatoes,’’ said a statement 
from the Market Bureau, “ transferred 


from the farm to the home of the con- 
sumers with as little handling as pos- 
sible and stored in a warm, dry cellar, 
will keep well, and in addition to being 
much cheaper will be superior to those 
purchased in. small quantities from the 
store as needed during the Winter and 
Spring. Even now, market prices show 
that those who buy ir quarter-peck 
quantities pay a high forfeit. Several 
markets report swe<t potatoes retailing 
at 25 cents a quarter peck, while at 
wholesale the same quality of potatoes 
sell at ®3 cents to 81,25 a bushel, and 
at 30 cents td 40 cents for five-eighths 
bushel basket. 

“The New Jersey crop is reported to 
be-one of the best of recent’ years. The 
yield is heavy, but the consumption of 
sweet potatoes has increased rapidly, 
with improved methods of kiln-drying 
and curing. At present prices, food 
economists say they furnish one of the 
best and cheapest food products. As the 
markets throughout the country absorb 
the production, prices will rise—but the 
wise housewife who lays in a supply 
now of a few baskets or bushels of 
Jersey ‘ sweets’ will have no cause to 
worry about the Winter selling prices.”’

Consider- 
able increases can be seen in the output 
in Australia, from 3853 tons in 1885 to 
535 in 1912; in South Africa, from 112 
tons in 1890 to $41 in 1912; and ‘in Can- 
ada, from 315 tons in 1885 to 472 in 
1912. The output in British India al- 
most doubled from 1885 to 1912, rising 
from 57 tons to Mil. In Germany,
